Governor ASA S. BUSHNELL. 



Hon. Asa S. Bushnell, Sprins^field, Ohio. 

Asa Smith Bushnell was born at Rome, Oneida 
county, New York, September 16, 1834. His father was 
Daniel Bushnell, of Lisbon, Connecticut, son of Jason 
Bushnell, a soldier of the revolutionary war, who served first 
in Capt. Charles MiePs company of General Waterbury's 
brigade, and afterwards with the army of Washington at 
Tarrytown. In childhood the subject of this sketch moved 
with his family to Cincinnati, Ohio, and in 1851 came to 
Springfield, where he has since resided. Without money, 
friends or influence, but possessed of a clear head, honest 
heart and perfect health, he became a clerk in a dry goods 
store, where he served for three years. He then accepted a 
position as book-keeper in the firm of Leffel, Cook and 
Blakeney, remaining in their employ until the spring of 
1857, when he accepted a position as book-keeper and trav- 
eling salesman with the firm of Warder, Brokaw and Child, 
manufacturers of mowers and reapers. In the fall of the 
same year he formed a partnership with Dr. John Ludlow in 
the drug business, which continued until ten years later, 
when he was admitted as a partner in the concern of his old 
employers, the firm name having been changed to Warder, 
Mitchell and Company. In that business he has since con- 
tinued with great success, and is now president of the 
Warder, Bushnell and Glessner Company, successors of the 
old firm, and one of the leading companies in the manufac- 
ture of mowers and reapers in the United States. 

He has been largely identified with the business suc- 
cesses of Springfield, and is now interested in many of its 
most prominent industries. He is the president of the First 
National bank, of Springfield ; the Springfield Gas Company 
and of other enterprises. He is a member of the Protestant 
Episcopal church, a Knight Templar and thirty-second de- 
gree Mason. He has endeared himself to his townsmen and 
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to the people of the state by his generosity and by his daily 
charity. In 1891 he gave ^10,000, withont solicitation, to the 
Ohio Masonic home and at varions times has presented to 
Springfield substantial and practical gifts. In Pern Cliff 
cemetery he caused to be erected a magnificent iron stand 
for use upon memorial day ; he gave Springfield a bronze 
drinking fountain, and, since the establishment of the 
Masonic home at Springfield he has labored unceasingly to 
make that institution not only a local pride, but one in which 
the state can take great satisfaction. 

During the progress of the civil war Mr. Busbnell raised 
a company of the One Hundred and Fifty-second Ohio Regi- 
ment and served as its captain under Gen. David Hunter in 
the Shenandoah valley in 1864. He takes a deep interest in 
the affairs of the Grand Army of the Republic, being a mem- 
ber of Mitchell Post of Springfield and a regular attendant 
at camp fires and encampments. 

In his political history Governer Busbnell has been quite 
as successful and as marked a man as in bis business life. 
In 1885 he was made chairman of the republican state execu- 
tive committee, which not only elected Governor Forakerby 
a handsome plurality, but also accomplished the unprece- 
dented result of securing a republican majority in the legis- 
lature without the vote of Hamilton county. That legislature 
re-elected Senator Sherman to the United States senate, and 
accomplished some of the most important legislative work 
in Ohio history. In 1886 he was appointed state quarter- 
master general by Governor Foraker, his service in that 
capacity running for four years. In 1887 he was nominated 
by acclamation as republican candidate for lieutenant gov- 
ernor of Ohio on the ticket with Governor Foraker, but de- 
clined to accept the honor for business reasons. In 1889 
there was a general desire that he should head the ticket of 
his party and become its standard bearer, but he positively 
refused to allow his name to be used. In 1891 he was 
strongly urged as the most available candidate of his party 
for the nomination of governor, but owing to the prominence 
of National politics in that campaign the nomination natur- 
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ally went to Major McKinley. He was one of the four dele- 
gates at large from Ohio to the national republican conven- 
tion at Minneapolis, and in every republican convention in 
recent years he has served as delegate. On several occasions 
he was urged by his fellow republicans to become a candidate 
for congress in the Springfield district, but he persistently 
refused to accept the honor. His long-continued and valua- 
ble party service in local, state and national campaigns had 
endeared him to the republicans of Ohio and when in May, 
1895, they met at Zanesville to choose a candidate for gov- 
ernor, the demand for the nomination of General Bushnell 
was so strong that he was named for the place although he 
did not seek it. In the month of November, 1895, after a 
most vigorous campaign he was elected by a plurality of 
92,622, a victory greater than any ever achieved by an Ohio 
governor, save John Brough, who was a war-time candidate 
and who received practically the entire vote cast. Governor 
Bushnell was inaugurated on the 13th day of January, 1896, 
and since that time has made a very successful record as a 
business chief executive. In March, 1896, he was unani- 
mously selected as one of the delegates-at-large to the national 
republican convention at St. Louis. 

Governor Bushnell is a man of strong social qualities. 
He has a most happy home, presided over by a wife who 
commands the admiration of all who know her, and he bids 
fair to be one of the most popular governors the great state 
of Ohio has ever had. The striking trait in governor Bush- 
nell's character, whether in public or private life, is his 
uniform courtesy to all. He is universally known as a gen- 
erous, aflFable and high-minded man. 

Governor Bushnell was married September 17, 1867, to 
Miss Ellen Ludlow, daughter of Dr. John Ludlow, of Spring- 
field, Ohio. They have two daughters and one son. 
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Col. James Linn Rodgers. 

James Linn Rodgers, the second son of Maj. A. D. 
Rodgers, was born on September 10, 1861, at the country 
place of his grandfather, W. S. Sullivant, west of the city of 
Columbus. He was educated first by tutors at the homestead 
on Sullivant's Hill (now the site of the Columbus Hospital), 
and afterwards in the common schools of Columbus and at 
the Ohio State University, from which, however, he did not 
graduate. In 1885 he entered upon newspaper work as a 
member of the staflF of the Columbus Times. In 188^ he 
became assistant city editor of the Columbus Evening Dis- 
patch ; in 1889 he was serving as associate editor ; in 1894 he 
became managing editor, and in 1895 was made assistant 
general manager, a place in which he was serving when 
oflFered the ofiice of private secretary by Governor-elect Bush- 
nell. In the early part of 1894 Governor William McKinley 
appointed him a member of his military staff, which com- 
mission he held until the retirement of Governor McKinley 
from ofiice. He resigned from the Dispatch staff in 1896, 
and on the 13th of January assumed the duties of private 
secretary. The duties of a private secretary to a great pub- 
lic ofiicial under our political system have become so import- 
ant that in recent years the president of the United States 
as well as the governors of the great states of the Union have 
selected only such persons for that high position as were 
known to be strictly gentlemen of fine education and grac- 
ious manners, as well as tactful in the fullest degree. 

Colonel Rodgers possesses all of these requirements, and 
no doubt it was in consideration of his perfect qualifications, 
besides his high social standing, that Governor Bushnell 
tendered to him the ofiice of private secretary. 

Colonel Rodgers was married October '25, 1893, to Miss 
Prances C. Fay, of Columbus. 
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J. L. Hampton. 

J. L. Hampton, executive clerk to Governor Bushnell, 
was bom near New Lexington, Perry county, Ohio, October 
31, 1857. He spent his boyhood days on his father's farm 
and attended the district school six months in the year. At 
the age of seventeen he began teaching school and continued 
this 'calling until March, 1877, when he entered the Ohio 
Normal University at Ada, Ohio. He made his own way 
through college, completing the classical course in June, 
1881. After teaching two years in the public schools of Sid- 
ney, Ohio, he returned to the university at Ada as a teacher, 
where he remained until March, 1887, when he resigned on 
account of failing health. For several years following this 
period Mr. Hampton was engaged in the real estate business 
and he was active in politics. During the campaign of 1890 
he was with the republican state executive committee, and 
in December of that year he was elected clerk of the state 
board of equalization. Having ended his duties with the 
board August 8, 1894, he engaged in the work of organizing 
republican league clubs, and was most successful. 

On March 1, 1892, Mr. Hampton was appointed assist- 
ant law librarian and while in this position he studied law 
and was admitted to the bar before the supreme court of 
Ohio. When Governor Bushnell succeeded to the executive 
chair he selected Mr. Hampton as his executive clerk and 
the appointment took effect January, 1896, Mr. Hampton 
resigning the oflBce of assistant law librarian to accept the 
flattering promotion. 

In every position to which Mr. Hampton has been called 
in life he has shown a fidelity which has won for him the 
esteem and confidence of his associates. He was married at 
Ada, Ohio, September 29, 1881, to Miss Ida A. Lehr, a niece 
of President Lehr, of the Ohio Normal University. They 
have a son, 13 years old. 
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Opha Moore. 

Opua Moore, the subject of this sketch, is one of the 
bright young republicans of Ohio, who by never failing cour- 
tesy to all with whom he comes in contact and his close atten- 
tion to duty has endeared himself to many people in Ohio. 

Mr. Moore was born near Parkersburg, West Virginia, 
August 18, 1867. In 1871 his parents removed to Marietta, 
Ohio, where they lived for several years. During the years 
1884-5 Opha attended school at Otterbein University in Wes- 
terville, Ohio, and upon leaving school he accepted employ- 
ment in the office of the Columbus Buggy Company. In 
1889 he was appointed by Governor Foraker official steno- 
grapher in the executive office, which position he held for 
one year and then resigned to enter the newspaper business. 
During the presidential campaign of 1892 Mr. Moore was 
private secretary to Hon, W. M. Hahn, chairman of the 
national republican speakers bureau, with headquarters in 
New York City. When Governor McKinley entered upon 
the duties of his office he reappointed Mr. Moore to his old 
position, which he held until he was promoted to he com- 
mission clerk, which position he now holds, having been 
appointed by Governor Bushuell. Mr, Moore is a member 
of the Presbyterian church, also of Magnolia Lodge, No. 
20, F. & A. M., Ohio Chapter No. 12, R. A. M., and Champion 
Lodge, 581, K. of P. He was married June 20, 1892, to 
Miss Roberta L. Klotts, of Columbus. They have one son. 
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Charles L. Thurber. 

Charles L. Thurber was bom at Indianapolis, Ind., 
March 29, 1867. He was educated in the public schools of 
Indianapolis, Ind., and Columbus, Ohio. Mr. Thurber took 
ft very early interest in politics. He was organizer and sec- 
retary of the " Harrison and Morton First Voters' Club," at 
Indianapolis in the campaign of 1888. He was appointed 
clerk and stenographer in the office of the secretary of state 
of Indiana in January, 1889, by Hon. Charles F. Griffin, 
serving in that capacity for two years. At the expiration 
of his time in this office he removed to Columbus, Ohio, 
where he soon became actively identified with republican 
politics. He was appointed stenographer in the republican 
state committee rooms in 1 893, and served throughout that 
campaign. He was stenographer to Chairman Charles Dick 
in the campaign of 1894, and private secretary to Chairman 
Charles L. Kurtz in the campaign of 1896, serving from early 
in July until after the November election. In addition to 
his services as secretary to the chairman he had charge of 
the organization department in that important campaign, and 
was so indefatigable and persevering in his efforts in this 
work that it was conceded the organization of the state was 
the best in the history of the party in Ohio. In December, 
1896, Governor Bushnell appointed Mr. Thurber to the posi- 
tion of corresponding clerk in the executive office and he 
entered upon his duties January 13, 1896. He was married 
July 12, 1892, to Miss Mary Agnes Fisher, of Columbus. 
They have t^o baby boys, who will doubtless increase 
the republican vote of Ohio in about twenty years, the eldest, 
William, being two and one-half years, and the other, James, 
one and one-half years of age. Mr. Thurber is a member 
of Broad Street Methodist Episcopal Church, and his habits 
of life are in all respec.ts commendable. He is of a genial, 
companionable nature, and has a wide and favorable acquaint- 
ance throughout the state. 
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Adjutant-Qeneral Henry Aus^ustus Axline. 

Henry Augustus Axline was born at Fultonham, 
Muskingum county, Ohio, September 16, 1848. He is of 
German descent and came from a family of '* fighters,'* his 
great-grandfather having served in the army of Frederick the 
Great, and his grandfather was a soldier in the Revolutionary 
war. 

Mr. Axline's early education was acquired in country 
schools and at Fultonham. When a mere boy — being at the 
time only fifteen years of age — he entered the Union service, 
and was mustered out at the close of the war. Though one 
of the youngest men in the army, he did his share of hard 
fighting and arduous work. He is prominent in the affairs 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, and has held a number 
of important positions in the Department of Ohio. 

In 1868 Mr. Axline entered the Ohio Wesleyan univer- 
sity, and graduated in 1872 with honors. He subsequently 
became principal of the Zanesville high school. While 
engaged in teaching he read law and was admitted to the bar 
in 1 873. He has also been admitted to practice in the United 
States courts. 

Mr. Axline has been longer and more prominently iden- 
tified with the Ohio National Guard than any one in the state. 
In 1877 he was chosen captain of Company I, Seventeenth 
Infantry, and was successively elected major and lieutenant 
colonel. During Governor Foster's administration he was 
appointed chief clerk in the adjutant general's oflBce, and 
was afterward promoted to be assistant adjutant general when 
Gen. W. H. Gibson resigned in 1881. Governor Foraker, in 
1886, appointed him adjutant general, and he served four 
years in that capacity. Under General Axline's direction 
the national guard of the state became more efficient than 
ever before, and, although on several occasions during his 
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administration riot and bloodshed were imminent, the danger 
was averted by his tact and efficiency, and law and order 
were preserved with comparatively little loss of life or prop- 
erty. It was during his administration that the first annual 
encampment of the Ohio National Guard was held at Colum- 
bus, in the summer of 1888. Through his prompt action 
the sufferers by the Johnstown flood were given speedy re- 
lief, for he was on the ground with men, tents and supplies 
before the Pennsylvania authorities were able to move. 
Through his efforts Ohio furnished the first relief train from 
the west, and Ohio tents sheltered the homeless people of the 
Conemaugh valley until the aid given by the Pennsylvania 
officials was available. 

In 1889 the Ohio National Guard, under his command, 
won the first official honors at the centennial celebration in 
New York. 

General Axline was married in 1874 to Miss Helen M. 
Westlake, of Delaware, also a graduate of the Ohio Wes- 
leyan university. They have one daughter — Stella M., who 
in 1896 was a member of the junior class in the Ohio State 
University. 

General Axline has always taken an active part in poli- 
tics, and served as president of the Buckeye Republican Club 
of Columbus during the first two years of its existence. He 
has also served on county and state executive committees of 
the Republican party. 

In recognition of his efficient service during former ad- 
ministrations, he was tendered the position of adjutant gen- 
eral by Governor Bushnell, and accepted the appointment. 
The same zeal and energy which has characterized his 
official action throughout marks his present administration. 
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Qen. William P. Orr. 

General Orr, quartermaster general on the staflF of 
Governor Bushnell, is a native of Ohio and a splendid repre- 
sentative of the sturdy manhood which is characteristic of the 
Buckeye state. He is a self-made man in every particular, 
and a striking illustration of the possibilities which lie before 
eveiy young man who has within him pluck, courage and a 
disposition to succeed. 

General Orr began his business career in a country store 
in his native county. During the war he organized a com- 
pany of volunteers for the One Hundred and Fifty-Second 
O. V. I., and of which he became captain. It was during 
this period that he first met Governor Bushnell, who was also 
a captain in the same regiment. During their association 
together as soldiers a very close friendship was formed 
which has continued throughout their lives. 

At the close of the war General Orr returned to his home 
and finally located in Piqua, his present residence, where 
he began anew his business life which has been one of unusual 
success. His career is too well known to require repetition 
in these columns. It need only be said that at the present 
time the general is one of the most prominent and substantial 
citizens of Ohio, largely interested in numerous enterprises 
at his home and elsewhere, and having a national reputation 
as a business and public man. 

The relations between the subject of this sketch and the 
present commander-in-chief were of such a friendly nature 
that upon the latter being elected governor, it at once became 
the public verdict that General Orr would be honored with a 
leading place on the staff of the governor; and true to 
this prediction his was one of the first appointments to be 
made. He has always taken an active interest in the national 
gnard, and became quite familiar with the organization during 
a term of service as a member of Governor Foraker's staff. 




General WILLIAM P. ORR. 
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Qen. J. Kent Hamilton. 

General Hamilton, judge advocate general on the 
staflF of Governor Bushnell, is one of the best known repub- 
licans in Ohio. He is a lawyer of fine talent, who is classed 
among the leading jurists in the state. He has for many 
years been active and prominent in the councils of party 
leaders, and is known and recognized as a competent and 
conservative man in public aflfairs and worthy of the confi- 
dence reposed in him by his party. He served as mayor of 
Toledo with honor to himself and to the city's welfare, and 
has held other local positions of responsibility and trust. 

Qen. Joseph E. Lowes. 

General Lowes, surgeon general on the staff of Gov- 
ernor Bushnell, was born in Onondaga county. New York, in 
1848. He attended the public schools until fourteen years of 
age, after which he received instruction at a private institu- 
tion. He then began the study of medicine and graduated 
from the Cleveland Homeopathic Medical college in 1867. 
At the beginning of his professional career he located at 
Dayton, Ohio, where he has resided ever since. General 
Lowes is married, his family consisting of a wife and three 
childten — two daughters and one son. The general is a 
member of the Montgomery county Ohio and American 
societies. He has had some experience in national guard 
work, having served as surgeon of the old Fourth Regiment 
in 1877. 

He was appointed pension examining surgeon by Presi- 
dent Harrison, and also served as workhouse physician and 
examining surgeon for the city fire department of Dayton. 

General Lowes takes a great interest in public affairs, 
and has for a number of years served as chairman of the 
county executive committee, and is also a member of the 
state executive committee. In 1888 he was elected a delegate 
to the national convention which nominated President Har- 
rison, and is at the present time an alternate-at-large from 
Ohio to the national republican convention to be held in St. 
Louis next June. General Lowes is prominently identified 
with a number of business enterprises in his home city, and 
his life in general is that of an active, energetic business man 
who enjoys the confidence and respect of the community in 
which he resides and of all who know him. 
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Col. Herbert B. Kinssley. 

Colonel Kingsley, the assistant adjutant-general on 
the staflF of Governor Bushnell, is a native of New York 
state, having been born at Fort Edwards, March 28, 1868. 
Colonel Kitgsley is of English descent, and his family 
were among the earliest settlers of the New England states, 
he being one of the sixth generation in America. He has 
lived at Cleveland, Ohio, for the past twenty-five years. 
Colonel Kingsley's first military ser\'ice was with the famous 
Cleveland Grays. He served ten years as a member of that 
organization, entering as a private and attaining the rank of 
battalion-adjutant. Five years ago he became a member of 
Troop ** A *' and up to the time of his appointment to his 
present position was one of the most active and enthusiastic 
members of that organization. At the time Governor 
Bushnell selected him as assistant to the chief of staff he 
held the office of first lieutenant of Troop " A." The colonel 
is an enthusiastic guardsman, and has many ideas which if 
put into effect will certainly servx to promote the interests of 
the Ohio National Guard. 

Col. Arthur L. Conger. 

Colonel Conger, chief of engineers, is one of Ohio's 
great manufacturers. Colonel Conger served through the 
late war with honor and distinction. During the latter part 
of his service he was connected with the engineer department 
of the army of the Cumberland, serving under the chief en- 
gineers of General Thomas* staff. He served as colonel of 
the Eighth Infantry Ohio National Guard for a period of eight 
years, and made quite a reputation in military circles in con- 
nection with the riot at Ashland a few years ago. The man- 
ner in which this trouble was handled showed him to be a 
cool, brave and capable man. Colonel Conger has a national 
reputation in the commercial world, being prominently inter- 
ested in some of the largest manufacturing establishments in 
Ohio. For many years Colonel Conger has been among the 
leaders of the Republican party in the United States. He has 
served as chairman of the state executive committee, member 
of the national executive committee, delegate to national 
conventions, and performed many other duties and services 
which entitled him to a place among the leaders of the party. 
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Col. William Bromwell Melish. 

Colonel Melish, aid-de-camp on the staflF of Governor 
Bushnell, was born in 1852 and has resided in Cincinnati all 
his life. He is at present at the head of the Bromwell Brush 
and Wire Goods Company, one of the oldest and most sub- 
stantial manufacturing corporations of Cincinnati. Colonel 
Melish is also a director in a number of business enterprises 
in which he is financially interested, and is one of the best 
known and progressive citizens of the queen city. In Masonic 
circles Colonel Melish ranks among the most prominent in 
the United States. He is a past grand commander of Knights 
Templar of Ohio, and the present grand junior warden of 
the Grand Encampment of the United States. He is also a 
past imperial potentate of the Mystic Shrine for North 
America and a thirty-third degree Mason, having received 
that high honor in 1885. At present Colonel Melish is the 
grand master of the forty thousand Masons of Ohio, and also 
the commander-in-chief of Ohio Consistory S. P. R. S. of Cin- 
cinnati, the ranking body of the Ancient Accepted Scottish 
Rite. Colonel Melish is an after dinner speaker of no little 
reputation, and a toastmaster of rare aptness of expression 
and with a high appreciation of humor. He is a married 
man with two children, and lives in elegant style in Clifton, 
one of the finest suburbs of Cincinnati. 

Col. George D. Wick. 

Colonel Wick, aid-de-camp on the staff of Governor 
Bushnell, is a native of Ohio, having first seen the light of 
day at Youngstown, in which place most of his life has been 
spent. He attended the public schools of that city, and upon 
completing the high school course he entered Graylock Insti- 
tute, South Williamstown, Mass. He afterward entered 
Williams College in the class of '76, and at the end of his 
sophomore year withdrew from school to begin an active busi- 
ness life. Since that time Colonel Wick has been identified 
with the extensive iron industry in this state. He is now and 
has been for a number of years vice-president of the Union 
Iron and Steel Company of Youngstown. His life is that of 
an active young business man, and at his home he enjoys the 
confidence of his business associates and fellow townsmen. 
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Col. David L. Cockley. 

CoLONBL CocKLBY, who is an aid-de-camp on the staff 
of Governor Bushuell, was bom at Lexington, Richland 
county, Ohio, June 8, 1843. 

Colonel Cockley was a soldier during the war of the 
rebellion, and has a record for gallant service equaled by 
few and surpassed by none of thousands of loyal men who 
came to the defense of the nation in the hour of peril. In 
April 1 86 1 , at the age of seventeen, he enlisted in the Fifteenth 
O. V. I. He was with his command at the battle of Phil- 
lippi and Garicks Ford, after which he was commissioned as 
a lieutenant and assigned to the Tenth Ohio Cavalry ; joined 
Rosecrans at Murfeesboro, and continued on to Chattanooga 
with his army. He served for a short time upon the staff of 
General Negeley, and was then transferred to Sherman's 
army and continued on to Atlanta and down to the sea. 
He was at the battle of Bentonville, which is recognized as 
the last of the war. Colonel Cockley was engaged in every 
prominent battle from Chattanooga on, such as cavalry were 
likely to get into, and many engagements not known as 
battles or reported as such. From the reorganization of the 
army at Atlanta he served on the staff of General Kilpatrick.. 
The colonel was mustered out August 16, 1866, and at the 
close of his service was tendered a commission as second lieu- 
tenant in the regular army, which was respectfully declined. 

Upon returning from the war Colonel Cockley located at 
Shelby, Ohio, which has since been his home, and he is one 
of the most prominent citizens of that locality. He has 
served as a member of the school board and common council, 
and has been honored with other positions of trust by his fel- 
low citizens. He is a member of the Masonic order, a Knight 
Templar, belongs to the Scottish Rite, and is a Shriner, and 
also a member of the Grand Army of the Republic. He was 
married to Miss Eunice L. Palmer, the union resulting in a 
family of three children — two sons and one daughter. 
Colonel Cockley is president of the Shelby Steel Tube Com- 
pany, one of the largest concerns of its kind in the country. 
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Col. John W. Bargar. 

Colonel Bargar, an aid-de-camp on the staff of Gov- 
ernor Bushnell, was bom on a farm near Piketon, October 9, 
1861. He is one of the most prominent republicans in the 
State of Ohio, and has long been classed among its wheel 
horses. The colonel represented his county in the sixty- 
eighth general assembly, and has held other positions of 
honor and trust at his home. He has been prominently men- 
tioned for governor of the state, and is thought by his party 
to be worthy of any honor within its power to bestow. Colonel 
Bargar is one of the largest farmers in the state and resides 
at Waverly, Ohio, where he is interested in many local enter- 
prises. Colonel Bargar's wife was Miss Kizzie D. Corwine. 
They have no children. 



Col. Harry D. Knox. 

Colonel Knox, aid-de-camp on the staff of Governor 
Bushnell, is a descendant from a revolutionary family of that 
name, his grandfather. Gen. Henry Knox, having been a 
close friend of and chief of artillery on the staff of General 
Washington. He is a son of Capt. M. G. Knox, one of the 
most widely known boat builders of the Ohio valley. He 
has for many years been identified with river interests, and 
is at the present time the junior member of a large boat 
building concern. At the age of twenty-two he was appointed 
master of steam vessels, and commanded several boats in that 
capacity. At the present time Colonel Knox is extensively 
engaged in dry goods business at Marietta. He has been 
honored with many positions of responsibility and trust by 
the citizens of his locality, and enjoys an enviable reputation 
as a business and public man. 
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Col. Julius Fleischnuui. 

Colonel Plbischman, son of Charles and Henrietta 
Robertson Pleischman, was bom in Riverside, Hamilton 
county, Ohio, June 8, 1871. His education was received in the 
Cincinnati public schools, Hughes' high school, and the 
Franklin school on Walnut Hills. He began his business 
career in 1889 as a clerk for Pleischman and Company, manu- 
facturers of compressed yeast. Por the last two years and a 
half he has had charge of the business management. He is a 
director in the Market National Bank, president of the Union 
Grain and Hay Company, and president of the Riverside Malt- 
ing and Elevator Company. He is also half owner in the ex- 
tensive racing stable located in Cincinnati and run by the 
firm of Pleischman and Son. This firm has three large stock 
farms in New Jersey, on which are raised some of the finest 
horses in the world. These farms are under the supervision 
of Mr. Julius Pleischman. He is also president of the Illinois 
Vinegar Manufacturing Company, which has a capital stock 
of $100,000, and constitutes the largest vinegar concern in 
the country if not in the world. He is a republican and was 
aid-de-camp on the staff of ex-Governor McKinley, succeed- 
ing his father to that position in the spring of 1894, and occupies 
the same position on the staff" of Governor Bushnell. He is 
a member of the Queen City Club, of the Phoenix Club, the 
Country Club, the Riding Club, the Lincoln and Young Men's 
Blaine Clubs, and a Mason. April 12, 1893, he was married 
to Lilly Ackerland, daughter of A. and Louise Ackerland. 
They have one child, Louise Henrietta. 
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Col. Henry H. Prettyman. 

Colonel Prettyman was born in Milford, Sussex 
county, Delaware, September 22, 1864. He came of a long ' 
line of English ancestry who settled in Delaware in 1692. 
His father. Dr. John S. Prettyman, is a physician of prom- 
inence in Delaware, and was one of the first republicans in 
that state fighting the battle for the emancipation of the 
negro. He was honored by President Lincoln in the sixties 
by being made consul to Glasgow, Scotland. The subject of 
this article was partially educated in Europe, and after finish- 
ing his education in this country he purchased the old 
republican newspaper. The News and Advertiser y established 
by his father in Delaware, editing the same for several years. 
He was then an ardent republican and has ever so remained. 
On leaving Delaware in 1880 Colonel Prettyman became a 
resident of New York, where he remained for several years, 
thence going to London, England, where he conducted busi- 
ness some years. In 1887 he married Miss May, daughter of 
Major Peter Buflfenburg, of Madison county, one of the old 
pioneer settlers and rich men of Ohio. Colonel Prettyman 
settled there in 1892, and has been one of the most enter- 
prising and foremost citizens of that county. Well educated, 
possessing advantages of travel and intercourse with the 
world, and a man of affairs generally — all combined to make 
him a valuable acquisition to his community. 

He is an energetic and forceful character, an enthusiastic 
republican, and is at present serving as a member of the city 
council of London. Possessed of superior social qualities, a 
commanding figure, and an ease and grace of manners that 
stand him well under all circumstances, he is admirably fitted 
for the honor conferred upon him by Governor Bushnell. 
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Col. Leroy K. Andersoo. 

Although bat a young man, Colonel Anderson has been 
prominent in the business affairs of Coshocton, his home, for 
many years. He started out in life as a school teacher with 
every promise of success, but soon abandoned that profession 
to engage in commercial pursuits. By energy and the strict- 
est adherence to those virtues and principles which charac- 
terize the lives of successful men, Colonel Anderson soon 
established himself as an honored, conservative business 
man. He has been eminently successful, and at the present 
time, in connection with other interests, he is vice-president 
of the Tuscarora Advertising Company, the largest concern 
of its kind in the world. Colonel Anderson is a republican^ 
takes a deep interest in public affairs, and has had many 
opportunities to accept oflSces of honor and responsibility, 
but has been prevented from so doing by the urgent demands 
of his extensive business interests. His appointment on the 
staff of Governor Bushnell is a deserved compliment to a 
worthy gentleman.

Colonel Marting, aid-de-camp on the staff of Governor 
Bushnell, and one of the best known men in southern Ohio, 
was born in that section of the state and educated in the pub- 
lic schools of his locality. In 1873 he engaged in an extensive 
dry goods, clothing and shoe business at Ironton, Ohio. 
Colonel Marting's life has been that of an industrious and 
successful business man. At present he is interested in the 
Eagle Iron and Steel Co., The Foster Stove Co., The Crystal 
Ice Co., The Washington C. H. Ice Co., The Wellston Iron 
and Steel Co. and the Ironton Corrugating and Roofing Co. 
Colonel Marting is looked upon by his friends and associates 
as a model man who possesses all the virtues requisite to a ' 
successful business career. He is a republican and has been 
honored in local circles by many positions of trust, being a 
member of the city council, school board, etc. 
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Capt. Qeorse Andrews, U S. A. 

Capt. Gborge Andrews was born at Providence, Rhode 
Island, August 26, 1860. He graduated at the Vermont 
Episcopal Institute, Burlington, Vermont, in 1869. He was 
appointed from Arizona Territory to the United States Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point, New York, in 1872, and gradu- 
ated in 1876. Upon graduating at West Point he was com- 
missioned as second lieutenant. Twenty-fifth United States 
Infantry, June 15, 1876. He was promoted to first lieutenant 
in the same regiment February 19, 1883. He was regimental 
adjutant from 1886 to 1890, and was promoted to captain 
September 16, 1892, and assigned to Company F of the same 
regiment. He has served with his regiment in Texas, South 
Dakota, Minnesota and Montana, taking part in such expedi- 
tions and service as usually falls to the lot of the troops on 

the western frontier. Captain Andrews descended from an 
old New England family which was located in Boston, Mas- 
sachusetts, as early as 1656. Captain Andrews is the only 
son of Col. Lippitt Andrews, U. S. A., who was born in 
Providence, Rhode Island, April 26, 1828. Colonel Andrews 
entered the service as lieutenant-colonel First Missouri Vol- 
unteer Infantry, April 24, 1861, and was wounded and had 
his horse shot from under him at the battle of Wilson Creek. 
Having been commissioned as major of the Seventeeth Uni- 
ted States Infantry, he served thereafter with that regiment 
in the Army of the Potomac, being breveted for gallantry at 
the second battle of Bull Run and Chancellorsville. Having 
been colonel of the Twenty-fifth United States Infantry for 
twenty-one years, he was retired for age in 1892, and has 
since resided in Washington, D. C. The subject of this 
sketch cannot be said to have any political aflSliations, for, 
like many oflScers of the army, he has never cast a vote. By 
direction of the secretary of war. Captain Andrews was 
assigned to duty with the Ohio National Guard, and having 
reported accordingly, on May 19, 1896, he was appointed 
additional aide de camp on the staff of Governor Bushnell, 
the commander-in-chief. Captain Andrews was married in 
Cleveland, Ohio, December 14, 1882, to Miss Katherine B. 
Taintor, youngest daughter of Mr. Jesse F. Tain tor, of that 
city. They have two daughters. Through his father. Cap- 
tain Andrews is a member (second class) of the military order 
of the Loyal Legion. 
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Hon. John Shonnan* Mansfieldy Ohio. 

John Sherman, United States senator from Ohio, is a 
native of the Buckeye State, and he was bom at Lancaster, 
March 10, 1823. His education was such as the common 
schools of that period afforded, until he was about 16 years 
old when he began the study of civil engineering, continuing 
for two years under the instruction of Colonel Samuel R. 
Curtis. He then entered the law office of his brother, Charles 
T. Sherman, at Mansfield, and began reading law, being ad- 
mitted to the bar three years later, when he entered into a 
partnership with his brother. Mr. Sherman quite early in 
his legal career gave promise of a successful future, and 
quickly secured a reputation for being an upright, capa- 
ble and conscientious lawyer. Public questions and affairs 
claimed his attention early in his career, and after an active 
participation in local politics for several years, he was in 
1848 chosen a delegate to the whig national convention. He 
was also chosen a delegate to the convention in 1852, and 
was in this year chosen a presidential elector. Mr. Sherman 
was active in his opposition to slavery, and during the cam- 
paign of 1854 he accepted a nomination for congress, and 
although the district was largely democratic, he was elected, 
thus beginning his long legislative career as a member of the 
thirty-fourth congress. He was re-elected and as chairman 
of the naval investigating committee in the thirty-fifth con- 
gress he attracted national attention by the manner in which 
he attacked President Buchanan and his secretary of the navy 
for their supposed complicity to further the interests of the 
slave states. A third time returned, in the thirty-sixth con- 
gress, he was the republican candidate for speaker, and 
through a long series of ballotings lacked but one or two 
votes of being elected. Finally to end the " deadlock " he 
had his name withdrawn. He was at once made chairman 
of the ways and means committee, became leader of the 
house, and in this position he framed the Morrill tariff. In 
reply to a speech made by Mr. Geo. H. Pendleton, in 1861, 
Mr. Sherman prophesied the inevitable destruction of the 
institution of slavery as the result of the threatened civil 
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war. Elected for the fourth time to congress, the appoint- 
ment by President Lincoln of Mr. Chase to the cabinet as 
secretary of the treasury made a vacancy to which Mr. Sher- 
man was immediately elected, and taking his seat in the 
United States senate in March, 1861, held the same until his 
appointment in March, 1877, by President Hayes to the secre- 
taryship of the treasury. At once on taking his seat in the 
senate he was appointed a member of the finance committee, 
and as its chairman in 1862, he introduced the national bank- 
ing bill, and in January following made a speech in its favor 
and against the state banking system so eflfective as to large- 
ly influence the passage of the national banking law. In the 
second session of ,the thirty-ninth congress he proposed a 
substitute for the reconstruction bill that finally became a 
law. In the fortieth congress he was re-appointed chairman 
of the senate finance committee, and directed legislation that 
eventually led to the passage of the act of 1870, under which 
the six per cent, war bonds were entirely refunded. In 1875 
he reported the resumption bill that became a law in 1876, 
and as secretary of the treasury he consummated the full 
resumption of specie payments, this act being the most 
prominent success of his long public career. 

Upon the resignation of Mr. Garfield, who had been 
elected senator to serve from the 4th of March, 1881, in order 
to take his seat as president, Mr. Sherman was chosen to take 
his place, and he has remained in the senate ever since. 

He has served continuously in public life for over forty 
years, this being a record almost unprecedented in the 
United States, and he has wielded the most potent influence 
in the financial aSairs of this country ever accorded to a single 
individual. Many of the best republicans in the country 
think that Mr. Sherman should long ago have been president. 
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Hon. Calvin Stewart Brice, Lima, Oliio. 

Calvin Stewart Brice was bom in the village of Den- 
mark, Morrow county, Ohio, September 17, 1845. His father, 
Reverend Kirkpatrick Brice, a Presbyterian clergyman — a 
man of learning and energy, was one of that heroic class of 
pioneers who exercised a powerful influence in the right 
direction upon the early history of the State of Ohio. He 
was a descendant from an old Maryland and Pennsylvania 
family, was a graduate of Hanover College and the Princeton 
Theological Seminary. The mother of Calvin, Elizabeth 
(Stewart) Brice — a woman of fine education and exemplary 
traits of character, was a native of CarroUton, Ohio. 

Reared as he was, in a home in which the refining in- 
fluences of education predominated, his youthful mind became 
stored with rudimentary knowledge before most boys of his 
age had commenced their primary studies. In 1848, when 
the boy was but three years of age, his parents removed to 
Columbus Grove, Putnam county, Ohio, where he studied 
under the tutilage of his father until 1858, when at the age 
of thirteen he entered the preparatory department of Miami 
University, at Oxford, Ohio. This famous university has edu- 
cated many men who have become eminent in their respective 
spheres throughout the United States. Among the alumni 
are enrolled ex -presidents, cabinet ministers, governors, 
jurists, statesmen, theologians, and others who have become 
famous. To live in this atmosphere of learning, and to drink 
from the fountain of knowledge, required careful husbanding 
of his resources on the part of young Brice. To those who 
knew him at this time, while he was endeavoring to obtain 
an education, his after life has always been a story of exceed- 
ing interest. The wealth that he possesses has been earned 
through his own efforts, supplemented by a judgment and a 
business capacity rarely equaled; he inherited none of it. 
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The only heritage that came to him was a sound constitution, 
an active mind, American pluck and grit, and an intelligent 
comprehension of the way in which to put these to the best 
use. During the period which he spent at the university he 
was forced to practice rigid economy, and was unable to in- 
dulge in any expenditure that was not forced upon him by 
actual necessity. 

This, though perhaps deemed a hardship at the time, 
was nevertheless a blessing in disguise, because it inculcated 
in him habits of prudence and economy, and served to de- 
velop that business sagacity which became so prominent in 
after life. 

The outbreaking of the civil war found him a lad of 
fifteen, proficient in his studies and anxiously looking forward 
to graduation. When the martyred Lincoln issued his first 
call for volunteers to aid in suppressing the rebellion, an 
appeal was made to the patriotic impulses of the lad ; and, 
like the true-hearted American that he is, although but fifteen 
years of age, he enlisted as a member of Captain Dodd's uni- 
versity company, and in April, 1861, acquired his first army 
experience by service at Camp Jackson, near Columbus, Ohio. 
In the fall of that year he resumed his studies at the univer- 
sity, but in April, 1862, he was enrolled a member of Company 
A, Eighty-sixth Ohio Volunteer Infantry, and served with the 
regiment during the ensuing summer in West Virginia. 

Returning to the university he again pursued his studies, 
completed the regular course, and in June, 1863, was grad- 
uated with highly recreditable scholarships, being chiefly con- 
spicuous for his extensive knowledge of general literature. 
After graduation Mr. Brice went to Lima and took charge of 
one of the public schools, and while so engaged acted for 
some time as deputy county auditor. He had already formed 
the purpose of devoting himself to the profession of law, and 
made use of such time as he could spare in study until spring 
of 1864, when the military spirit again predominated, and he 
re-entered Company E, One Hundred and Eightieth Ohio Vol- 
unteer Infantry, going into the field as its captain. In this 
capacity he saw more active service as a soldier, serving in 
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Tennessee, Virginia an<y Georgia until the termination of the 
war. While still in theffield he was promoted to a lieutenant 
colonelcy for meritorious services, but owing to the return of 
peace he never assum^ his rank under this commission. 

In the fall of 1^3/after his return from the war Colonel 
Brice entered the law department of the Michigan university 
at Ann Arbor, and was admitted to practice law in the state 
courts, and also in the United States circuit and district 
courts at Cincinnati in the spring of 1866. Immediately 
thereafter he formed a partnership with James Irvine, under 
the title of Irvine and Brice, and entered upon the practice 
of his chosen profession in Lima, Ohio, where he remained 
for more than ten years. As a member of the firm of Irvine 
and Brice, Mr. Brice became connected with the legal depart- 
ment of the old Lake Erie and Louisville Railroad Company. 
This may be said to have been the turning point in his career. 
As one of the counsel for this road he obtained an insight into 
the actual work of railroading, and the opportunities which 
he subsequently grasped. He became financially interested 
in the road, modestly it is true, but his holdings gradually in- 
creased. Possessed of sound judgment and an accurate dis- 
criminating mind, capable of looking into the future as well 
as analyzing the past, he perceived where money was being 
lost in the management of railroads, and where it should be 
made. Quick of perception and equally quick of execution, 
he proceeded to put into operation some of his advanced 
ideas as to the development of railroad properties. He recog- 
nized that the extension of systems, and the opening of new 
territory would enhance the value of property. 

This idea developed and resulted in the construction of 
the New York, Chicago and St. Louis Railroad, generally 
known as the " Nickel Plate," a name given to the road in jest 
by Mr. Brice. This line was constructed on a parallel with 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern Railroad, and was 
built because the latter road had refused to enter into a satis- 
factory joint traffic arrangement with the Lake Erie and 
Western Railroad Company. The " Nickel Plate " was built 
from Chicago to Buffalo, and from the time of the inception 
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of the plan until its completion, few, other than the promoters 
themselves, believed that anything but financial disaster 
would result, or that the proposed line would ever be com- 
pleted. The Lake Shore management waited patiently for 
the new company to collapse, anticipating that the abandon^ 
ment of the enterprise was only a question of time. The 
syndicate, headed by Mr. Brice, continued the rapid con- 
struction of the road, and owing to his skillful financial man- 
agement, the necessary means for its completion were 
assured. The Lake Shore Company found its road paralleled 
by a dangerous competitor in traffic between Buflfalo and 
Chicago and intermediate points. In order to overcome this 
competition the Lake Shore people were compelled to, and 
did purchase the ** Nickel Plate '' from Mr. Brice and his asso- 
ciates at such an advance over the cost of construction that 
the profits which accrued represented large fortunes. The 
consummation of this gigantic transaction placed Mr. Brice 
in the front rank of railroad operators. It dispelled the de- 
lusion previously accepted as a fact, that only eastern men 
with eastern capital could successfully organize and operate 
large railroad systems. 

The success of Mr. Brice in revivifying old railroad prop- 
erties that had become practically worthless because of bad 
management, is attributable almost solely to his superior skill 
and manipulation in handling these properties. He suc- 
ceeded where others before him had failed. Starting with 
railroad properties in Ohio, into which he infused new life 
and energy, his field of usefulness in this domain of the busi- 
ness world soon broadened, and many corporations in various 
parts of the country eagerly sought and obtained his services 
in rehabilitating and improving their systems, until the syn- 
dicate of Thomas and Brice, through which, in the main, his 
operations have been carried on, has become known as one of 
the best concerns in the world for gigantic railroad trans- 
actions. Of course Mr. Brice has realized the liberal rewards 
which are usually accorded to the successful employment of 
uncommon abilities in the management of interests of great 
values and importance ; and it is with a pardonable degree of 
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satisfaction that he looks upon the fact that every corporation 
with which he has been connected, testifies in its improved 
condition to the usefulness and fidelity of his services. 

In December, 1894, Mr. Brice was elected president of 
the Cincinnati, Jackson and Mackinaw Railroad Company, 
whose road extends from the pineries of Michigan through 
the entire western tier of counties in Ohio, and sends its trains 
into Cincinnati. As the executive oflScer of the company his 
influence is felt for the good of the corporation and the com- 
munities which it serves. It seems reasonable to assume that 
this line will soon have an independent entrance into Cincin- 
nati. When this is accomplished it will by means of its 
Michigan connections, in which Mr. Brice is also interested^ 
form one grand trunk line between Cincinnati and Duluth. 

Mr. Brice has always been a democrat, and long before 
he came prominently before the public as a man of affairs, he 
took an active part in local politics, making speeches in his 
home county of Allen and in adjoining counties, and assist- 
ing very materially in the work of party organization. In 
1876 he was one of the democratic presidential electors of 
Ohio, and again in 1884 he was honored with a like dis- 
tinction. In 1888 he was one of the delegates-at-large from 
Ohio to the St. Louis convention, and signalized the event 
by taking the Ohio delegation and a number of friends to the 
convention on a special train chartered for that purpose. At 
that convention he was elected as a representative from Ohio 
on the national democratic committee. 

After the convention president Cleveland was enjoying 
the honor of his first renomination, and he and his political 
managers were seeking a suitable campaign manager. It is 
said that Hon. William L. Scott, then a member of congress 
from Pennsylvania, and foremost among the confidential 
friends of the president, recommended Mr. Brice on account 
of the latter's dash and fertility of resource. President Cleve- 
land and Mr. Brice had never met, but he was called to 
Washington and invited to the executive mansion just prior 
to the meeting for organization of the national committee 
which also included the selection of a campaign executive 
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committee. Mr. Brice was the president's choice for cam- 
paign manager, and his election of course followed. On the 
death of Hon. William H. Barnum, national chairman, Mr. 
Brice succeeded. 

In 1890 Mr. Brice was elected to the United States Sen- 
ate as the successor of Hon. Henry B. Payne, of Ohio, his 
term of oflBce having begun in March, 1891. Immediately 
after taking his seat in the senate he became an active factor 
in the deliberations and legislation of that body. He was 
not compelled to serve the usual probationary period that 
generally falls to the lot of young members, but he at once 
forged to the front. On such public questions as involved 
tariff, currency and appropriations, river and lake navigation, 
our sea coast trade, fortifications, river and harbor improve- 
ments, and especially questions growing out of the various 
railroad systems of the country, his advice has been eagerly 
sought by statesmen of both parties. 

The democrats having obtained control of the organi- 
zation of the senate upon the assemblying of the fifty-third 
congress, Mr. Brice was made chairman of the committee on 
Pacific railroads, for which position he was, by reason of his 
vast railroad and financial experience, peculiarly fitted. 

On financial and other important questions coming up in 
the senate Mr. Brice has taken an active part, and has been 
one of the leaders in shaping the policy of his party. He 
makes no pretense of being an orator, but his speeches, 
notably that at the Jackson banquet at Columbus, on January 
8, 1893, that delivered at Cleveland in June, 1895, upon the 
occasion of the reception tendered to the business men of 
Ohio by the chamber of commerce of that city, and his speech 
at Springfield upon his selection as chairman of the state 
democratic convention August 21, 1895, are clear and concise, 
and show him to be a man of great capacity and intellectual 
endowments, and able to grasp the salient points of his sub- 
ject and present them in a forceful and elegant manner; his 
language being choice, clear and direct. His sagacity in 
business affairs and his abundant common sense make him 
especially useful in committee work where important legis- 
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lation is formed. He is exceedingly careful of the interests 
of his constituents regardless of party, takes a broad and 
statesmanlike view of all public questions, and reflects credit 
upon the State of Ohio which has honored him with a seat in 
the United States Senate. 

One of the characteristics for which Senator Brice is 
noted among his acquaintances is the instantaneous and 
seemingly off-hand manner in which he will reach a decision 
on the most important matters relating to his business or 
political affairs. Frequently when suddenly confronted with 
a new proposition, he will, without hesitation or opportunity 
to deliberate, render his judgment, even when the conse- 
quences of a blunder would be disastrous. While naturally 
remarkably quick to reach conclusions, his off-hand dispo- 
sition of weighty business is more apparent than real. With 
the senator it is a habit of mind which has become automatic 
through years of usage, to look as far in the future as human 
intelligence will permit. Those affairs that are of conse- 
quence to him he studies in the light of future possibilities, 
and it is rare that he is confronted with an issue that he has 
not in some measure considered in advance. It is largely 
due to this that he has managed complicated and bewildering 
interests without confusion or delay. Those who regard his 
rapid transaction of business as lucky guess-work or inspira- 
tion, have never fathomed the secret of the art. By his 
method he is never dragged down by an accumulation of un- 
finished business. He keeps ahead of his work. As far as 
possible each day is a completed page. 

The large business corporations in which Mr. Brice has 
been engaged for years bring him in an extensive corres- 
pondence, but while he was chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the democratic national committee it was almost 
overwhelming. The communications came to him by basket- 
fuls after the arrival of each mail, and most men would have 
been apalled and swamped by the quantity. With a corps of 
stenographers and typewriters to dispose of his rapid dictation 
the piles of mail would disappear like snow. It gave the 
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appearance that running a national campaign was mere di- 
version to Mr. Brice. 

Notwithstanding what others may have thought, there 
was very little amusement or profit in the management of the 
campaign of 1888 for the chairman. Besides devoting 
valuable time that was more precious to him than money he 
was constantly called upon to provide from his private funds 
for deficiencies which the committee otherwise could not have 
met. His check book was the most overworked piece of sta- 
tionery around the democratic national headquarters during 
that entire summer. It is said by those who positively know 
the facts about Mr. Brice's financial assistance at that time 
that he donated more than two hundred thousand dollars to 
the campaign fund. All that the public knew concerning his 
liberality to his party was of two separate contributions of 
five thousand dollars each which were publicly made. The 
fact that the campaign of 1888 ended in disaster for the 
democracy was no fault of the campaign committee or its 
chairman, but was largely due to the belief that Mr. Cleve- 
land's election was a foregone conclusion. The democratic 
national committee was not therefore supported with the 
usual contributions and customary campaign work from the 
party generally. 

Mr. Brice's generosity to his party did not end with the 
campaign of 1888, but in every campaign since, state or 
national, he has contributed liberally from his funds and has 
done far more than what should be the share of any one man 
to bring success to the democratic standard. It is a well- 
known fact that in the face of what seemed to him to be cer- 
tain defeat in the state campaign in Ohio in 1895, he rendered 
practically all the financial assistance that was given to the 
state executive committee. 

No sketch of Senator Brice would be complete without 
a reference to his domestic life. His home is to him all that 
could be wished. His married life has been exceptionally 
felicitous and happy. His wife was Miss C. Olivia Meily, an 
estimable and talented lady of Lima. Their marriage which 
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occoired September 9, 1869, has been blessed with five 
children — three sods and two daughters. 

In his private life Mr. Biice is a delightful companion, 
and is full of information on almost every subject, which he 
imparts in language that for directness and clearness it would 
be diEEcnlt to improve. His home in Washington may be 
said to be the centre of the social life of the capital, hospi- 
talities being dispensed there with a lavish hand by his es- 
timable wife and charming daughters. He maintains like 
homes and establishments in New York and Newport. Many 
are the deeds of charity that might be named which have 
been performed by Mr. Brice since he became a wealthy man. 
Suffering and want do not appeal to him in vain. The poor 
in bis own home city of Lima are the especial objects of his 
solicitude, and many a desolate home has been cheered by 
his generosity. 
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Hon. Joseph Benson Foraker, Cincinnati, O. 

Joseph Benson Foraker, one of Ohio's representative 
men in the fullest sense of the term, was born in Highland 
county, Ohio, July 5, 1846. His parents resided on a farm 
near the village of Rainsboro, and it was there that the boy- 
hood days of Ohio's junior representative in the United States 
senate were spent. He was considered a bright and prom- 
ising lad, and among his associates and school mates was 
regarded as a leader in their boyish sports and diversions. 
His early days were also characterized by a thirst for knowl- 
edge and an inborn determination to rise above the humble 
but honorable station in which that period of his life was 
spent. He was engaged in the usual duties which fell 
to the lot of farmer's sons in those days, and in attending 
the neigborhood schools during the winter. When he was 
fifteen years of age the war broke out, and in spite of the 
protestations of his parents young Foraker was determined 
to enlist in the Union cause. Finally, after a year had 
passed, his parents relented, and although they had already 
spared one noble son to the cause, their consent was at last 
given, and Joseph B. Foraker was enrolled as a member of 
Company A, Eighty-ninth Ohio Volunteer Infantry. He 
was at once appointed orderly sergeant, but owing to the fact 
that he had no soldierly knowledge or experience, he ex- 
changed places with the sergeant next below him, who had 
been a soldier and whose experience would be beneficial to 
the new organization. The regiment went to the front with 
but little delay, and was soon engaged in the hardships, de- 
privations and disasters of camp, campaign and battle. Pro- 
motions quickly followed, and Sergeant Foraker soon passed 
through the various grades of ofiice and became captain 
of the company in which he enlisted as a private. At 
the head of two companies, this gallant young soldier was 
in the storming column at Mission Ridge and was the 
first man of his regiment to enter the works. He was on 
the march to the sea by Sherman's army, and at the fall 
of Atlanta. His entire record as a soldier was one of 
bravery and daring, filled with a patriotic devotion to his 
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country's flag. Returning from the war he soon yielded to 
his old thirst for knowledge and began the task of securing 
an education. He attended the schools at the village of South 
Salem, Ross county, and later entered Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, at Delaware, Ohio. After two years at this institu- 
tion he went to Cornell University, New York, where he 
graduated with the class of '69. Throughout his school 
career he was a diligent student, beyond the average in all 
his studies, and was considered by his associates and tutors 
as having a very bright future in store. 

While in college he studied law, but before being ad- 
mitted to the bar he completed his professional education 
under Judge Sloan, at Cincinnati. His brilliant career as a 
lawyer and his identity, as a republican, with public affairs at 
Cincinnati, soon gave him prominence throughout Ohio. In 
1876 he was nominated for common pleas judge, and, although 
the entire republican ticket was defeated, Mr. Foraker made 
such a splendid canvass and came so close to being elected, 
that the party insisted on him being its candidate for judge 
of the superior court, in 1879, and after another excellent 
canvass he was triumphantly elected. In this position Judge 
Foraker established himself as one of the leading jurists of 
Ohio, and acquired fame as an able, impartial and upright 
judge. His health becoming impaired, he was compelled to 
resign in 1882. He rapidly regained his former robust con- 
stitution and resumed his law practice. At the republican 
state convention in 1883, he was chosen as the standard bearer 
in the gubernatorial canvass, without opposition. He made 
a remarkable campaign, but was defeated. Two years later 
he was again the choice of his party and was elected by a 
handsome majority. His term of office was one of prosperity 
to the state and of satisfaction to the people, and in 1885 Gov- 
ernor Foraker was re-nominated and elected. He was nom- 
inated for the fourth time, much against his will, and although 
immensely popular among the masses, prejudice against a 
third term contributed largely to his defeat. Governor Foraker 
then returned to his law practice at Cincinnati, which grew 
to such proportions as to require his entire time and energies. 
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Buthis splendid career had marked him for additioaal honors, 
and in 1892, after a magnificent contest, he came near being 
elected as member of the United States Senate. This high 
honor was finally conferred upon him in 1896, when as the 
unanimous choice of bis party, he was elected as one of the 
senators from Ohio, 

During his early college days at Delaware, Mr. Foraker 
met a handsome young lady, who was also a student, and be- 
tween these two a friendship was formed which did not cease 
with their college associations, and in 1870 Joseph B. For- 
aker and Miss Julia Bundy, daughter of Hon. H. S. Bundy, 
were married at Jackson, Ohio. Their union has been one 
of great happiness and they have been blessed with a family 
of five interesting and promising children. 

As a public speaker, Senator Foraker has no superior. 
He possesses a fiuency of language and a beauty of diction 
which never fails to command attention. In a remarkable 
degree he has the faculty of expressing clearly, forcibly and 
freely his views on public questions, and it has been fre- 
quently said that his speech on accepting the United States 
senatorship was a model of statesmanship and republican- 
ism. Another masterly effort was his address at the state 
convention, in March, 18%, when, on behalf of Ohio repub- 
licans, he urged the claims of ex-Governor McKinley for the 
presidency. Senator Foraker was selected by ex-Governor 
McKinley to present the latter's name to the national repub- 
lican convention of 1896, 
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Hon. William McKinleyt Canton, Oliio. 

William McKinley was born at Niles, Trumbull 
county, Ohio, on January 29, 1843. He is a descendant of 
James McKinley, who with his brother, William, emigrated 
from the north of Ireland to America about one hundred and 
fifty years ago. 

At that time James McKinley was about twelve years 
of age, and he was the father of David McKinley, the great 
grandfather of the subject of this sketch. 

James McKinley settled in York county, Pennsylvania, 
and here in the year 1755, David McKinley was born. He 
served in the revolutionary war and was wounded in battle. 
A year or two after his return from the army David McKinley 
was married to Sarah Gray, in Westmorland county, Penn- 
sylvania, where he lived fifteen years. He then removed to 
Mercer county, and in 1814 settled in Columbiana county, 
Ohio, but afterwards removed to Crawford county, of this 
state, where he died August 8, 1840. 

On his grandfather's side William McKinley's ancestors 
were Scotch Irish, and on his grandmother's side they were 
of English descent. 

William McKinley, Sr., was born in Mercer county, 
Pennsylvania, November 15, 1807. Before he was twenty- 
two years old he was married to Nancy Allison. William 
McKinley was the seventh of nine children born to this 
couple, and from his parents he inherited his reverence for 
religion and his devotion to all the best institutions of his 
country. He was educated in the public schools and academy 
of Poland, Ohio, and at the age of seventeen he entered 
Allegheny College. He remained at college but a short time, 
however, being obliged to leave there on account of illness. 
He afterward taught school, and then upon the breaking out 
of the war of the rebellion he enlisted in Company E of the 
23d O. V. I., this company being raised at Poland, O. In 
December, 1862, Private McKinley was promoted to be a 
second lieutenant for gallantry in action in the battle of 
Antietam. At the close of the war he was a brevet major. 
After the war Mr. McKinley returned to civil life and he 
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began the study of law with Judge Charles E. Glidden, of 
Mahoning county. He then took a course at the Albany, N. 
Y., Law School, and in 1867 was admitted to the bar. He 
began the practice of law at Canton, Ohio, immediately 
after being admitted to the bar. Two years later he was 
nominated on the republican ticket for prosecuting attorney 
and was elected, although the county was considered hope- 
lessly democratic. At the end of his term he was renomi- 
nated but was defeated by the small majority of forty-five. 
These two contests attracted the special attention of the 
people to^cKinley and he soon built up a lucrative law 
practice. In 1871 he was married to Miss Ida Saxton, of 
Canton, a young lady who was distinguished for many rare 
virtues of mind and heart. Two children, daughters, were 
born to them but both died at an early age. In 1876 Major 
McKinley was elected to congress, and he served continously 
for fourteen years in the National House of Representatives. 
He was always known as a working member among his col- 
leagues at Washington, and he was personally popular with 
everyone. During his term in congress Mr. McKinley be- 
came the leading champion of the protective tariff idea and 
in a great measure his present fame and future prospects may 
be said to rest upon the success or failure of that policy in 
the country. 

In June, 1891, the Ohio republican state convention, 
which was held at Columbus, nominated McKinley for gov- 
ernor by acclamation, and in the election which followed 
he was chosen by a safe plurality. In 1893 he was again 
nominated for governor and this time his plurality was over 
eighty thousand votes. Both of McKinley's administrations 
as governor were characterized by impartial business methods 
and met with public approval. In January, 1896, he retired 
to his home at Canton, and he is now the unanimous choice 
of the Republican party of Ohio as well as many other states 
of the union for president of the United States. 
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The Honorable Supreme Court of Ohio. 

According to the provisions of the constitution of 1802, 
the judges of the Supreme court were to be not less than three 
in number, and might, at the discretion of the legislature, be 
four. The judges were chosen by the joint ballot of both 
houses of the General Assembly, and were to hold office for 
the term of seven years, or " so long as they were well be- 
haved." 

There were but three judges until 1807, when the legis- 
lature chose a fourth, but in 1810 the fourth was omitted. A 
few years later the number of judges (four) was resumed, and 
continued until 1851, when, under the new constitution, the 
number was increased to five. In 1892, by legislative enact- 
ment, the number of judges was increased to six, and so the 
court stands at present. The Supreme court of Ohio has 
ever held an exalted position among the judicial tribunals of 
our country, and has had a long line of illustrious names, 
beginning with Rufus Putnam (territorial judge, 1790), and 
with such men as Return Jonathan Meigs, 1803; John McLean, 
1816; Peter Hitchcock, 1819-1852, chief justice for twenty- 
one years of that time; Charles R. Sherman, 1823, father of 
Senator John Sherman ; Gustavus Swan, 1830 ; Rufus P. Ran- 
ney, 1851 ; Allen G. Thurman, 1851 ; Joseph R. Swan, 1854; 
Jacob BrinkerhoflF, 1855; John Welch, 1865; Geo. W. Mcll- 
vaine, 1870, and Jno. W. Okey, 1877, the record is probably 
as great for judicial learning and opinions rendered as that of 
any other court in the United States. 

The character and judicial standing of the court as at 
present constituted is fully equal to that of any period of the 
past, and the people of the state, regardless of party opinions, 
have the fullest confidence in and respect for its decisions. 
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Hon. Marshall J. Williams. 

Marshall J. Williams was born on a farm in Fayette 
county, Ohio, February 22, 1837. His early education was 
obtained in the common schools of Washington Court House, 
supplemented by a two years' course in the Ohio Wesleyan 
University at Delaware, Ohio. In 1855 he began the study 
of law at Washington Court House in the office of the Hon. 
Nelson Rush. He was admitted to the bar of Ohio in Novem- 
ber, 1857, and immediately began the active practice of his 
profession at Washington Court House. In 1859 he was 
elected prosecuting attorney of Fayette county, and served 
for two terms. In 1869 he was elected to represent his county 
in the fifty-eighth general assembly, and was re-elected in 
1871. Upon the close of his legislative term of office he 
resumed the practice of his profession at Washington Court 
House and continued therein until 1884, when he was elected 
judge of the circuit court for the second circuit. He was 
chosen as the first chief justice of the circuit court of the state. 
At the republican state convention, held at Columbus in 1886, 
he was nominated for the office of judge of the supreme court. 
He was elected and took his seat upon the bench of that 
court on the 9th of February, 1887. He was re-elected in 
1891, and renominated at the convention held in Columbus, 
Ohio, March, 1896, by acclamation, for another term, which 
will begin February 9, 1897. He is the present chief justice 
of the supreme court. (1896). 

Hon. Thaddeus Armstrong Minshall. 

Thaddeus Armstrong Minshall was born near 
Hallsville, in Colerain township, Ross county, Ohio, January 
19, 1834. His parents were William G. Minshall and Eliza 
Jones. The Minshall family are of English descent, the 
earliest American representatives being Quakers. Ellis 
Minshall, the grandfather of Thaddeus was a Virginian, 
removing to Ohio among the first settlers of the Buckeye 
State. At the death of his mother in 1841, Thaddeus, then 
at the early age of six years began the struggle of life in his 
own behalf, and in 1844, found employment in a woolen fac- 
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tory where he worked for six years. He obtained such an 
education as his opportunities afforded, attending the country 
schools and Mt. Pleasant Academy located at Kingston. At 
the age of twenty he began to teach school, which was his chief 
employment for several years, during which time he also pur- 
sued his law studies. His legal instructor was S. L. Wallace, 
Esq., of Chillicothe, Ohio, a man of great abilities and fin^ 
attainments, Mr. Minshall was admitted to the bar by the 
supreme court of Ohio in the spring of 1861, just at the time 
of the opening of the great civil war. In response to the first 
call of the President, he enlisted April 20, 1861, for three 
months, as a private in Company C, Twenty-second Regiment 

O. V. I. After a service of four months he was mustered out 
August 29, having become in the meantime sergeant major of 
the regiment. On October 14, 1861, he re-entered the ser\'ice 
in Company H, Thirty-third Regiment O. V. I. He served as 
captain of his company, which he had raised for the full 
period of three years, being mustered out in October, 1864. 
His regiment belonged to the Fourteenth Army Corps, and 
with it he participated in many of the great battles of the war, 
including Perr>ville, Stone River, Hoover's Gap, Lookout 
Mountain, Missionary Ridge, Resaca and Peach Tree Creek, 
and the battles in front of Atlanta. During the latter part of 
the Atlanta campaign Captain Minshall had command of his 
regiment. At the close of his period of ser\-ice in the army. 
Captain Minshall began the practice of law at Chillicothe. 
In 1864 he was elected prosecuting attorney of Ross county, 
and served one term successfully. He devoted himself to 
the practice of his profession until November, 1876, when he 
was elected judge of the court of common pleas in the Ross, 
Highland, Fayette subdivision of the fifth judicial district, 
to fill the vacancy created by the death of Judge Thomas 
Gray. Judge Minshall was re-elected to the common pleas 
bench in 1878 for a full term, and again in 1883. When in 
the summer of 1885, Judge George W. Mcllvaine resigned 
his place on the republican state ticket as a candidate for 
judge of the supreme court, the vacancy thus occasioned was 
filled by the republican state committee by the selection of 
Judge Minshall. He was elected. In 1890 he was regularly 
placed in nomination by his party, and elected to his second 
term of office. He was renominated by the republican state 
convention in June, 1895, and re-elected in the fall, com- 
mencing February 9, 1896, his third term in that high office. 
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Hon. William T. Spear. 

William T. Spear was born June 3, 1834, in the town 
of Warren, Trumbull county, Ohio. His father, Edward 
Spear, of Scotch descent, was a native of Pennsylvania and 
a judge. The mother of William was Ann Adgate; her 
ancestry is traced back to colonial times, the American 
branch locating in Norwich, Connecticut. The parents of 
Mr. Spear settled at Warren, Ohio, in the year 1819. The 
son William obtained his elementary education in the public 
schools. Being dependent mainly upon his own resources, 
he, while still in his minority, entered a printing oflfice and 
became a practical printer. This craft, after his apprentice- 
ship, he pursued at Pittsburgh and in the city of New York, 
becoming in the latter city a proof-reader. Later he returned 
to Warren with the ambition to fit himself for the legal pro- 
fession. He served for several years as deputy clerk of the 
probate and common pleas courts of Trumbull county, de- 
voting his spare hours in the meantime to the study of the 
law under the direction of the Hon. Jacob D. Cox, whose 
office was then at Warren, and who was later governor of 
Ohio and now dean of the Cincinnati law school. Mr. Spear 
completed his legal studies by a course in the Harvard law 
school, from which he graduated with a degree of LL. B. in 
1859. He returned to Warren, where he was admitted to the 
bar of Ohio and at once became a member of the firm of 
Cox & RatliS*. Later he was associated in practice with 
Hon. John C. Hutchins, lately a judge of the court of com- 
mon pleas of Cuyahoga county dnd now postmaster of Cleve- 
land. In 1871 Mr. Spear was elected prosecyting attorney 
for Trumbull county, serving two terms. In 1873 he was 
elected solicitor of Warren and was re-elected to the same 
office. For several years he was associated in the practice of 
his profession with C. A. Harrington, Esq., at Warren. In 
1878 Mr. Spear was elected judge of the court of common 
pleas. He was re-elected, and during his second term, in 
1885, was elected to the supreme court to fill the unexpired 
term of Judge Okey. He was re-elected in 1887, and again 
in 1892. 
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Hon. Jacob F. Barket. 

Jacob P. Burkbt was bom on a farm near Somerset, 
Perry county, Ohio, March 25, 1837. His father was Solomon 
Burkct, of Swiss descent. The Burkets emigrated from 
Switzerland in the year 1758, and this branch of the family 
settled near Reading, Pennsylvania. His mother was Mary 
Brehm, of German extraction, descendant of the early German 
settlers of Pennsylvania. In 1839 the Burket family removed 
from Perry to Hancock county where Jacob spent his early 
youth, working upon the farm and attending school at the 
country log school house. At the age of seventeen Jacob 
removed to Findlay, and was apprenticed to his brother-in-law 
Jacob Folk, for the purpose of learning the trade of a carpen- 
ter. In 1855 Jacob began teaching school at Lewisville, 
Blanchard township. For some two years he was engaged 
in attending school, teaching school, and working at his 
carpenter trade. In 1859 he graduated at the academy at 
Republic, Seneca county. Immediately upon graduation he 
began the study of law with Judge Palmer, continuing his 
studies in the law office of Goit & Browns. July 1, 1861, he 
was admitted to the bar by the district court of Hancock 
county, and began the practice of his profession at Ottawa, 
Putnam county. In 1862 he opened a law office in Findlay, 
Ohio, shortly thereafter entering into a partnership with 
Henry Brown, which partnership continued until 1869. In 
1888 he entered into partnership with his son Harlan F., the 
firm being known as Burket & Burket. At the republican 
state convention held in Cleveland April 28, 1892, he was 
nominated for judge of the supreme court, and was elected 
at the fall election, taking his seat February 9, 1893, for the 
term of five years. Judge Burket was one of the Ohio presi- 
dential electors on the Garfield and Arthur ticket in 1880. 
In December 1881, Mr. Burket was elected grand master of 
the Odd Fellows of Ohio, and served in that capacity from 
May, 1882 to May, 1883. Judge Burket is a member of the 
Sons of the American Revolution, his grandfather on his 
father's side having fought in the war for American inde- 
pendence, and was a member of Washington's body guard. 
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Hoh. Joseph P. Bradbury. 

Joseph P. Bradbury was born on a farm near the 
village of Kyger in Gallia county, Ohio, November 21, 1838. 
His early education was obtained in the public schools of his 
county. In 1857 he entered the army service for the United 
States government and served that year in an expedition 
against the Mormons under General Albert Sidney Johnston, 
later distinguished as a Confederate general in the great 
rebellion. Mr. Bradbury also served in an expedition under 
General Reynolds, afterward killed at Gettysburg, for the 
purpose of taking a battery of artillery to Fort Vancouver, 
Washington Territory. Subsequently he took part in the 
expedition to transport government supplies to the joint com- 
mission of the United States and Great Britain, which com- 
mission was then located at the head waters of the Columbia 
River and was engaged in settling the Northwest boundary 
line between the American and British possessions. He left 
the government's service in 1859, when he went to California 
and for several years engaged in gold mining. He began the 
practice of law in 1866, at Union City, Indiana. The same 
year he took up his residence at Pomeroy, Ohio, where he 
has since continued to reside. In 1 869 he was elected prose- 
cuting attorney of Meigs county, and was re-elected in 1871. 
In 1875 he was elected common please judge for the third 
subdivision of the seventh judicial district, comprising the 
counties of Washington, Athens, Meigs and Gallia. He was 
re-elected in 1876 and 1881. In 1884 he was elected a circuit 
judge of the fourth judicial circuit, and served as such until 
elected to the supreme court. In 1888 he was nominated by 
the republican state convention for the ofiice of judge of the 
supreme court. He was elected and took his seat upon the 
bench February 9, 1889. He was re-elected in J 893 to serve 
for a term of six years. 
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Hen. John A. Sbanck. 

John A. Shadck was born on a fann near JohnsviUe, 
Richland connty, Ohio, March 26, 1841; descendant from 
German stock; ancestors on bis father's side emigrating 
from the fatherland and settling in America before the Amer- 
ican revolution. He obtained his early education in a private 
school and the public schools of Johnsville. In 1866 he' 
graduated in the classical course from Otterbein University, 
Westerville, Ohio. He attended the law school of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, graduating from the same in 1867. He 
entered upon the general practice of the law at Dayton, Ohio, 
continuing the same until IS84, when he was elected upon 
the republican, ticket to the second circuit court. He was 
re-elected judge of the circuit court in 1889. At the repub- 
lican convention, held in Columbus June, 1894, Judge Shauck 
was nominated for the ofBce of supreme judge. He was 
elected in the following fall and took his seat February 9, 
189ft, to serve for a full term of six years. 
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Hon. Emilius O. Randall. 

Emilius O. Randall was born in Richfield, Summit 
county, Ohio, October 28, 1850. His parents. Rev. D. A. 
Randall, D. D., and Harriet Oviatt, were born in Connecticut, 
and they were descendants of early Puritan stock. Both his 
parental and maternal grandfathers fought in the Revolu- 
tionary war. Mr. Randall attended the public schools of 
Columbus and Phillips Academy, Andover, Massachusetts, 
and he graduated at Cornell University with the degree Ph. 
B. in 1874. He then took two years' post-graduate study at 
Cornell and in Europe. In 1878 he went into mercantile 
business at Columbus and remained so, varying with literary 
work until 1890. During the intervals of business Mr. Randall 
read law under the direction of Frank C. Hut|bard, Esq., 
of the Columbus bar, and was admitted to practice by the 
Supreme Court of Ohio in 1890. He then graduated from 
the Ohio State University law school with the degrees L.L.B. 
and L.L.M. in 1892. He is a member of Delta Kappa Epsi- 
lon, college, and Phi Delta Phi law school fraternities. He 
is professor of commercial law at the Ohio State University. 
Mr. Randall was appointed reporter of the Supreme Court of 
Ohio by the judges of the court, May 14, 1895. He was a 
member of the board of education for the citv of Columbus 
in 1887-9. He was president of the Columbus Board of 
Trade in 1887. He was continuously trustee of the Colum- 
bus Public Library from 1884 to 1896. He is a member of 
the society of the Sons of the America^ Revolution, of the 
American Historical Association, and he was appointed by 
Governor McKinley in February, 1893, trustee of the Ohio 
State Archaeological and Historical Society, and re-appointed 
by Governor Bushnell in February, 1896. He has also acted 
as secretary of the society since February, 1894. Mr. 
Randall is generally known as a man of rare literary taste 
and accomplishments, and he has within recent years wielded 
a large influence in literary and political circles. He was 
married October 28, 1874, to Miss Mary Coy of Ithaca, New 
York, and they have three children, a daughter and two sons. 
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Frank Nellis Bcebe. 

Frank Nellis Beebe was born in Columbus, Ohio, 
January 12, 1850. The Beebes originated in Scotland, and 
this branch of the family settled in America in colonial times. 
The parents of Mr. Beebe, James H. Beebe and Elizabeth 
Knapp, resided near Rochester, New York, whence they 
moved, in 1849, to Columbus, Ohio. Frank Beebe received 
an excellent education in the public schools of his native 
city, and at the early age of sixteen was ushered into his life 
work as assistant law librarian, Ohio state law library. This 
service began Februrary 11, 1866 — his father was then libra- 
rian and had been for some years. Frank continued as 
assistant librarian until the death of his father, July 12, 1880, 
when he became librarian, which position he still holds, 
being now in the thirty-first year of his service in connection 
with the library, which is ample evidence of his unusual 
fitness for the oflBce and the faithfulness with which he has 
discharged its duties. Mr. Beebe read law, and was admitted 
to the bar January 28, 1875. He compiled and published a 
volume of ** Corrections of the errors found in the citations 
of authorities in the Ohio reports, including the twenty vol- 
umes Ohio reports and first forty volumes of Ohio State re- 
ports.'' Later, in 1886, Mr. Beebe compiled and edited a 
large volume of Ohio citations, with a table of cases contained 
in all the Ohio reports, alphabetically arranged ; also, table of 
cases, cited, followed, explained, distinguished, and reversed 
by the supreme court of Ohio. This extensive work was pub- 
lished by Robert Clarke & Co., of Cincinnati, and evidences 
the painstaking and patient labor and accurate knowledge of 
Mr. Beebe. Probably Mr. Beebe has not his superior in 
acquaintance with the bibliography of the law, and his long 
experience in his position has given him great and valuable 
familiarity with the titles and subjects of almost countless 
legal publications. In his younger days he was a most 
accomplished musician, and for several years served as organ- 
ist in the leading churches of Columbus. A sketch of Mr. 
Beebe would be incomplete without mention of his fame as 
a most devoted disciple of Isaak Walton, and few equal him 
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as an adept in the fisherman's art. A great lover of nature, 
he is an enthusiastic canoeist, and fond of out-door life and 
sports of the huntsman. He is one of the directors of the 
well known Castalia club. Mr. Beebe was married, February 
14, 1871, to Eliza C. Dungan, of London, Ohio, and they have 
two sons. 

Hartzell Caldwell. 

Hartzrll Caldwell, assistant state law librarian, is the 
third son of a blacksmith who lives at Brownsville, Licking 
county, Ohio. History and tradition, enriched with the polished 
thought of others who worked in iron — Tamerlane, Vulcan, 
Lavengro, and Elihu Burritt — records that Caldwell pere is of 
Scotch-Irish descent, fought in the wars, preached, and 
wrought in iron. The mother of the subject of this sketch 
is of Virginian ancestry. Hartzell Caldwell was born Novem- 
ber 13, 1858, at Pleasant Valley, a flag station on the Balti- 
more & Ohio railway, nine miles from Zanesville. He was 
given the best education the local schools and academies 
could aflford. He had much difficulty getting started in life, 
and more than once left home to try his fortune with no 
money in his homespun pockets. He was in turn hotel clerk, 
assistant postmaster and all-around hustler in a general store, 
and about twenty years ago walked six miles to a station and 
took the train for Shawnee, Ohio, where he was employed in 
a " company store." He finally secured employment in the 
Baltimore & Ohio railroad office at Shawnee, where he assisted 
in handling the freight, express and ticket business. In De- 
cember, 1882, he was transferred to Columbus, where he 
worked three months as night express man at the Union 
depot. During this time he read law with Hon. George K. 
Nash, then attorney-general, getting up in the afternoons to 
do so, and he was one day asked by that prince of boy-helpers 
whether he would like to better his condition. Judge Nash 
had practically secured for him without his knowledge the 
position of resident deputy clerk of the United States court. 
Mr. Caldwell held this position thirteen months and then 
went into the law office of Judge W. J. Gilmore, where he 
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finished his studies and was admitted to the bar October 8, 
1884. He practiced law two years and then engaged on the 
sta£f of the Ohio State Journal as a reporter, and while acting 
in that capacity he served one term as a republican member 
of the Columbus city council. After four years on that paper 
he was chosen deputy clerk of the supreme court, where 
he remained two and a half years. When his term expired 
he accepted the position of Columbus correspondent of the 
Cincinnati 7Vt^w«^, Cleveland Leader^ Toledo Commercial 
and New York Times. Mr. Caldwell has worked on many 
of the leading papers of the country. He was appointed 
by the supreme court to the position of assistant librarian 
January 15, 1896. Mr. Caldwell is a republican in politics, 
and a thorough gentleman in all the relations of life. He is 
a Presbyterian, Odd Fellow, Elk, a member of the Iroquois 
and Philos clubs, and unmarried. 



Hon. Samuel M. Taylor. 

Samuel M. Taylor was born in Champaign county, Ohio, 
July 24, 1856. He was educated in the country schools 
and at Ohio Wesleyan University, Delaware. After com- 
pleting his collegiate course, he attended the Cincinnati law 
school, graduating in 1884, after which he located at Urbana 
and began the practice of law. 

Mr. Taylor has always been an active republican, and in 
1889 he was nominated and elected to represent Champaign 
county in the general assembly. He was nominated and 
elected a second and third time, completing six years as a 
member of that body. He served as chairman of the finance 
committee, and was regarded as an able and earnest public 
official. In 1892 he was nominated and elected secretary of 
state, and in 1894 he was renominated and elected by the 
largest majority ever given a candidate for that office. 
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Hon. Walter D. Ouilbert. 

Walter D. Guilbert was born in Guernsey County, 
Ohio, of French-Irish ancestors, and was reared on a farm. 
His great-grandfather on the maternal side settled in Mary- 
land about 1750 and played an active part in the revolutionary 
war. He was wounded several times, and at the battle of 
Brandy wine only escaped capture by the thoughtful ness of 
his comrades, who carried the wounded man to a swamp and 
securely hid him until the British had withdrawn. 

The father of Mr. Guilbert came to this country from 
France when a youth, and settled in Guernsey county. 

The subject of this sketch was educated in the public 
schools and at Wenona Academy, 111. He was twice elected 
auditor of Noble county, Ohio, and proved himself a most 
capable official. In 1888 he became chief clerk in the Aud- 
itor of State's office, continuing in that position until 1896, 
when he succeeded to the important office of auditor of state, 
having been nominated and elected in the fall of 1895. Mr. 
Guilbert has been active in the affairs of the Republican 
party, having served as chairman of his county committee 
for a number of years, and as a member of the state execu- 
tive committee. He was also a delegate to the national 
republican convention in 1888. In his career as a public 
officer, Mr. Guilbert has gained a wide reputation as a genial, 
patient and painstaking official, combining with these vir- 
tues an earnest intention to perform his duties in such man- 
ner as to insure the best results for the people of Ohio. His 
pleasant and agreeable manner of transacting the business 
of his department has made him one of the most popular 
men who ever occupied a position in the state house. 

Mr. Guilbert was married February 5th, 1868, to Miss 
Mary L. Jordan, of Noble county. They have a family of 
three children, two sons and one daughter. He is connected 
with a number of secret and social organizations, being a 
Mason, Knight Templar, member of the Mystic Shrine, I. 
O. O. F., K. of P. and I. O. R. M. 
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Boyd Edwin Furnas. 

Boyd Edwin Furnas was bom on a farm near Troy, 
Miami county, Ohio, June 21, 1848. His ancestors on the 
paternal side were English Quakers, while those of his 
mother were Scotch. He attended the district schools and 
the Quaker union school of the county, and later was a 
student at the Troy high school. 

Mr. Furnas quite early developed a literary aptitude, and 
became a contributor to various magazines and periodicals, 
traveling extensively as a special correspondent and artist. 
He finally located at Troy, and in 1889 as a republican, was 
elected auditor of Miami county. He was re-elected in 1892, 
and continued until January 11, 1896, when he resigned to 
accept the chief clerkship in the auditor of state's office, 
under the administration of W. D. Guilbert. 

Mr. Furnas has for several years held an important posi- 
tion in the councils of the republican party, and he has the 
confidence and esteem of many men high in statesmanship. 
He is personally popular, and deserves the good-will so freely 
accorded by all who know him. 

He was married to Miss Ida May Morrell, daughter of 
Hon. J. F. and Mary A. Morrell, of New Hampshire. They 
have one child, a son. 

Mr. Furnas is a charter member of St. John Senate No. 
12, K. A. E. O., of Troy, Ohio., and I. O. R. M. 

Hon. Samuel B. Campbell. 

Samuel B. Campbell is a native of the Buckeye state> 
and was born at Steubenville, Ohio, July 2, 1846. He attended 
the public schools until eleven years of age, when he was 
thrown upon his own resources for a livelihood and compelled 
to withdraw from school. His first occupation was that of a 
newsboy, but later he obtained employment as a clerk in a 
store, where he continued until the latter part of the war, 
when he enlisted in the One Hundred and Fifty-seventh O. 
V. I. At the close of his service he returned to Steubenville 
and began a business career. He was one of the organizers 
of the Miners' and Mechanics' Bank, and was its secretary 
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and treasurer until 1879, when he was elected treasurer of 
JefiFerson county, to which position he was re-elected in 1881, 
serving four years in this important position. In 1886 he 
was appointed cashier in the state treasury, remaining in this 
office until 1892. In 1895 he was nominated on the republi- 
can ticket for treasurer of state, and with the rest of the 
ticket was elected by a very large majority. During his 
period of service in the state treasury department and also as 
treasurer of his native county, Mr. Campbell has proven him- 
self a careful, accurate and trustworthy public official, and he 
merits the confidence of those who selected him for these re- 
sponsible positions. By a strict performance of duty he has 
commended himself to the people of Ohio regardless of polit- 
ical affiliations. In 1874 Mr. Campbell was married to Miss 

Martha M. Whitaker. Three children were born to them, 
two sons and a daughter, the sons dying when just entering 
manhood. Mr. Campbell is a member of the Masonic order, 
and is a past eminent commander of Steubenville Command- 
ery. No. 11. He is also a member of Aladdin Council, Nobles 
of the Mystic Shrine, Columbus Lodge No. 37 B. P. O. E., 
Liberty Council No. 11 National Union of Steubenville, and 
Stanton Council of the Royal Arcanum. 

Arthur A. Qriffiths. 

Arthur A. Griffiths is a native of New York state, 
and was born at Richville, St. Lawrence county. May 24, 1856. 
He comes from an old Welsh family, which located in the 
empire state in 1855. The family consisted of the parents 
and seven children, all of whom are living except the 
father and one son. Mr. Griffiths was educated in the public 
schools of Richville and at Oberlin college. He has always 
been a republican and has held offices of minor importance, 
and also served as township clerk. From 1880 to 1886 Mr. 
Griffiths held important positions in the offices of the 
Northern Pacific Railway, at St. Paul, Minnesota. In Jan- 
uary, 1896, he was appointed book-keeper in the state 
treasury under the administration of Treasurer Camp- 
bell. Mr. Griffiths was married in 1882, at Windsor, Ohio, 
to Miss Eva Hill, only daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Levi Hill. 
They have two daughters, Rhea G. and Lula M. Mr. 
Griffiths is a member of the I. O. O. F. in all of its branches, 
and is also a member of several other orders. 
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Qcorse L. Whitaker. 

Gborgb L. Whitakbr was bom in Steubenville, Ohio, 
January 25, 1844. He was educated in the common schools 
of Steubenville, and the greater part of his life has been 
spent in that city. He served as a member of the One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-ninth O. V. I. during the war of the rebel- 
lion. Mr. Whitaker is an expert accountant, and holds the 
position of book-keeper in the oflSce of the state treasurer. 
He has at various times served in appointive offices, and is 
regarded as a man of unusual ability. Mr. Whitaker is un- 
married, and is a member of the M^onic order and also of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. 

Hon. John C. Brown. 

John C. Brown was bom on a farm in JefiFerson county, 
Ohio, March 13, 1844. His ancestors were of English descent 
on the paternal side, while those of his mother were of Irish 
origin. He attended the public schools of his locality, but 
before completing his education, young Brown volunteered 
his services and became a private soldier in the ranks of 
Company E, Fifty-second O. V. I. His record in the service 
of his country is an admirable one, filled with hardships and 
valiant service. But his career as a soldier was practically 
ended July 19, 1864, when in the heat of the great battle of 
Peach Tree Creek he received a wound which resulted in the 
loss of one leg. Upon returning home from the war he located 
at Steubenville and engaged in business. He has always been 
a republican and greatly interested in the success of his party. 
In 1867 he was elected treasurer of Jefferson county and re- 
elected in 1869, thus serving four years. Upon retiring from 
this office he resumed business, and was so engaged until 
1875, when he was again nominated and elected treasurer of 
his county, and in 1877 again accorded this honor, after which 
he retired from the office. He again resumed business and 
continued until 1883. During 1881 he was a member of the 
city council of Steubenville, and was elected president of 
that body. In 1883 he received the nomination for state 
treasurer, but was defeated along with the entire state ticket 
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He was again nominated in 1885, and elected by a handsome 
majority. Two years later he was re-elected, and in 1889 
was for the third time elected to the same office, thus serving 
six years as treasurer of Ohio. In 1896 he was appointed 
cashier under the administration of Treasurer Campbell. 
Throughout his many years of public service Mr. Brown has 
enjoyed the fullest confidence of the people. He is a quiet, 
unassuming gentleman, capable and obliging, and in every 
respect a model public official. Mr. Brown has been twice 
married, his second wife being Miss Malona Glover, of Jeffer- 
son county. They have two children, a son and daughter. 

Hon. Frank S. Monnett. 

Frank S. Monnett was born March 19, 1857, at Ken- 
ton, Hardin county, Ohio. His parents were T. J. Monnett 
and Henrietta Monnett. They removed to Bucyrus, Craw- 
ford county, where Frank attended the public schools until 
fourteen years of age, and then spent two years at a select 
school. He entered the junior class at the high school and 
graduated in 1875, after which he became a freshman at Ohio 
Wesleyan university at Delaware, Ohio, graduating from that 
institution with the class of 1880 in the Greek classical course. 
Subsequently he took the college degrees. In June, 1882, he 
graduated at the national law school of Washington, D. C, 
and in October of the same year passed the law examination 
before the supreme court of Ohio. Mr. Monnett then began 
practicing his profession at Bucyrus, Ohio, in January, 1883, 
where he has built up a large and lucrative business. He 
became attorney for several local corporations, and also was 
employed by the " Bee Line '* and " Short Line " railways as 
their local attorney. During the first ten years of his work 
he acquired a large practice in personal injury cases, in that 
part of the state, for the employees of the various railroad 
companies. Mr. Monnett was the first republican city solicitor 
elected in the old democratic stronghold of Crawford. He was 
re-elected in 1894, overcoming a democratic majority normally 
about two to one. He received the universal support of the 
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railway employees and those of the various manufactories^ 
and had the largest majority of any candidate on either ticket. 
In 1893 he had charge of important litigation for the assignee 
of ex-Governor Foster, the Fostoria glass companies and 
other interests that suffered in the financial reverses of that 
year. Mr. Monnett was one of the few who had faith in the 
possibility of carrying the thirteenth congressional district in 
1894, in the famous fight between "Uncle Stephen" Harris 
and Boston G. Young, the democratic nominee. He not only 
placed ** Uncle Stephen " in nomination and championed his 
cause at the convention, but was one of the young men who 
canvassed the district and inspired the masses with the idea 
that the time was ripe for a change. The outcome of that 
remarkable campaign and election has passed into history 
with credit to all concerned in bringing it about. In 1895 
the many young republican workers of the thirteenth district 
solicited Mr. Monnett to allow his name to be placed before 
the state convention of that year as a candidate for attorney- 
general. After considerable hesitation he consented to be a 
candidate, and at the convention held at Zanesville, with 
eight candidates in the field, he led on the second ballot and 
was nominated on the third, enjoying the unique distinction 
in that body of receiving the votes of both Hamilton and 
Cuyahoga counties. In the campaign which followed, under 
direction of the state executive committee, he made a thor- 
ough canvass of the state, traveling two weeks with Governor 
McKinley and dividing his other time with Governor Bush- 
nell, General Jones and Senator Foraker. This was his first 
experience in state politics, but he received the compliment- 
ary plurality of 98,233 votes, this being the largest vote 
received by any candidate on the ticket. On January 13, 1896, 
he assumed the duties of attorney-general of Ohio, and in that 
capacity he has successfully conducted some very important 
litigation on behalf of the state. Mr. Monnett is an enthusi- 
astic worker, in love with his profession, and gives promise 
of a very successful administration and future. He was 
married in 1888 to Miss Ella Gormley, daughter of J. B. 
Gormley, of Bucyrus, Ohio. 
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Charles Burleigh Qalbreath. 

Charles Burleigh Galbreath was born in Fairfield 
township, Columbiana county, February 25, 1858. His 
ancestors were Scotch-Irish, his parents coming from Ireland 
and settling in North Carolina. On account of their anti- 
slavery ideas and teachings they became obnoxious to the 
pro-slavery party around them and were compelled to leave 
the state. They then located in eastern Ohio when it was 
yet a wilderness, and settled in Columbiana county near the 
birthplace of Edwin Coppock, of Harper's Ferry fame. 
Young Galbreath attended the country school of the district 
in which he was born until thirteen years of age, when^ 
owing to the serious illness of his father, he was compelled 
to withdraw from school for a period of two years. He after- 
ward attended school in the winter, and by worki&g in a saw 
mill between terms, earned money enough to attend the New 
Lisbon high school. At the age of seventeen he began 
teaching school, and later completed the course at the high 
school, and in September, 1879, entered Mt. Union college, 
graduating from that institution four years later with the 
degree of A. M. He was elected principal of the Wilmot, 
Stark county, schools, where he remained until 1886, when 
he resigned to accept the superintendency of the East Pales- 
tine, Ohio, schools, where he remained for eight years. 
Although unanimously requested to continue in this position^ 
he resigned, in 1893, to accept another position in Mt. Hope 
college, of which institution he became president three years 
later. Mr. Galbreath was for two years editor of the Repub- 
lican Reveille^ published in East Palestine, Ohio. He was 
also engaged in institute work, and is a lecturer of consider- 
able note. He is a very enthusiastic republican, and for a 
number of years has been closely identified with the party 
management in his locality. He was county school examiner 
of Columbiana county for eight years. He was a delegate 
from his district to the state conventions of 1893 and 1895. 
In 1896 he was appointed state librarian by the library com- 
mission created by the Seventy-second general assembly. 
Mr. Galbreath is peculiarly fitted for his new position, being 
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an inveterate reader and having a broad knowledge of litera- 
ture. He is a bright and entertaining writer, many of his 
productions being published throughout the country and 
having received much attention on account of their literary 
merit. Although yet a young man Mr. Galbreath has been 
unusually successful as student, teacher, writer and lecturer, 
and, by reason of many attainments and accomplishments 
which peculiarly fit him for the duties of the office, he should 
be an ideal state librarian. July 28, 1892, Mr. Galbreath 
was married to Miss Ida A. Kelley, of Columbiana county. 
They have one son, Albert W. Galbreath, born October 28, 
1 893. Mr. Galbreath is a prominent member of the I. O. O. F., 
and has served as district deputy grand master. 

Edwin Grant Slough. 

Edwin Grant Slough was born at Lancaster, Pa., 
March 21, 1867; but crossed the line to Ohio when scarcely 
old enough to realize what a good move that was for him. 
His parents first settled in Holmes county and later removed 
to Galion, Crawford county. Mr. Slough received his educa- 
tion in the public schools, and at the age of fourteen com- 
menced a newspaper career, in which he was very successful, 
beginning as the convenience boy on a daily and weekly 
newspaper and winding up as the half owner of a republican 
daily and weekly plant in Galion. Through the influence, 
very largely, of his editorial work on the ** Sun-Review^'^ the 
republicans of Galion elected three republican mayors of the 
town which was five hundred democratic. His father was a 
prominent republican of whig ancestry, and he served as a 
special deputy collector of internal revenue under President 
Lincoln during the war. He gave two sons to the union 
cause in the war of the rebellion, both of whom died in the 
service of their country. The subject of this sketch was 
appointed a clerk in the adjutant general's office January 13, 
1892, by Gen. Edgar J. Pocock, and was re-appointed by Gen. 
James C. Howe in March, 1893 ; and he served at the various 
desks in the office until January 1, 1896, when he was re-ap- 
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pointed by General Axline, and on June 1, 1896, was appointed 
acting chief clerk. Mr. Slough is noted for his uniform cour- 
tesy to all, and his pains-taking care with the duties of his 
oflSce. He was married October 31, 1894, to Miss Maude 
Electa Reed, of Galion, Ohio. He is a Mason. 

Hon. C. N. Vallandigham. 

Charles Noble Vallandigham was born in Dayton, 
Ohio, July 29, 1852. He was educated in the common 
schools of Dayton, and at Delaware College, Newark, Del. 
In 1873 he began reading law in the office of Houk & 
McMahon at Dayton, and was admitted to the bar several 
years later. At one time he was a law partner of John M. 
Sprigg, then prosecuting attorney of Montgomery county. 
Mr. Vallandigham's official career began as a member of the 
Dayton board of education. He was successively chosen 
representative from Montgomery county for two terms, and 
clerk of the Ohio senate for two terms. Later he was ap- 
pointed by Governor Foraker, as a republican, the first mem- 
ber of the Ohio state board of pardons, which was created 
chiefly through his efibrts while a member of the general 
assembly. In 1888, at the close of his second term as clerk 
of the senate, Mr. Vallandigham became connected with the 
editorial stafiF of the Cincinnati Comfnercial- Gazette^ and 
after two years* service in that capacity, he became asso- 
ciated with the Cincinnati Post as a member of the local 
staff" and political and legislative correspondent. While thus 
engaged he was appointed by General Axline, in 1896, to a 
clerkship in the adjutant generaPs office, from Hamilton 
county. 

In 1876 Mr. Vallandigham was married to Miss Maggie 
S. Robertson, of New Lisbon, Ohio, and three children were 
born to them — two sons and a daughter. 

Mr. Vallandigham is of Scotch-Irish ancestry. His 
father was Clement L. Vallandigham — well known in politics 
and at the bar. 
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Capt. John P. Smith. 

John P. Smith was born at Polk, Ashland county, Ohio, 
April 14, 1853. He was educated in the common schools 
and at Ashland Academy. His paternal ancestors were Ger- 
man and on his mother's side they were Irish. Upon leav- 
ing school the subject of this sketch went with his parents 
to Missouri and lived on a farm, where his mother died in 
1873, and he returned with his father to Ohio in 1875. Mr. 
Smith then went into business with his father at Polk, Ohio, 
as dealers in grain and lumber, and he continued there until 
1892, when he was appointed chief bookkeeper and superin- 
tendent of the state arsenal in the office of the adjutant gen- 
eral under General Pocock. He was reappointed by General 
Howe in 1893, and reappointed by General Axline in 1896. 

Mr. Smith enlisted as a private in Company D, Seven- 
teenth Regiment O. N. G., in 1881, and was gradually pro- 
moted until he became captain in 1885. He served with his 
regiment in the Cincinnati riots in 1884-1886. In 1888 Cap- 
tain Smith was made assistant quartermaster general of the 
O. N. G. under General Bushnell. of Governor Foraker's 
staflf. He is a republican and has always served the best in- 
terests of his party. Captain Smith's circle of friends is only 
limited by his acquaintance. His wife was Miss Isabel M. 
Goodrich, and they have a son seventeen years of age. Cap- 
tain Smith is a member of the K. of P., Odd Fellows and 
Independent Order of Foresters. 

Col. Arthur L. Hamilton. 

Arthur L. Hamilton was born at Chillicothe, Ross 
County, Ohio, March 14, 1849. He is of Scotch-Irish ances- 
try and his paternal grandparents came from New York state 
to Chillicothe in 1801, while his maternal grandparents 
moved from Kentucky to southern Ohio in 1796. He was 
educated in the public schools of Chillicothe and at Bryant's 
Commercial College. Mr. Hamilton enrolled as a private in 
Company E, Twenty-seventh O. V. M., in 1863, and during 
a service covering many years in the Ohio National Guard, 
dating from 1870, he was gradually promoted through 
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the various grades until on September 17, 1892, when he 
was elected and commissioned colonel of the Seventeenth 
Regiment, O. N. G. During his service as colonel, his regi- 
ment responded to the call of duty in all of the riots and 
strikes that have occurred in the State of Ohio during recent 
years. Colonel Hamilton was appointed chief of the paid 
fire department at Chillicothe in 1879, and he was one of 
three chiefs appointed by the National Association of Fire 
Engineers in 1884 at Chicago, 111., to examine the diflferent 
appliances for extinguishing fire. His associates were Chief 
Shay, of New York City, and Chief Connors, of New Or- 
leans. Mr. Hamilton's wife was Miss Adell C. Parker, whose 
parents were from New York. Her father served as a private 
in the Mexican war and he was a captain in the war of the 
rebellion from 1861 to 1866. They have three sons and two 
daughters, Harry, Alexander, Forest, Oma and Louisa. 
Colonel Hamilton is a Mason, a K. of P. and a member of 
the Independent Order of Foresters. 

James Rolland Neely. 

James Rolland Neely is a native of Orange township, 
Carroll county, Ohio. His ancestors came from Ireland. A 
branch of the family emigrated to this country prior to the 
revolution and settled in Pennsylvania. Young Neely, when 
thirteen years of age, went among strangers, and began the 
battle of life, doing farm work in summer and attending 
school during the winter months. He finished his education 
in the colleges of Mt. Union and Ada. He taught for fifteen 
years, and in September, 1887, moved to Brown township, 
Carroll county. In November, 1888, he was elected county 
clerk, and was the first incumbent of that office to serve in 
the new court house. He was re-elected in 1891, and served 
two full terms. While serving as county clerk he was elected 
a member of the school board at Carrollton, and he was also 
elected and served as a member of the town council. 
Although he was himself too young to serve during the war 
of the rebellion, Mr. Neely had five uncles and two cousins in 
the union army, three of his uncles dying for their country. 
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In 1896 Mr. Neely was appointed by General Axline a clerk 
in the adjutant-general's office. The appointment was urged 
by the republican leaders in Carroll county, who appreciated 
the value of his party service and his worth as a conscien- 
tious, painstaking official. The appointment was all the 
more satisfactory to them because Carroll county, which had 
uniformly given republican majorities, had not received to 
any great extent the material rewards of politics, Mr. Neely 
being the first man from that county to secure a place in a 
stajte department. During the campaign of 1895, Mr. Neely 
was chairman of the Carroll county republican committee, 
and that year the republican state ticket, headed by Governor 
Bushnell, received an unusually large majority. July 2, 1885, 
Mr. Neely was married to Miss Laura E. Creighton, daughter 
of ex-County Commissioner T. M. Creighton, a well known 
resident of Malvern, Carroll county, Ohio. Three sons have 
been born to them, James Creighton, Alexander Lehr and 
Marius Corwin, all of whom are living. Mr. Neely is a mem- 
ber of Carroll Lodge, No. 124, F. & A. M., and Minerva Chap- 
ter, No. 123, R. A. M., Carroll ton, Ohio ; Canton Council, No. 
35, R. & S. M., and Canton Commandery, No. 38, K. T., Can- 
ton, Ohio ; Ancient Arabic Order of the Mystic Shrine, Alad- 
din Temple of Columbus, Ohio; and No. 294, K. of P., of 
Malvern, Ohio. 

James II. Wilson. 

James H. Wilson was born near Cynthiana, Kentucky, 
March 6, 1856, and with his parents he came to Springfield, 
Ohio, in the month of June, 1858. In 1860 his parents moved 
to a farm in the vicinity of Springfield, where he remained 
until 1877. In that year Mr. Wilson graduated from the 
high school in Springfield, and he was chosen principal of 
the school at Yellow Springs, Green county, Ohio, and served 
in that capacity for three years. He then engaged in mer- 
cantile business at Springfield, where he continued until 
1886. He frequently represented his county as a juror in 
the United States court for the southern district of Ohio. He 
served as a clerk at the republican state executive committee 
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headquarters in the years 1891 and 1895. Thirteen children 
were bom to his parents, nine boys and four girls. Two of 
the sons served in the war of the rebellion. Mr. Wilson is 
a quiet, unassuming gentleman, strict in the performance of 
every trust, and he is very popular with all who know him. 
His wife was Miss Maggie B. Hunster, and they have two 
children. He is a member of Samaritan and Odd Fellow 
societies. 

John Williams Barnaby. 

John Williams Barnaby, the subject of this sketch, 
was bom at Westville, Columbiana county, Ohio. He was 
educated in the common schools and at Mt. Union college. 
His parents were Quakers, and they came from Lancaster 
county, Pennsylvania, to Ohio, in 1837, and located in the 
eastern part of Stark county. Mr. Barnaby is a bookkeeper 
by profession, and he has always been a republican in politics. 
In 1879 he was elected recorder of Stark county, and re- 
elected, thus serving six years in that office. During the 
war of the rebellion he served three years as a sergeant 
in the One Hundred and Fifteenth Regiment O. V. I., and 
was discharged with an honorable record. He was deputy 
treasurer for Stark county from 1886 to 1890, and in 1892 he 
was appointed cashier in the state treasurer's department, 
where he remained until January 1896. He was appointed 
a clerk in the adjutant-generaPs office, by General Axline, 
June 3, 1896. The maiden name of Mr. Barnaby's wife was 
Miss Emma K. London, whose father was born in London, 
England. They have four children, three daughters and one 
son. Mr. Barnaby is a member of Canton Post, G. A. R., and 
of Buckeye Lodge, No. 11, K. of P., Canton. 
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Hon. William S. Matthews. 

William S. Matthews was born at Vinton, Gallia 
county, Ohio, January 1, 1847. He attended the public 
schools of that locality, and was later a student at Ohio uni- 
versity of Athens. In his earlier life he learned the tanner's 
trade and followed this business for some time, after which 
he became a teacher in the public schools and was also en- 
gaged in life insurance. In 1863 Mr. Matthews enlisted in 
Company G, First O. V. Heavy Artillery, and continued with 
this organization until the close of the war, when he was hon- 
orably discharged with an excellent record as a soldier. 
Politically he has always been a republican, and has been 
prominent in the afifairs of his party. He was appointed 
message clerk of the Ohio senate in the sixty-fourth and 
sixty-fifth general assemblies, and in 1883 he was elected 
to represent Gallia county in the sixty-sixth general assem- 
bly as a member of the house, being returned to the sixty- 
seventh session of that body two years later. In 1887 he was 
appointed chief clerk in the State school commissioner's office, 
where he continued until May 1, 1896, when he was selected 
by Governor Bushnell for the office of insurance commis- 
sioner of Ohio. Mr. Matthews was elected secretary of the 
state republican executive committee in 1891, 1895 and 1896. 
He was twice endorsed by his county for the congressional 
nomination in the tenth district. Mr. Matthews is a man of 
excellent executive ability, quiet and unassuming. He is 
well versed in public affairs, and among party leaders he is 
regarded as one of the shrewdest and most successful cam- 
paign managers in the state. On the 6th of December, 1880, 
Mr. Matthews was married to Miss Alice E. Martin. He is 
a member of the Masonic order, of the Grand Army of the 
Republic and of the Knights of Pythias. 
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Capt. John Parsons Slemmons. 

John Parsons Slbmmons was born on a farm near 
Steuben ville, Ohio, January 22, 1843. He was educated in 
the common schools of Ohio and McNealy's Normal College, 
Hopedale, Ohio. He is the son of Samuel Slemmons, Esq., 
and Eleanor Leathem. His paternal ancestors were Scotch- 
Irish, emigrating to America and settling near Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, some time before the revolutionary war. 
His great-grandfathers, Samuel Slemmons and William 
Johnston, were both soldiers in the continental army under 
Washington. He enlisted as a private in Company H, One 
Hundred and Twenty-sixth Regiment, O. V. I., August 22, 
1862, and participated with his regiment in every battle up 
to and including the battle of the Wilderness, Va., where he 
was severely wounded May 6, 1864. He was discharged 
May 8, 1865, by reason of wounds received in action. He 
was commissioned captain of Company ** G," Fourteenth 
Regiment, O. N. G., at the organization of the regiment by 
Governor Young. He participated with the regiment at the 
great riots in Cincinnati in 1884, commandifig the Gatling 
gun and the barricade on Court street. Before he entered 
politics Captain Slemmons was engaged as a teacher in the 
public schools. He has always been a republican, and he 
cast his first vote for John Brough while in line of battle 
under the fire of the enemy, and was one of the clerks of 
election for his regiment at that election. He was elected 
mayor of Richwood, Ohio, in 1877, and was a member of the 
board of education and clerk of the board for the same town 
in 1879 and 1880. He was appointed as clerk in the oflSce 
of the adjutant general of Ohio in January, 1880, by Gen. W. 
H. Gibson, and a year later was appointed chief clerk in the 
same department, and served in that capacity until the close 
of Governor Foster's administration, January 8, 1884. He 
was appointed head book-keeper in the office of the treasurer 
of Ohio by Hon. John C. Brown, in January, 1886, in which 
capacity he served until 1892. When Hon. W. T. Cope as- 
sumed charge of the treasury department, he appointed 
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Captain Slemmons chief clerk, and as such he served until 
the close of Mr. Cope's term, which gave him a continuous 
service of ten years in the state treasury department. He 
was appointed chief clerk in the office of the adjutant gen- 
eral of Ohio by Maj.-Gen. H. A. Axline, January 13, 1896, 
and resigned June 3, 1896, to accept the position of deputy 
superintendent of insurance under Hon. W. S. Matthews. 
Captain Slemmons served as councilman for the Tenth ward, 
city ot Columbus, from 1893 to 1895, and was re-elected in 
April, 1896. He is extremely popular with all who know 
him, and he is generally recognized as a leading and influ- 
ential republican, and in all respects a model citizen. 

He was married at Wilton, New Hampshire, 1868, to 
Josie Howard Holt, daughter of Ezra Holt, Esq., and Joanna 
Howard, and great-grand daughter of Capt. William Adrian 
Hawkins, who was promoted for meritorious conduct at the 
battle of Bunker Hill (see history of Wilton, N. H.), and Lieut. 
Samuel Howard, a soldier in the American army, revolution- 
ary war. (See history of Temple, N. H.) 

Mr. and Mrs. Slemmons have five children: J. G. 
Whittier, born November 16, 1871, (graduate Columbus high 
school) and married March 11, 1896, to Daisy E. (graduate 
Columbus High school), daughter of Capt. H. D. Delap, 
Zanesville, Ohio; Josie Pearl, born January 15, 1873 (grad- 
uate Columbus high school and normal) ; Ruby Louetta, bom 
August 14,1875 (graduate Columbus high school); George 
Bret, born May 16, 1882; and Jessie Fremont, born March 
6, 1887. 

Capt. Slemmons is a member of J. M. Wells Post, G. A. 
R., and one of the vice presidents of the Buckeye Republican 
Club for 1896. 
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Hon. Frederick B. McNeal. 

Predbrick B. McNeal was bom in Miami county, 
Ohio, October 31, 1840. His ancestors on the paternal side 
were Scotch-Irish, and came to the United States prior to 
the revolution. His great-grandfather was a soldier in the 
war for independence. On his mother's side the family were 
Pennsylvania Dutch. The subject of this sketch was edu- 
cated in the common schools, and later studied medicine, 
and was admitted to practice. He has been a life long re- 
publican, although his immediate relatives are all members 
of other political parties. In 1862 he enlisted as a member 
of Company B, Ninety-fourth O. V. I., and was commissioned 
as a lieutenant of that company, continuing in the service 
during 1862-3. He has held local oflSces in his own county, 
and in 1892 was elected dairy and food commissioner of Ohio.' 
He was re-elected in 1894, and although recognized as one of 
the most capable officers in the service of the state, he was 
defeated for the re-nomination in 1896, owing largely to the 
prejudice existing against a third term. Dr. McNeal's vigor- 
ous manner of enforcing the pure food laws of the state dur- 
ing his term of office was an exhibition of courage and utter 
fearlessness of political consequences, such as is seldom wit- 
nessed. His course in requiring the most rigid compliance 
with these laws was commended by the citizens generally, 
and he is accorded the distinction of being one of the most 
faithful officials ever occupying this position. January 12, 
1871, he was married to Miss Martha J. StaflFord, of Clark 
county, Ohio. Mr. McNeal is a member of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, Patrons of Husbandry and a thirty-second 
degree Mason. 

Charles Case. 

Mr. Charles Case, the subject of this sketch, is one of 
the brightest young attorneys in the State of Ohio. He was 
born at Pataskala, Licking county, Ohio, February 26, 1865. 
Mr. Case has always been a republican, and he served one 
year as secretary of the " League " Club of Columbus, and he 
was during the years 1892-3-4 vice-president of the Ohio 
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Republican League. In April, 1894, he was appointed to tbe 
position of general counsel of the Ohio dairy and food depart- 
ment, which position he holds at the present time. Mr. Case 
was of counsel for the state in the famous case of the State 
of Ohio versus Kelly, in which the Supreme Court estab- 
lished a new precedent upon the subject of scienter^ that is 
whether knowledge and intent are essential ingredients to 
guilt in all cases. He was also of counsel for the state in the 
celebrated investigation by a joint legislative committee of 
the Seventy-second general assembly of the Ohio dairy and 
food department. On the paternal side Mr. Case is of Eng- 
lish descent, his ancestors being among the early settlers of 
Connecticut. They were from Norforkshire, England. His 
mother was a Miss Parson, who was reared near Coshocton, 
Ohio. Mr. Case was married May 2, 1888, to Miss Nellie 
May Cunningham, who resided near Granville, Licking 
county, Ohio. They have two daughters. Mr. Case is a 
member of the Knights of Pythias. Though still a very 
young man, his extensive knowledge of public affairs and his 
personal popularity gives promise of a successful fixture 
career. 

Hon. C. W. McCracken. 

Charles W. McCracken was born on a farm near 
Bucyrus, Ohio, June 4, 1851. He was educated in the com- 
mon schools of Crawford county and worked on the farm 
until he was twenty-five years of age, and then studied civil 
engineering, and in recent years he has worked at his profes- 
sion in Ohio, Kentucky, Georgia, Alabama, West Virginia, 
Michigan and Kansas. Mr. McCracken is of Scotch- Irish 
ancestry, and his family were among the early settlers of 
Ohio. He has always been a republican, and has never held 
a public office until his appointment by Governor Bushnell, 
in 1896, to be a state canal commissioner. This position he 
is admirably qualified to fill, and his appointment gives gen- 
eral satisfaction. Mr. McCracken is unmarried. 
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Hon. Allen T. Wikoff. 

Allen T. Wikoff was born in Adams county, Ohio, 
November 15, 1825. He was the son of John and Nancy 
Qones) WikoflF. His father was a farmer, and Mr. WikoflF 
himself was brought up on a farm. After receiving a com- 
mon school education he continued to improve himself by 
study at his home. When Mr. WikoflF started in life on his 
own account he engaged in farming, a vocation he continued 
until 1862, when he enlisted in the army and was made lieu- 
tenant of Company A, Ninety-first O. V. I. In 1863 he was 
promoted to the captaincy of his company and served until 
the close of the war. During the time succeeding his return 
from the army he resided temporarily in Columbus, where he 
read law and in 1867 was admitted to the bar, but never 
actively engaged in practice. In 1871 he was appointed chief 
clerk in the oflBce of the secretary of state, which position he 
held until he himself was elected secretary in 1872. In 1874 
he was renominated by acclamation, but was defeated with 
the others on the republican state ticket. In 1874 he was 
made chairman of the republican state executive committee 
and continued as its chief oflScer until 1876, when he was 
appointed adjutant-general of the State of Ohio by Governor 
Hayes, and was also elected as the Ohio member of the 
national republican committee. He resigned both positions 
in July, 1876, in order to give his entire attention to the 
duties of his position as chairman of the state committee 
during the national campaign of that year. In February, 
1877, Mr. WikoflF became United States pension agent for the 
payment of pensions in the state of Ohio, having been 
appointed by President Grant. He was reappointed by Pres- 
ident Hayes in 1881, and again by President Arthur in 1885, 
holding the oflfice until July 31, 1885, when President Cleve- 
land appointed a democrat to the position. In December, 
1885, the United States court appointed Mr. WikoflF receiver 
of the Cleveland & Marietta Railroad, which road was sold 
by order of the court and reorganized July 1, 1886, when he 
was elected a director, president and general manager, and 
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as such had charge of the road nntil near the close of the 
year 1893, when the control of the property was sold at 
private sale. In April, 1896, he was appointed by Governor 
Bushnell a member of the Ohio canal commission. In 
December, 1852, General WikoflF was married to Angeline 
Collier, daughter of John Collier, of Adams county, Ohio. 
They have four children living, Wheeler C, John B., James 
E., and Charles A. WikoflF. General WikoflF moved his 
family from Adams county to Columbus in 1873, and has 
since resided continuously in Ohio's capital. He is a man of 
high character. His record as a business man, as an army 
ofl&cer and as a public ofl&cial is without a stain or blemish. 
In private life he is a kind-hearted, plain and unassuming 
gentleman, and is highly esteemed by all who have come in 
contact with him. 

Hon. William Ruehrwein. 

William Ruehrwein was born in Germany, February 
21, 1840, and while he was yet in infancy his parents came 
to this country and located at Cincinnati, Ohio. He attended 
the public schools until he was fourteen years of age, when 
he began life for himself by entering a machine shop as an 
apprentice. He completed his education in this field, and 
became an excellent workman, and soon was advanced to the 
position of foreman. The estimation in which Mr. Ruehr- 
wein was held by his employers is best illustrated by the 
simple statement that he was continuously in the service of 
one firm for a period of more than thirty years. He has 
always taken more than passing interest in public aflFairs, 
being prominent in labor circles, and has held several posi- 
tions in local government. In 1893, as a republican, Mr. 
Ruehrwein was elected as one of Hamilton county's repre- 
sentatives to the Seventy-first general assembly, and served 
with such satisfaction to his constituents that he was returned 
to the Seventy-second session of that body in 1895. During 
his last term as a member of the legislature. Governor Bush- 
nell appointed Mr. Ruehrwein labor commissioner of Ohio, a 
position he is pre-eminently qualified to fill with credit to 
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himself and to the interests of the state, as well as those in 
whose behalf the department was specially created. Mr. 
Raehrweia was married in 1860 to Miss Sarah Stegner, of 
Cincinnati, and eight children have been bom to them. He 
is a member of the Protestant Reformed chnrch, and is a 
Mason, an Odd Fellow, and a Knight of Honor. 

Qeorge Douglas. 

George Douglas, a prominent representative of or- 
ganized labor in Ohio, was bom July 29, 1859, in Northum- 
berland county, England. At the age of twelve years, he 
commenced to work in the mines and continued until 1881, 
when he came to the United States and settled in North 
Lawrence, Stark county, Ohio. He worked in the mines 
there until 1887, then was called to Columbus as assistant to 
the secretary of N. T. A. 135, K. of L., and continued in 
that position until 1890, when the consolidation of the Pro- 
gressive Union and N. T. A. 135, forming what is now the 
United Mine Workers of America, and was made assistant 
secretary of that organization, which position he held until 
May 1, 1896, when he resigned to accept the position of 
chief clerk in the bureau of labor. Mr. Douglas is a repub- 
lican in politics and he is a sturdy representative of organ- 
ized labor. He was married on October 15, 1891, to Miss 
Myness Edgar, of Lancaster, Ohio. They have one daugh- 
ter, Miss Alma.

Hon. Leonhard Hirscb. 

Lbonhakd Hirsch was bom in Bemcastel on the 
Moselle, Rhenish Prussia, Germany, October 13, 1834. He 
received a common school education and learned the trade of 
printer. Soon after he came of age he established a printing 
and lithographing office in Frankfort-on-the>Main, Germany^ 
but was obliged to leave all and Bee to England when Frank- 
fort was occupied by the Prussians in 1866. For five years 
he worked in London at his trade, and later he managed the 
German weekly Hermann, when he emigrated to America. 
In New York Mr. Hirsch soon found profitable employment^ 
and for awhile was manager of the Oestliche Post^ a German 
daily ; then he accepted a like position in St. Louis, where 
he remained until 1876. Removing to Columbus, Ohio, he 
worked for some months in the IVeslbole office, then he estab- 
lished a republican weekly, the Ohio Sonntagsgast, although 
without ready money, and in spite of the fact that the Ger- 
man population was largely democratic. By the greatest 
energy he kept his paper alive, and in 1891 he established a 
reliable republican daily, the Express, which is the only 
German republican paper in central Ohio. In 1886 Governor 
Foraker appointed Mr, Hirsch to the office of supervisor of 
public printing. He is now serving his fifth term in the 
same office, having been reappointed by Governor Foraker 
and twice appointed by Governor McKinley. Two years- 
hence Mr. Hirsch hopes to celebrate his fiftieth anniversary 
as a printer, and his is truly a most honorable record in the 
world of labor. 
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Hon. John William Knaub. 

John William Knaub is a descendant of German-Swiss 
ancestors, who came to this country prior to the revolutionary 
war. Both of his grandfathers were soldiers in the war of 
the revolution and that of 1812. 

Mr. Knaub was born in York county, Pennsylvania, and 
came to Ohio in 1856, locating at Dayton, which has since 
been his residence. He was educated in the common schools,, 
and then learned the trade of an iron molder. He has been 
a member of the Molders* union since 1862, and has had 
the honor of representing his union at the international con- 
ventions held in Troy, New York, and at Richmond, Va. 

Mr. Knaub has always taken a deep interest in the cause 
of labor, and in this state is regarded as a great factor in ad- 
vancing the interests of the working people. He is a republi- 
can and has served in various local offices, such as street com- 
missioner and councilman. In 1893 he was appointed chief 
inspector of workshops and factories by Governor McKinley 
for the unexpired term ending April 29, 1897. He has been 
active in conducting the affairs of his department, and 
has been very successful in this responsible and trying posi- 
tion. Mr. Knaub is a member of the I. O. O. F., and has 
represented his lodge and district in the grand lodge sessions 
held at Cleveland, Canton, Portsmouth and Sandusky. He 
is also a past patriarch of the encampment branch of the 
order. He is a member of the Order of United American 
Mechanics, being an ex-councilor, ex-state representative and 
ex-state councilor. He has for more than twenty years con- 
tinuously been trustee of Mayflower council, to which he be- 
longs. He is also past chancellor of the order of Knights of 
Pythias. Mr. Knaub was married to Miss Mary A. Rieman 
at Wrightsville, York county. Pa. Five children have been 
born to them, of whom two sons and one daughter are living^ 
two daughters having died in early childhood. 
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Hon. Eli}ah Q. Coffin. 

The warden of the Ohio penitentiary, Elijah G. Co£5q, 
was bom November 27, 1830, near South Charleston, Clark 
county, Ohio. He received his education in the public 
schools, and at the age of eighteen he was appointed mar- 
shal of South Charleston. He was afterward elected to the 
same office, and later he was chosen mayor and justice of 
the peace. In 1868 he was elected sheriff of Clark county, 
and re-elected, serving four years, when he retired from 
office for a period of four years, and was then again chosen 
sheriff of the county and was then re-elected, this making in 
all eight years in the office of sheriff. He was elected mayor 
of Springfield in 1880 and served as chief magistrate of that 
city for two years. Mr. Coffin then returned to his farm 
near Springfield, where he remained until 1886, when he 
was appointed warden of the Ohio penitentiary by Governor 
Foraker, and he was reappointed, serving altogether four 
years. In 1894 he made a trip to Europe and traveled 
throughout the continent sight-seeing and for recreation. 
On both sides the ancestors of Mr. Coffin were English- 
Quakers, and as "Whalers" they settled in Nantucket, 
Rhode Island, early in the history of this country. In 1852 
Mr. Coffin was married to Miss Mary Haley, of Clark county, 
and they have had eight children born to them ; five are de- 
ceased and three married daughters are now living in Clark 
county. Mr. Coffin is a stalwart republican and he has long 
been a close personal and political fnend to Governor Bush- 
nell, who, on May 1, 1896, appointed him to his old position 
as warden of the Ohio state prison. He is a Master Mason 
of forty years' standing. 
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Eli Marlon West. 

Eli Marion West was born on a farm near New 
Straitsville, Perry county, Ohio, March 31, 1853. His par- 
ents were natives of County Down, Ireland. They emi- 
grated to America in 1 836, and they made the trip across the 
Atlantic in a sailing vessel, the voyage taking thirteen 
weeks. They lived in New York City, the father being 
teller in a city bank for several years, when they removed to 
Ohio and settled in Perry county on land near New Straits- 
ville, where they both died. The subject of this sketch has 
always been a republican, and he is prominent in the coun- 
sels of his party. Mr. West was elected trustee of Wash- 
ington township, Hocking county, for three successive terms 
and in the fall of 1883 he was elected treasurer of Hocking 
county, and as such served two years. He was chairman of 
the republican committee during 1884 and 1885. He after- 
ward removed to Columbus and engaged in the real estate 
business until he was appointed clerk in the state sinking 
fund commission, which position he held until 1896, when 
he was appointed by the board of managers of the Ohio pen- 
itentiary steward of that institution. In 1878 Mr. West was 
married to Miss Elizabeth R. lies, of Hocking county, and 
they have two children, a daughter and son. 

Hon. Leander A. Koons. 

Lkander a. Koons, the only son of Solomon Koons 
and Rebecca Koons, nee Cradlebaugh, was born in Dover 
township, Athens county, Ohio, September 25, 1854, and is, 
therefore, forty-one years of age. He was brought up on a 
farm, and, until 1878, divided his time between farming and 
teaching. At that time he began the study of law, and in 
May, 1880, graduated from the Cincinnati Law School. In 
October following he began the practice of his profession in 
Athens in connection with A. G. & H. T. Brown. This firm 
continued until June, 1887, when he formed a partnership 
with Hon. Emmett Tompkins, which partnership continued 
two years, and was terminated by Mr. Tompkins' removal to 
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Columbus. Since that time he has had no business asso- 
ciate. 

Politically he is a democrat, and has always taken an 
active interest in political affairs, having been a member of 
the local party committees, and most of the time either 
chairman or secretary. He has been the party candidate for 
prosecuting attorney of the county, and once for common 
pleas judge of the Athens sub-division of the Seventh judi- 
cial district, but the county and district being overwhelm- 
ingly republican, he failed of election. He has never been 
chosen to an elective oflSce. 

In January, 1891, he was appointed a member of the 
Ohio state board of pardons, of which body he is still a 
member, having been twice reappointed. 

May 29, 1880, he married Miss Lucy C. Lewis, of Mor- 
gan county. There are three children of this marriage, 
Herman L., aged fourteen; Nellie, aged eight, and Lena, 
aged six. 

Hon. Harry Miner. 

Harry Miner, a native of Kentucky, was born July 13, 
1860. His paternal ancestors were pioneer settlers of Fair- 
field and Franklin counties, and his great grandfather came 
west when the country was mainly inhabited by Indians. 
More remote ancestors came to America from England over 
two hundred years ago, and the family has been represented 
in every war in which the United States has been engaged. 
The subject of this sketch was educated in the Columbus 
and Cincinnati public schools. He took an advanced course 
of studies under private tutors on account of an affection of 
the eyes, which prevented steady attendance. In December, 
1892, he became a member of the local staff of the Times- 
Star o{ Cincinnati, and he has filled various reportorial posi- 
tions. He is now Columbus correspondent and editorial 
writer. Mr. Miner was appointed member of the state 
board of pardons by Governor McKinley February 4, 1892, 
to fill the unexpired term of John R. Malloy, and subse- 
quently he was reappointed for a term of four years. 
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Hon. Qeorge Washins^ton Ewing. 

George Washington Ewing, member of the state 
board of pardons, was born at Washington D. C. June 3, 
1865. He is of revolutionary stock. His great-grandfather, 
George Ewing, was a lieutenant in the army of Washington, 
passing through the winter at Valley Forge and command- 
ing a battery of artillery at the battle of Brandywine, where 
the excellent service of the guns under his command mater- 
ially contributed to the repulse of the enemy. A manuscript 
dairy, written by the senior George Ewing during his service 
in the revolution, is now among the most valued possessions 
of his descendant, who is the subject of this sketch. He is 
a grandson of the elder Thomas Ewing of Ohio, who was 
one of the most prominent whigs of his day — twice senator 
from Ohio, secretary of the treasury under the elder Harrison 
and the first secretary of the interior. His father, Maj.-Gen. 
Hugh Ewing, served with distinction in the union army 
throughout the civil war, and was minister to Holland under 
President Johnson. Two of his uncles, Thomas, jr., and 
Charles, were generals in the late war, and were distinguished 
as lawyers and statesmen. He is related to the late James 
G. Blaine, and by aflSnity to the late Gen. W. T. Sherman. 
On the side of his mother, Henrietta Young, he is descended 
from an old Maryland family of plantation owners, one of his 
ancestors having come over with Lord Baltimore as commis- 
sioner of crown lands, and assisted in the establishment of 
Maryland. This family also fought for the independence of 
the colonies, and one of its members was a neighbor and 
intimate friend of General Washington. 

'Mr. Ewing is engaged in the practice of law at Lancaster, 
Ohio. His political afiiliations are democratic. He was ap- 
pointed by Governor McKinley in 1892 as a member of a 
special bi-partisan commission to investigate and report upo^i 
the financial condition of the Ohio boys' industrial school, 

and was appointed a member of the Ohio state board of 
pardons in 1895. 

He was married in 1892 to Miss Agnes Donahue, of 

•Greensburg, Pennsylvania, and they have four children — 
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Ruth Udell, Thomas Donahue and Hugh Maskell (twins) 
and George Hampton. 

Mr. Ewing is a member of the young men's institute ; 
was a member of the grand council for several years, and is 
president of the local council at Lancaster. He traveled 
while a child through much of Europe, spending four years 
abroad. He was educated at St. Vincent's College, near 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, graduated at the Cincinnati law 
school and was admitted to the bar in 1888. 

Hon. Manning M. Rose. 

Manning M. Rose is a native of Ohio and resides at 
Marietta. He was bom in Washington county, June 30, 
1856. He received his education in the public schools, and 
during a greater portion of his life has been actively engaged 
in mercantile business. From 1885 to 1889 he was deputy 
sheriflF of his county. He is an active republican, and has 
been prominently identified with the politics of the state, 
and has filled the positions of secretary, treasurer and chair- 
man of the executive committee of Washington county. In 
February, 1890, he was appointed by President Harrison to 
be principal clerk of surveys of the United States, general 
land oflSce at Washington, D. C, at a salary of ^1,800. 
Without solicitation he was promoted to the chief clerkship 
of the bureau in September, 1891, at a salary of ^2,500, and 
in November, 1892, was appointed assistant commissioner of 
the oflSce at a salary of ^3,500. Mr. Rose had the honor of 
receiving more promotions than any one else connected with 
Harrison's administration. In addition to his official duties 
he had sole charge of the preparation of the general land 
office exhibit to the World's Columbian Exposition, and also 
filled the position of examining general of the District of 
Columbia. 

On the advent of the Cleveland administration in 1893, 
he resigned and returned to his home at Marietta, Ohio, 
where he is now engaged in the shoe business. 

He was appointed a member of the state board of pardons 
hy Governor McKinley in April, 1895, and was president of 
the board, when he resigned in 1896. 

Mr. Rose married Louisa M. Beish, January 1, 1878, and 
they have two children^-C. Beish Rose and Nellie M. Rose, 
ages seventeen and fourteen years respectively. He is pres- 
ident of the New Century Historical Society, one of the lead- 
ing historical societies of the state. 
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Hon. Asahel W. Jones. 

AsAHBL W. Jones was bom at Johnstonville, Trumbull 
county, Ohio, September 13, 1838. His parents were Wil- 
liam P. Jones and Mary Bond Jones, who were New Eng- 
land people, coming from Connecticut and Massachusetts. 
Mr. Jones's education was such as he was able to obtain 
from the common schools and later from Western Reserve 
Seminary, located at West Farmington. He studied law and 
was admitted to the bar, and located at Youngstown, which 
has since been his home, and where he has established a 
large and lucrative practice and enjoys the reputation of 
being one of the leading lawyers of Ohio. Mr. Jones has 
always been a republican, and in recent years his repu- 
tation has extended throughout the state. He was prosecut- 
ing attorney of Mahoning county two terms, and in connec- 
tion with being high in the counsels of party leaders, he 
was delegate to the republican national convention in 1880. 
In 1886 he was appointed judge advocate general on the 
staflF of Governor Foraker. In 1895 he was nominated on 
the republican state ticket for lieutenant-governor of Ohio, 
and the ticket was electefi by one of the largest majorities 
ever given in the state. Mr. Jones is extensively interested 
in banking and farming in connection with his law practice. 
He gives special attention to the breeding of short-horn 
cattle, and is one of the best known men in this line in the 
country. During the session of the Seventy-second general 
assembly, as president of the senate, Lieutenant-Governor 
Jones presided with fairness and impartiality, which se- 
cured for him the confidence and warm friendship of every 
member of that body. Near the close of the session he 
tendered a magnificent banquet to the members of the 
senate, during which, as an expression of their kind feeling 
toward the lieutenant-governor, he was ' presented with a 
handsome Knight Templar charm by the senators. Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Jones is a man of splendid intellectual 
attainments and possesses a social nature and gentlemanly 
qualities which secures for him the friendship of all with 
whom he comes in contact. 
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Hon. Elroy McKendree Avery. 

Elroy McKendree Avery was born at Erie, Mon- 
roe county, Michigan, July 14, 1844. He enlisted in the 
war of the rebellion and served his country with valor and 
distinction. Since the war he has been engaged in com- 
mercial life, and as a journalist and publisher, until 1893, 
when he was nominated and elected senator from the Twenty- 
fifth district, being re-elected in 1895. 

* 

Hon. McPherson Brown. 

McPherson Brown was born in Pittsburg, Pa., October 
21, 1860. He moved to Piqua, Ohio, November 21, 1889, 
and in 1893, as a republican, was elected senator to the 
Seventy-first general assembly of Ohio, and re-elected to the 
Seventy-second general assembly. 

Hon. William T. Clark. 

William T. Clark came to Cleveland in 1857 and 
became an apprentice in the firm of Lord, Sanders & Bowler^ 
machinists. January 15, 1862, he entered the army and 
served until February 20, 1865, in Company K, of the First 
Light Artillery, under the command of Captain L. DeBeck. 
Since 1 857 he has lived continuously in Cleveland, except the 
time of service in the army. Mr. Clark studied law with W. 
S. Kerruish, of Cleveland, and graduated at the Old Union 
Law College and began the practice of law in 1872. He was 
elected to the Sixty-eighth general assembly, and again to 
the Seventieth general assembly in 1891, and was chairman 
of the judiciary committee of the house. He was elected 
senator to the Seventy-first general assembly, receiving a 
majority of 9,000 over the democratic candidate, and was re- 
elected to the Seventy-second general assembly. Mr. Clark 
has been for two terms commander-in-chief of the Union 
Veterans' Union, an organization of old soldiers, whose mem- 
bership is conditioned upon at least six months' service at 
the front. 
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Hon. W. F. Conley. 

W. F. Conley, who represented the Thirty-second sen- 
atorial district in the Seventy-second general assembly, lives 
at Tamah, Mercer county, where he is engaged as a farmer 
and stock raiser. Mr. Conley enjoys the distinction of being 
the first "populist" ever elected to the Ohio Legislature. 
He was first placed in nomination by the regular populist 
convention and afterward endorsed by the republicans, and 
as the fusion candidate he overcame the plurality of almost 
five thousand, by which his predecessor had been elected. 
During the session Mr. Conley served on several important 
committees and made for himself a creditable record as a 
legislator. 

Hon. Elias Crandall. 

Elias Crandall was born May 25, 1829, in Angelica, 
N. Y., where his father was a farmer and miller. His educa- 
tion was received in the common schools of the locality in 
which he was bom. Mr. Crandall resides at Jackson, and is 
cngSLged in the manufacture of pig iron. Before removing 
to Jackson he resided at Warren, Pa. ; New Cumberland, W. 
Va. ; Sullivan, Mo.; and Newport and Portsmouth, Ohio. 
During the war he served in the Morgan raid. Mr. Cran- 
dall is a republican and in 1895 was elected to represent the 
Seventh senatorial district in the Seventy-second general 
assembly, and made a splendid record as a member of that 
body, serving on a number of important committees. In 
1868 Mr. Crandall was married at Junior Furnace, Ohio, to 
Miss Nan F. Forsythe, a daughter of Ohio's pioneer furnace 
owner and operator. 

Hon. Thaddeus E. Cromley. 

Thaddbus £. Cromlby was born at Ashville, Pickaway 
county, Ohio, June 21, 1843, and was educated in the public 
schools and at Kenyon College. His occupation has always 
been that of a farmer and stock raiser, although he is largely 
interested in various business concerns and is a man of 
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affairs generally. Mr. Cromley is a rock-ribbed democrat 
and has had considerable experience in public life. He 
represented Pickaway county in the Sixty-eighth and Sixty- 
ninth general assemblies and made a splendid record during 
his term of oflSce. He was the author of the law providing 
for the annual sessions of the Farmers' Institutes under the 
direction of the state board of agriculture, a measure of 
much benefit to the farmers of the state. In 1890 he was the 
democratic candidate for secretary of state, and after a mag- 
nificent canvass was defeated by about 11,000 votes. In 1895 
he was elected as one of the senators from the Tenth dis- 
trict to the Seventy-second general assembly. As a legisla- 
tor Mr. Cromley has gained an enviable reputation. He is 
conservative, but does not lack the spirit of aggressiveness 
when such action is necessary. He is broad and liberal in 
his views and guided in his actions by a desire to secure 
such results as appear to be in the interests of the people 
regardless of party necessities. Mr. Cromley's only military 
experience was as one of the "squirrel hunters'* during the 
Morgan raid. In 1870 he was married to Miss Mary R. 
Miller, of South Bloomfield, and they have a family of seven 
children. 

Hon. Charles Sumner Dana. 

Charles Sumner Dana was born at Belpre, Ohio, 
November 15, 1864. Mr. Dana is a great grandson of Gen. 
Benjamin Tupper, one of the projectors and leaders of the 
Ohio company, who was also a distinguished oflBcer of the 
American revolution and a comrade and confidante of Wash- 
ington. Mr. Dana is also a great grandson of Capt. William 
Dana, who commanded a company of soldiers at Bunker Hill 
and served through the entire period of the revolution, being 
distinguished for his bravery and patriotism. When peace 
was declared he was left in an impoverished condition, and 
sought to restore his fortunes by accepting the offers of the 
Ohio company, and in 1789 settled on the farm at Belpre, 
Ohio, known as the Dana farm, where the subject of this 
sketch was bom. This farm is still in the possession of the 
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Dana family, and has borne a conspicuous part in the devel- 
opment of horticulture in the great Northwest. Captain 
Dana was succeeded by his son George, who always took a 
deep interest in public affairs, being especially interested in 
the causes leading to the formation of the Republican party. 
He was a great factor in introducing and maintaining the 
educational advantages that so distinctly marked the children 
of the first settlers of Ohio. George Dana was succeeded by 
his son George, jr. , who was a leading business man of Belpre 
for forty years, and left the impression of his character on 
every enterprise with which he was connected. He fully 
appreciated the value of education, and devoted his energies 
and means to maintaining our schools and colleges. He was 
a good counselor, and was guided at all times by his keen 
sense of that which was right. Charles S. Dana was educated 
in the public schools and at Marietta academy and college. 
Mr. Dana is a bright and energetic young man, who gives 
promise of a history fully in keeping with that of his illus- 
trious ancestry. He is a republican, and has always taken an 
active interest in public affairs, and served as chairman of 
the county republican executive committee in 1893. In 1895 
he was elected to represent the Ninth-Fourteenth senatorial 
district in the Seventy-second general assembly, being one 
of the youngest members of that body. As a legislator he 
gave evidence of a familiarity with public affairs which spoke 
much for his intelligence and fitness for the duties of a law 
maker. He served on a number of important committees, 
and was an active participant in the business of the session 
generally in a creditable manner, winning the respect of his 
associates and the confidence and approval of his constituency. 
Mr. Dana resides at Marietta, where he is engaged in an ex- 
tensive fruit packing and canning industry. In 1891 he was 
married to Miss Mary Anderson Sayre, of Marietta, and the 
union has been blessed with one child, a daughter. Mr. Dana 
is interested in affairs generally at his home, and is a member 
of the Knights of Pythias and the Order of United American 
Mechanics. 
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Hon. Qeorse If. Ely. 

George H. Ely was bom in Elyria, Ohio, November 
15, 1844. He was a member of the class of 1865 at Western 
Reserve college daring freshman and sophomore years. In 
the fall of 1863 he entered the junior class at Yale college, 
and was graduated by this college in the class of 1865. After 
completing his college course he engaged actively in business. 
He was nominated for senator, as a republican, to represent 
the Twenty-seventh and Twenty-ninth districts in the Seventy- 
first general assembly, without opposition, and was elected 
by more than double the majority ever given in his district, 
and was re-elected to the Seventy-second general assembly. 

Hon. George Falloon. 

George Falloon was born at Athens, Ohio, in 1852, 
his entire life having been spent in that locality. He was 
educated in the public schools and at the Ohio university. 
He studied civil engineering, and served as county surveyor 
of Athens county. Mr. Falloon is a republican, and has 
always taken considerable interest in public affairs, and in 
1893 he was a candidate for the nomination for representa- 
tive before the republican county convention, but was de- 
feated by Hon. D. L. Sleeper by a majority of two votes. In 
1895 he was elected to represent the Ninth-Fourteenth senato- 
rial district in the Seventy-second general assembly. Mr. 
Falloon at once took rank as one of the leaders in that body, 
and was prominently identified with all important legislation 
enacted during the session. He served as a member of the 
finance committee, the committee on municipal corporations, 
and was also an active member of several other important 
committees, being chairman of the committee on industrial 
school for boys and girls. Throughout the session he was 
one of the most industrious members of the senate. He 
acquired the reputation of having much ability, coupled with 
fairness among his fellow members, while his entire record 
was such as to command the respect and approval of his con- 
stituency. Mr. Falloon has been married twice, his second 
wife being Miss Carrie McCord, of Columbus, to whom he 
was married during the spring of 1 896. He resides at Athens, 
where he is engaged in the lumber business, and also has 
other extensive interests. 
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Hon. Charies Fleischmann. 

Charles Fleischmann, senator from the First Ohio 
district, is a native of Hungary, in which country he was 
bom November 3, 1834. He was educated in Vienna and in 
Prague, and when only nineteen years old began an active 
business life in a general merchandise house. He came to 
America in 1866, and for two years was engaged in the dis- 
tilling business in New York city. In 1868 he removed to 
Cincinnati, and has been there ever since. It was after his 
arrival in Cincinnati that he invented and had patented im- 
proved machinery for use in distilleries. Subsequently he 
originated the extensive manufacture of what is known 
throughout the length and breadth of this country as Fleisch- 
mann's compressed yeast, a product daily circulated in nearly 
every city and hamlet in the United States. Besides being 
the proprietor of this celebrated manufactory, he is the senior 
member of a distilling firm, director of the Cincinnati Coop- 
erage company, and president of the Market National bank 
of Cincinnati. Mr. Fleischmann, as a republican, was a 
member of the Ohio senate in 1880, and was subsequently 
appointed a Cincinnati fire commissioner and a trustee of 
Longview hospital. In 1 892 ex-Governor McKinley appointed 
him an aide on his staff. In 1895 he was again elected to 
the Ohio senate. It is interesting to note that during his 
first session in the general assembly Mr. Fleischmann intro- 
duced a bill proposing that the state house should be lighted 
by electricity. The idea was looked upon as impracticable 
and with some degree of ridicule. His somewhat advance 
notion was vindicated, however, when a few years later the 
state house was wired completely, and has since been illum- 
inated with incandescent lights. During his second term as 
^ senator, Mr. Fleischmann introduced a bill providing for a 
governor's mansion, supporting the project with the argument 
that it was beneath the dignity of the chief executive of the 
state to be quartered at a hotel or be compelled to accept 
such a residence as might be found vacant. The bill was 
passed in the senate, but met with some opposition in the 
house, and failed to become a law. Senator Fleishmann is a 
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member of the society of natural history of Cincinnati, is a 
trustee of the college of music, and a director of the techni- 
cal school. He ranks as one of Cincinnati's most public 
spirited citizens. No solicitor for any extensive charitable 
undertaking ever forgets to call on him, and none are ever 
rebuffed when they do call. Mr. Fleischmann was married, 
in 1869, to Miss Henrietta Robertson, of New York, and has 
two sons and a daughter, the latter being the wife of Dr. 
Holmes, one of Cincinnati's leading physicians. The senator 
occupies a beautiful home in Avondale. 



Hon. James R. Qarfield. 

James R. Garfield was born in Hiram, Portage 
county, Ohio, October 17, 1865. He was educated in the 
public schools and at St. Pauls, Concord, N. H., and at Wil- 
liams College. After graduating at the latter institution he 
read law and was admitted to the bar. He is a son of the 
late President Garfield, a name and memory loved and 
revered by the people of this country and honored through- 
out the world. It was quite natural and not altogether un- 
expected that the promising son of so noble a father should 
naturally take a more than passing interest in public affairs. 
In 1895, as a republican, Mr. Garfield was elected to repre- 
sent the Twenty-fourth-Twenty-sixth senatorial district in 
the Seventy-second general assembly, a position filled by his 
distinguished father thirty-six years ago. Although his col- 
leagues were almost without exception men far beyond him 
in years, Mr. Garfield at once became an important factor in 
the senate, not the result of a disposition to force himself 
into prominence, but for the reason that his talents, ability 
and manly courage appeared naturally to give him that posi- 
tion. No member of the senate took greater interest in the 
legislative proceedings, and his voice was always heard in 
behalf of justice and right. He served with distinction on 
a number of important committees and was the author of 
several excellent measures, one of which, the Garfield "Cor- 
rupt Practices" bill, in the interests of purer election 
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methods, and which became a law, being generally consid- 
ered one of the most important passed during the session. 

Mr. Garfield was married in 1890 to Miss Helen New- 
hall, of Chicago, and three children have been bom to them. 
With his family he resides at Mentor, for many years the 
old Garfield homestead, and he practices law in the city of 
Cleveland. 

Hon. Qeorge B. Hamilton. 

George B. Hamilton was born in Muskingum county, 
Ohio, February 12, 1833, his father being a Methodist-Pro- 
testant minister. The family removed to Union county in 
1838, and Mr. Hamilton received his education in the com- 
mon schools of that locality, after which he taught for sev- 
eral terms. He has always been a republican and has held 
several local offices, such as justice of the peace and town- 
ship trustee. In 1895 he was elected to represent the Thir- 
teenth senatorial district in the Seventy-second general 
assembly. He was chairman of the committee on medical 
societies and colleges, and was also a member of the com- 
mittee on common schools and several other committees of 
importance. At the age of twenty-four he was married to 
Miss Marion Hamilton, of Brownsville, Licking County, 
Ohio, and they have three children living. Mr. Hamilton 
resides at Richwood, Union county, where he is extensively 
engaged in farming. 

Hon. John R. Hankey. 

John R. Hankey was born on a farm in Wayne county, 
Ohio, March 16, 1843. He is of German ancestry, his father 
removing to Ohio from Pennsylvania. Young Hankey ob- 
tained his education in the common schools. When he was 
seven years of age his mother died, and from an early date in 
life he was left to think and act for himself, and his success 
proves that he was destined to become a leader of men. 

At the age of fifteen he started out in the world to make 
his own way, and burned all social bridges behind him. He 
walked to Wooster, a distance of seventeen miles, practically 
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penniless, and made application to J. B. Childs, a clothing 
dealer, for a "job." At the first attempt he succeeded, and be- 
ginning at the bottom rung on the business ladder, he rapidly 
climbed toward the top. In 1861, at the age of eighteen, he 
entered the army and served faithfully for three years as a 
volunteer in the Fourth O. V. I., and today carries marks 
from some of the engagements. 

At the close of the war he returned to his old position, 
where he remained until 1867, when he engaged as a traveling 
salesman with a Philadelphia wholesale cloth house, remain- 
ing with this firm ten years. 

Three years previous to his quitting the road, he estab- 
lished a clothing store at Bowling Green, and built the first 
modern brick block in Bowling Green, where his business 
assumed such large proportions that he resigned his position 
and salary of ^3,500 per year, and located permanently in 
Bowling Green with his family. 

He soon reached out into other fields of traffic, and is 
now a heavy lumber dealer ; is vice president of the First 
National bank; largely interested in the oil business, and 
has other large property interests. 

He has ever been an active republican, and in the fall of 
1895 was elected state senator from the Thirty-third sena- 
torial district, leading the ticket, and his plurality over the 
highest of the three democratic nominees was 7,345. Mr. 
Hankey served with distinction as a member of the senate 
finance committee, and he was also a member of the com- 
mittees on municipal corporations and railroads and tele- 
graphs, and he was chairman of the committee on benevolent 
institutions. 

He was married October 12, 1867, to Miss Emma T. Van 
Houten, of Wooster, daughter of P. S. Van Houten, and 
they have three sons, Rufus P. , Harry G., and Philo S. 

Mr. Hankey is a member of the Grand Army, is a Mason 
and Odd Fellow, and few men to-day can match him in ac- 
tivity and energy in the pursuits of life. 
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Hon. William M. Harper. 

W11.LIAM M. Harper was born and reared in Mt. Ver- 
non, Ohio, and is a son of the late Hon. Lecky Harper, of 
that city, one of the best known newspaper publishers in the 
state. Mr. Harper received ^ his education in the public 
schools of his native city and at Annapolis Naval Academy. 
He is engaged in the newspaper business and, as a democrat,, 
takes a deep interest in public aflFairs. He was elected to 
represent the Seventeenth-Twenty-eighth senatorial district 
in the Seventy-second general assembly, and was an active 
member of that body, being the minority representative on a 
number of important committees. He represented his dis- 
trict in a creditable manner and to the entire satisfaction of 
his constituency. Mr. Harper was married January 25,, 
1881, to Miss Eulalie Smith, of Washington, D. C, and they 
now reside at Mt. Vernon, Ohio. 

Hon. James J. Harbaugh. 

James J. Harbaugh was born in Sandyville, Tuscara- 
was county, Ohio, in 1833, and when but eight years of age 
he removed with his parents to Putnam county. While he 
had some opportunities to secure such education as the log 
school house, with the many disadvantages of that period 
afforded, he is a man whose education is almost wholly self- 
acquired. Through the heroic industry which character- 
ized the people of that period, Mr. Harbaugh became 
possessed of a fair education, after which he became a 

teacher in the common schools for a period of six years. In 
April, 1861, at the breaking out of the war, Mr. Harbaugh 
enlisted in Company E, Twenty-first O. V. I. Later he 
joined the Eighty-first O. V. I. and became a lieutenant, 
being for a considerable portion of his service in command 
of a company. After the war he returned home and engaged 
in the ministry of the United Brethren church. In 1895 he 
was elected, as a republican, to represent the Thirty-third 
senatorial district in the Seventy-second general assembly. 
In 1866 Mr. Harbaugh was married to Miss Anna Scott, of 
Kalida, at which place they now reside with their family of 
five children. Mr. Harbaugh is presiding elder of the Find- 
lay district of the United Brethren church. 
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Hon. John W Herrron. 

John W. Herron was born in Franklin county, Penn- 
sylvania, May 10, 1827. He was educated in the Chillicothe, 
Ohio, Academy and at Miami University. He has resided at 
Cincinnati since 1848, having lived at Chillicothe for seven 
years prior to that time. Mr. Herron studied law and was 
admitted to the bar, and has been engaged as an attorney at 
Cincinnati for many years. He was a member of the consti- 
tutional convention of Ohio in 1872-3, and from 1889 to 1894 
was United States attorney for the southern district of Ohio. 
In 1895 he was elected as one of the Hamilton county sena- 
tors to the Seventy-second general assembly as a republican, 
and occupied a position as one of the leading members of 
that body. Mr. Herron is a forcible speaker, and was re- 
garded as one of the best debaters in the senate. In 1854 
Mr. Herron was married to Miss^arriet Collins, of Cleveland, 
and they are the parents of eight children. 

Hon. Charles Mather Hoj^s:. 

Charles Mather Hogg was born in Warren, Jefferson 
County, Ohio, January 24, 1840. He was educated at Wash- 
ington College, Washington, Pa., taking an elective course. 
He has lived at Cadiz, Harrison county, since 1861. During 
this period he has been engaged in banking, farming and the 
general business of that county. He was president of the 
Farmers' and Mechanics' National bank for a number of 
years. Mr. Hogg was elected to the senate of the Seventy- 
first general assembly of Ohio from the Twentieth and 
Twenty-second districts as a republican, and was also re- 
turned to the Seventy-second general assembly. 

Hon. Charles Fenton Howard. 

Chari.es Fenton Howard is a son of Hon. R. E. 
Howard, who, during a period of fifty-five years, from 1837 to 
1892, practiced law in Xenia, O. He was several times elected 
mayor of that city, and in 1848, and again from 1866 to 1870, 
represented Greene county in the general assembly. Charles 
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Howard was born in Xenia, July 12, 1859. He was educated 
in the public schools, at Xenia college, and later completed 
his studies at Ann Arbor, Michigan. He read law with his 
father. Mr. Howard is a republican, and was city clerk in 
Xenia in 1883, but on account of failing health was compelled 
to resign, being unable to confine himself to business for a 
period of several years. In 1888 he was elected mayor of 
his native city, re-elected in 1890, and honored with a third 
and fourth term in 1892 and 1894. His last term was not 
completed, however, owing to his being elected to represent 
the Fifth-Sixth joint district in the senate of the Seventy- 
second general assembly. Mr. Howard's extended service 
has given him a broad education in public affairs and fitted 
him admirably for his legislative duties. He has for several 
years been a member of the board of directors of the Peoples' 
Building and Savings Association Company of Xenia, and 
for the past two years has been president of that institution. 
He is interested in Xenia's business and social affairs gene- 
rally, and is known as a capable and progressive man, whom, 
it is thought, will gain additional political honors. October 
25, 1882, Mr. Howard was married to Miss Adda Gowdy, of 
Greene county. They have one child, a daughter, aged four 
years. 

Hon. John C. Hutsinpiller. 

John C. Hutsinpiller was born in Gallia county, Ohio, 
December 11, 1840. He lived on the farm until he enlisted 
in the army, August 19, 1862, in Company G, One Hundred 
and Seventeenth O. V. I. This regiment was reorganized 
August 12, 1863, and was known thereafter as the First Ohio 
Heavy Artillery. He was mustered out of service July 25, 
1865. After taking a business course in Nelson's commercial 
college, he engaged in the manufacture of furniture in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio. He was appointed trustee of the Athens 
asylum by Governor Foraker, re-appointed by Governor 
Campbell, and continued by Governor McKinley. He was 
nominated by acclamation by the republicans of the Eighth 
senatorial district and elected to the Seventy-first general 
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assembly by a majority of 11,720 and was re-elected to the 
Seventy-second general assembly, of which body he was 
the president pro tern. As a presiding officer Senator Huts- 
inpiller was eminently fair and satisfactory. 

Hon. Niai R. Hysell. 

NiAL R. Hysell was born at Pomeroy, Ohio, October 
10, 1854. Upon reaching boyhood, after a few months at the 
public schools, he was obliged to make a living for himself, 
and began working in a coal mine. His thirst for knowledge 
remained unsatisfied, however, and during leisure moments 
he continued his studies and acquired a fair knowledge of 
the common branches of education. He worked as a coal 
miner until 1884, when he was elected vice-president of the 
miners' organization, serving in this capacity for three years, 
after which he became president of the state trades assembly 
for three years. He represented Perry county in the general 
assembly of Ohio from 1887 to 1891, and in the Sixty-ninth 
session was elected speaker of the house. As a presiding 
officer he displayed an excellent knowledge of parliamentary 
law and usage, and was regarded as being a fair and impar- 
tial speaker. He then read law, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1893. In 1895 Mr. Hysell was nominated and elected 
state senator from the Tenth district, and he proved to be an 
influential member of that body, serving on the judiciary 
and other important committees. Mr. Hysell was married, 
in 1875, to Miss Analda R. Dining, and they now reside in 
Columbus, where he is engaged in the practice of his pro- 
fession. 

Hon. James D. Johnson. 

James D. Johnson was bom November 26, 1858. His 
parents then lived upon a farm near Salem, Adams connty, 
Indiana, but in the spring of 1860 moved to a farm situated 
in Black Creek township, Mercer county, Ohio, where the 
subject of this sketch grew to man's estate. He was edu- 
cated in the common schools, at the Willshire high school, 
and attended the Ohio Wesleyan University at Delaware,

Ohio, in the year 1878. He then read law under the super- 
vision of Hon. T. J. Godfrey, Celina, Ohio, and took one 
year in the Cincinati law school, and was admitted to the 
bar June 3, 1 884. Mr. Johnson has been an active democrat 
and served as clerk of Black Creek township one year ; was 
for six years justice of the peace in Celina, and was deputy 
treasurer of Mercer county two years. In 1893 he was 
elected to represent the Thirty-second senatorial district of 
Ohio, and was re-elected to that body in 1895. During his 
legislative career Mr. Johnson gave evidence of possessing 
the highest qualifications necessary to the successful law- 
maker. He is an orator of much ability, and in debate 
proved to be an adept in the art of presenting arguments in 
a forcible and convincing manner. He served on impor- 
tant committees and was an active participant in the busi- 
ness of the session generally, and acquired a reputation for 
being one of the most industrious and capable members of 
the senate. Mr. Johnson resides at Celina, Ohio, where he 
is engaged in the practice of law. In local circles he is pop- 
ular, and is regarded by his friends and associates as a young 
man possessing all the requisites to a highly successful life, 
while his official career has claimed the attention of party 
leaders, among whom Mr. Johnson is regarded as one of the 
promising young democrats of Ohio. In 1886 the subject of 
this sketch was married to Miss Rebecca Darrah, and two 
children — a son and daughter — have been born to them. 

Hon. William M. Jones. 

William M. Jones was born in Fayette county, Ohio, 
December 5, 1850. He is a son of James Jones, who was 
born in 1813 in the same county. The subject of this sketch 
lived upon a farm, attending country schools occasionally in 
the winter until old enough and far enough advanced in 
school work to enter the Ohio Wesleyan University at Del- 
aware, Ohio, from which institution he graduated in the class 
of 1872. After finishing the college course he returned to 
fanning, which occupation he followed until 1882, when he 
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moved to London, Ohio, and engaged in the grain business, 
which he has continuously followed, including with it farm- 
ing and banking. Mr. Jones has been a republican since he 
was old enough to vote, and was elected treasurer of 
Madison county by that party in 1885 and again in 1887, and 
in 1895 was elected by 4,095 plurality to represent the sena- 
torial district, composed of Madison, Clark and Champaign 
counties in the Seventy-second general assembly. As a 
legislator, Mr. Jones' course was conservative, but marked 
by broad and liberal views. His extensive business exper- 
ience and training admirably equipped him for public duties, 
and he was regarded as one of the foremost members of the 
Seventy-second general assembly. In his home association 
he is a leading citizen and business man, and enjoys the en- 
tire confidence of the citizens of his community. On Feb- 
ruary 22, 1877, and while living upon the farm, he married 
Miss Lucy Pancoast, of Pancoastburg, Ohio, and they have a 
family of five children, three sons and two daughters. 



Hon. J. Ford banning. 

J. Ford Lanning was born at New London, Ohio, May 
15, 1853, where he resided until January, 1882, when he re- 
moved to Norwalk, his present home. His education was 
obtained chiefly in the common schools. From the age of 
fifteen to twenty-one his time was spent at manual labor, in 
study and in teaching school. During much of the time his 
spare moments were devoted to the study of law. He was 
admitted to the bar in 1875. On moving to Norwalk he 
gradually abandoned his law practice, and built up a pub- 
lishing business, which has become one of the largest in the 
country. Notwithstanding that the district he represents 
has a nominal democratic majority of about 1,500, he was 
elected on the republican ticket by a plurality of 1,744, run- 
ning ahead of his ticket in many places, and was also elected 
to the Seventy-second general assembly. 
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Hon. John H. Mors^an. 

John H. Morgan was born in Wales, February 14, 1862, 
and came to this country with his parents when a boy of five. 
They located at Newark, where young Morgan attended 
school until fourteen years of age, when he was compelled to 
earn his own living. He first engaged in a glass house until 
1879, when his family located at Cleveland, Ohio, and he 
began work in a rolling mill, continuing in this business for 
a number of years. Mr. Morgan has been prominent in labor 
circles, and four times represented the Guernsey county 
lodges in the Amalgamated Association of Iron and Steel 
Workers, during which time he was called upon to act as an 
arbiter in settlement of questions between employers and 
employes. In 1895 he was elected as a republican to repre- 
sent the Eighteenth-Nineteenth joint senatorial district in 
the Seventy-second general assembly. In 1890 Mr. Morgan 
was married to Miss Emma Wilson, of Martin's Ferry, and 
they have a family of three children, their residence being 
Cambridge. 

Hon. Adolph Pluemer. 

Adolph Pluemer was born in Cassell, Hesscn, Ger- 
many, on the 9th day of July, 1851. He was educated in 
the high school of his native town, and in 1867 emigrated to 
Cincinnati, which place has been his residence ever since, 
and he is prominently identified with the business in- 
terests of the queen city. Mr. Pluemer has always been a 
republican and deeply interested in public affairs. He has 
held numerous local offices in Cincinnati, having served as 
member of the board of education, trustee of public library, 
also as its treasurer. He was alternate federal commissioner 
from the State of Ohio to the world's fair at Chicago in 1893. 
In 1895 he was elected senator from Hamilton county to the 
Seventy-second general assembly. He at once became an 
important member of that body, his extensive business ex- 
perience well qualifying him for the duties of a legislator. 
He was a member of the finance committee, chairman of the 
committee on common schools, and also served on a number 
of other important committees. He was active in the pro- 
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ceedings of the senate generally, and was held in high esteem 
by the members of the senate, while his record as a member 
of that body commanded the approval of his constituents. 
In his home Mr. Pluemer is strongly identified with local 
aflfairs, and he is prominently connected with secret, com- 
mercial and social societies, being a member of the following 
organizations : President of the Elmont Building and Saving 
company, president of the German-American free kinder- 
garten society, member of the Cincinnati chamber of com- 
merce, Charcoal Iron-workers of the United States, Ohio 
Humane society, Technical school of Cincinnati, German 
Press club, Elm Street club, North Cincinnati Republican 
club, Lincoln club. Young Men's Blaine club, North Cin- 
cinnati Turn Verein, life member of the American Institute 
of Mining engineers, B. P. O. E. (Elks), Harmony Lodge 
No. 2, F. & A. M., of North Cincinnati ; Cincinnati Chapter, 
Scottish Rite, Trinity Commandery, Nobles Mystic Shrine, 
Syrian Temple, and a few other minor orders or societies. 
In 1879 Mr. Pluemer was married to Miss Henrietta Fischer, 
and the union has been blessed with a family of four children. 
He resides at Mt. Auburn, one of the beautiful suburbs of 
Cincinnati, and is largely engaged as a commission mer- 
chant in handling pig iron, etc. 

Hon. riorris Porter. 

Morris Porter was bom in Cuyahoga county, Ohio, 
February 15, 1837. He was educated in the public schools 
and at Shaw academy. During the war of the rebellion 
Mr. Porter served in the Union army for a period of three 
years, and has a splendid soldier record. After returning to 
his home he was elected sheriflf of Cuyahoga county. Mr. 
Porter is a republican, was a member of the Sixty-ninth and 
Seventieth general assemblies as a senator, and in 1895 was 
re-elected for a third time as a representative from Cuyahoga 
county. In 1865 he was married to Miss Hester Kennedy, of 
Marysville, Ohio. They have two children, and the family 
reside at Cleveland, Ohio, where Mr. Porter is engs^ged in 
the real estate business. 
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Hon. Benjamin P. Rogers. 

Benjamin P. Rogbrs was born on a farm where the vil- 
lage of Corning, Perry county, Ohio, is now situated, Decem- 
ber 30, 1853. He received his education in the common schools 
and at New Lexington high school, and he graduated at 
Duff's business college in 1879. Mr. Rogers is a republican, 
and has been honored by his party with several local offices, 
serving as treasurer of Perry county for two terms, and also 
as a member of the New Lexington council. In 1895 he was 
nominated and elected to represent the Fifteenth-Sixteenth 
joint senatorial districts in the Seventy-second general assem- 
bly. He served as chairman of the committee on county 
affairs, and was also a member of a number of the most im- 
portant committees. Mr. Rogers displayed excellent quali- 
ties as a legislator, and although one of the younger members 
of the general assembly his course was marked by careful 
and intelligent consideration of all proceedings before the 
senate, indicating entire familiarity with public affairs and 
ability to successfully cope with questions affecting the public 
welfare. Mr. Rogers was married, November 12, 1887, to 
Miss Frances M. Wilson, of Somerset. They have a family of 
three children, and reside at New Lexington, where the sub- 
ject of this sketch is engaged in business as a manufacturer. 

Hon. Charles U. Shryock. 

Charles U. Shryock is a native of Zanesville, having 
been born in that city January 5, 1863. He was educated in 
the public schools of his native city, and afterward taught 
several terms in the country schools. He then entered the 
newspaper business, and finally became an editor and pub- • 
lisher of a prominent* Zanesville daily. Mr. Shryock served 
in the national guard for ten years, five of which he was 
quartermaster of the First|Regiment Light Artillery. 

He was married to Miss Hattie Frazier of Zanesville in 
1891, and they have a family of two children. In 1895 he 
was elected as one of the senators from the Fifteenth-Six- 
teenth joint district to the Seventy-second general assembly 
of Ohio. 
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Hon. William B. Shattuc 

William B. Shattuc was born at North Hector, N. Y., 
June 11, 1841. He removed to Ohio, and received his edu- 
cation in the public schools of this state. He served during 
the rebellion in Kansas and Indian territory, and had the 
distinction of being one of the youngest commissioned 
oflBcers in the frontier service. In 1864 he located at Cincin- 
nati, and was appointed chief clerk to the general passenger 
agent of the Atlantic and Great Western Railroad, and a 
year later succeeded his chief in that position. He continued 
in this capacity until 1884, when he was appointed general 
passenger agent of the Ohio and Mississippi road, and con- 
tinued in this position until 1895. During 1893-4 he was a 
commissioner of the Cincinnati-St. Louis Passenger Asso- 
ciation. Mr. Shattuc is one of the foremost and best informed 
railroad men in the country, and has frequently served as an 
arbiter in the adjustment of controversies. In 1895 he was 
elected one of the senators from Hamilton county to the 
Seventy-second general assembly. He was one of the bright 
stars of that body, and was especially successful in securing 
the passage of important measures. He is a tenacious advo- 
cate, a quick witted and forcible speaker, and made a record 
as a member of the Seventy-second general assembly that 
reflects great credit upon his character and ability. Mr. 
Shattuc is married, a fact fully and characteristically set forth 
in reply to an inquiry from a newspaper upon the subject, as 
follows : ** I was married at Watkins Glen, N. Y., in 1863, to 
the best girl that ever lived.'' The happy union resulted in 
the birth of one child. Mr. Shattuc is now retired and lives 
at Madisonville, a beautiful Cincinnati suburb. He is a 
Thirty-second degree Mason and belongs to Hanselman Com-

mandery, and is also a member of the G. A. R. 
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Hon. William Edward Sparks. 

William Edward Sparks, of Dayton, was bom in 
Green township, Clark county, Ohio, August 25, 1853; at- 
tended Hopewell district school ; at the age of eighteen, he 
went to Springfield, Ohio, working and paying his own 
tuition through commercial college. He served in the Na- 
tional Guard from February 7, 1876, to February 7, 1881. 
He learned the trade of machinist at Richmond, Ind., after- 
ward locating in Dayton, Ohio, being connected with J, R. 
Johnson & Son for the last eleven years. June 6, 1892, he 
was elected to the Dayton city council for the term of two 
years from the First ward. He was nominated for state sen- 
ator for the Third district at New Lebanon, Ohio, October 5, 
1893, by the unanimous vote of the convention, and was 
elected November 7, 1893, and in November, 1895, he was 
re-elected by an increased majority. 

Hon. John J. Sullivan. 

John J. Sullivan, the senator from the Trumbull- 
Mahoning district, is thirty-five years old, is an attorney by 
profession, and resides at Warren, Ohio. He was born Octo- 
ber 25, 1860, in New York city. He is a republican, and has 
held the position of vice-president of the Ohio republican 
league, and was a delegate to the first national convention of 
republican clubs. He served as prosecuting attorney of 
Trumbull county from 1890 to 1895, when he resigned to take 
the office of state senator, to which he was nominated and 

elected without opposition. He served with distinction in 
the Seventy second general assembly. By request of United 
States Senator-elect Foraker, Mr. Sullivan placed his name 
before the senate, in nomination for that office, in a speech 
that at once stamped him as a ** silver-tongued orator." He 
is a self-made man, his parents having died when he was a 
mere child. On December 28, 1886, he was joined in mar- 
riage to Miss Olive Taylor, youngest daughter of the late M. 
B. Taylor, a prominent banker of Warren, Ohio. They have 
two children, Adaline Taylor Sullivan, aged five, and Mary 
Taylor Sullivan, aged two. Senator Sullivan is a thirty- 
second degree Mason, and belongs to numerous other frater- 
nal societies. 
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Hon. E. A. Tissandier. 

£. A. TisSANDiER was bom in Prance June 16, 1853. 
He came to America in 1872, and located in Brown connty, 
where he has since resided, being a merchant at Georgetown* 
He was educated in the public schools of his native country. 
Mr. Tissandier is a democrat, and served as treasurer of 
Brown county for four years. He represented the Second- 
Fourth joint district as a senator in the Seventy-second gen- 
eral assembly of 1896-97, where he served as a member of 
several important committees, and he was always alert to the 
best interests of his constituents and the state. Mr. Tissan- 
dier is a bachelor. 

Hon. Horace E. Valentine. 

Horace E. Valentine was bom at Benton, Crawford 
county, Ohio, April 8, 1859. His parents died when he was 
a small boy, leaving him in the care of strangers, with no 
fortune other than good health and a sound mind. He was 
reared by Mr. L. M. Waller, who bestowed upon the young 
orphan a father^s care. Mr. Valentine was educated in the 
common schools and at Ohio Normal university, graduating 
from that institution in the scientific course in 1887, and in 
the civil engineering course one year later. He had the 
honor of delivering the salutatory at graduation to a class of 
over one hundred pupils. Upon completing his education, 
Mr. Valentine located at Bucyrus and engaged in civil en- 
gineering. He became interested in public affairs and held 
several minor offices, and was elected county surveyor of 

Crawford county, which position he held for seven years, 
until 1895, when he was elected to represent the thirty-first 
district in the senate of the Seventy-second general assem- 
bly. During his term of office Mr. Valentine was one of the 
most faithful attendants upon the senate sessions, and took 
a prominent part in legislative affairs. He served as a mem- 
ber of six important committees, and by earnestness and in- 
dustry made a splendid reputation and completely satisfied 
his constituents. Mr. Valentine takes an active interest in 
local affairs at his home, and is a member of the Odd Fellows 
and of the B. P. O. £. He was married to Miss Josephine 
Nedry, and one child, a son, has resulted from the union. 
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Hon. John Voirt. 

John Vogt was bom in Germany May 1, 1853. His 
parents came to this country in 1867 and located at Toledo, 
Ohio, Mr. Vogt receiving his education in the public schools 
of that city. He continued his residence in Toledo until 
1879, when he was married to Miss Lizzie G. Canan, of Desh- 
ler, in which place he has since lived, and where he is now a 
prosperous merchant. Mr. Vogt is a republican and was 
elected state senator from the Thirty-third district to the 
Seventy-second general assembly, where he made a credit- 
able record. 

Hon. David Madison Welday. 

David Madison Welday was born February 12, 1846, 
near New Alexandria, Jeflferson county, Ohio. His paternal 
ancestors came from Holland, and settled '' in the woods " in 
eastern Ohio in 1802. His grandfather was a soldier in the 
war of 1812, while his father was a member of the One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-seventh O. V. I. during the war of the rebel- 
lion. Mr. Welday received his earlier education in the public 
schools of his native locality, and completed his education in 
the scientific department of Washington and Jefferson college 
at Washington, Pennsylvania. Except while absent attend- 
ing college, Mr. Welday has always lived upon the home 
farm. He has been successful in business, and among 
other interests is director in the National Exchange bank 
of Steuben ville. Mr. Welday is a life long republican, and 
has taken much interest in public affairs, although he 
had held no office other than township trustee previous to 
1896, when he was elected to represent the Twentieth-Twenty- 
second joint senatorial district in the Seventy-second gener- 
al assembly by a majority of 8,804. In this body he was 
regarded as one of the most capable and influential members. 
He served a^ chairman of the committee on agriculture and 
as a member of the committee on taxation, and also the 
county affairs, common schools, benevolent institutions, 
mines and mining, fees and salaries, and geological commit- 
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tees. He was one of the prominent and active spirits of the 
Seventy-second general assembly, and in every respect 
worthy the confidence of his fellow members and meriting 
the fullest approval of the public and his constituency. In 
1868 Mr. Welday was married to Miss Pamelia R. Johnson, 
and the marriage resulted in one child, a son, being bom to 
them. Mr. Welday sustained a sad loss, April 4, 1894, in the 
death of his wife, who was a lovable, companionable and 
christian lady. 

Hon. Friend Whittlesey. 

Friend Whittlesey was born April 10, 1830, upon a 
farm in Atwater, Portage county, Ohio, in which place his 
ancestors from New England settled in 1806. He attended 
the academy of his native village for a period of three years, 
then was engaged for six years as a teacher. Since this time 
he has lived upon a farm. Mr. Whittlesey was a member of 
the house of representatives from Portage county in the 
Sixty-seventh and Sixty-eighth general assemblies, and he 
was elected senator as a republican from the Twenty-fourth 
and Twenty-sixth districts to the Seventy-first and Seventy- 
second general assemblies. 

Hon. 5. J. Williams. 

S. J. Williams was born in Conemaugh, Pennsylvania, 
December 5, 1844. He received a common school education, 
and when nineteen years of age moved to Alliance, Ohio, 
which has since been his home, and where he is engaged in 
a manufacturing industry. Mr. Williams was for twelve 
years a member of the Alliance school board, and in 1895 
was elected as a republican to represent the Twenty-first 
senatorial district in the Seventy-second general assembly. 
He was a prominent member in that body, serving on several 
important committees and being actively identified with all 
matters of importance coming before the general assembly. 
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Alexander Clinton Calne. 

Alexander Clinton Caine was born in Somerset, 
Perry county, Ohio, December 9, 1849. He received his 
education in the common schools of his native village. 
During the first year of the rebellion he volunteered in the 
Thirty-first Regiment Ohio Volunteer Infantry, and in Sep- 
tember, 1862, he re-enlisted in the Ninetieth Ohio Volunteer 
Infantry, and served his country with that regiment until 
June, 1864. At the close of the war he engaged in commer- 
cial pursuits until January 1886, when he was appointed by 
General Axline a clerk in the office of the adjutant general 
of Ohio, where he remained until January, 1888. Mr. 
Caine was then appointed by Hon. E. W. Poe land clerk in 
the office of the auditor of state, which position he retained 
until January, 1892, when he was elected chief clerk of the 
Ohio state senate. He was re-elected without opposition for 
the Seventy-first general assembly, and again chosen chief 
clerk of the senate for the Seventy-second general assembly, 
beginning January, 1896. Mr. Caine has always been an 
active republican, and he has served as a member of the state 
central and state executive committees. He was married 
June 25, 1890, to Miss Julia Smithnight, of Cleveland, Ohio. 
They have a son, Louis Smithnight Caine. Mr. Caine is a 
Mason, Knight Templar, Shriner, and a Knight of Pythias. 

Edward H. Archer. 

Edward H. Archer, the subject of this sketch, was 
born near Caldwell, Noble county, Ohio, July 2, 1856. He 
is of Scotch-Irish descent and the third son of a family of 
eleven children. His grandparents on the father's side, Jacob 
and Mary Archer, and on the maternal side, Michael Archer 
and Jane (Miller) Archer, with their -parents came from 
Greene county, Pa., and settled in Ohio in the year 1806. 
Edward worked on the farm and attended the district school 
during the winter months, and at the age of sixteen he com- 
menced the profession of teacher. He read law and was 
admitted to the bar April 2, 1877, at Marietta, Ohio. He

commenced practice in his native conntyi where he 
afterward served as deputy clerk of the Court of Common 
Pleas, and he was elected and served as mayor of Caldwell. 
During Governor Poraker's administration Mr. Archer was 
one of the party which, on June 9, 1889, went. with General 
Axline to the relief of the flood sufferers at Johnstown, Pa. 
He was chief clerk in the office of the state railroad commis- 
sioner during Governor McKinley's administration. On 
March 1, 1896, he was unanimously elected assistant clerk of 
the Ohio state senate. Mr. Archer has always been a repub- 
lican in politics, and has frequently served as a member of 
county and state committees. He was married December 
30, 1880, to Miss Sadie C. Shaw, of Washington, D. C. They 
have four children, David S., age fourteen ; Harry F., age 
twelve ; Millie Marie, age seven ; and Maijorie Thelma, age 
four. Mr. Archer is a Mason, Knight Templar, member of 
the Shrine, an Odd Fellow, K. of P. and a member of the 
Sons of Veterans. 



R. F. Hayward. 

Randolph Foster Hayward was bom in Clark county,. 
Ohio, September 18, 1851, and educated in the common 
schools of Springfield, Ohio. He held the office of city mar- 
shal of Springfield for six years, and was United States dep- 
uty marshal for seven years. He was sergeant-at-arms of the 
Ohio house of representatives in the Sixty-eighth general 
assembly ; was elected sergeant-at-arms of the senate of the 
Seventieth general assembly and re-elected in the Seventy- 
first and Seventy-second general assemblies. 

In April, 1895, Mr. Hayward was elected superintendent 
of the Ohio building at the World's Fair, which position he 
filled from the opening of the fair until its close, October 31,. 
1893. 
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Hon. David L. Sleeper. 

David L. Sleeper was born in the State of Iowa June 
15, 1856. He at first attended the public school, and then 
finished his education at Otterbein University, Westerville, 
Ohio. He then taught school for a period of five years, read 
law, graduated from the Cincinnati law school in 1880, and 
until 1896 he practiced his profession at Athens, Ohio. Mr. 
Sleeper is a republican, and he has ever been active in behalf 
of his party. He was for five years a member of the execu- 
tive committee of the Ohio Republican League and vice 
president of that organization in 1891. In 1885 he was 
elected prosecuting attorney of Athens county, and continued 
in that office until 1891. He was elected to represent Athens 
county in the Seventy-first general assembly of Ohio, and 
reelected to the Seventy-second general assembly, of which 
body he was unanimously chosen speaker by his party. As 
a presiding officer Mr. Sleeper proved to be very popular, and 
at the close of the session he received the unanimous thanks 
of the members for his fairness and courteous treatment of 
all. In 1896 he removed to Columbus for his permanent 
home and to practice law. He was married to Miss Delia 
Burson, of Athens county, Ohio, on November 7, 1887, and 
they have five children, two sons and three daughters. Mr. 
Sleeper is a Scottish Rite Mason, an Elk, and a member of 
the Independent Order of Odd Fellows. 
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Hon. Charles H. Bosler. 

Charles Harman Bosler was bom at Dayton, Ohio, 
November 8, 1866. He was educated in the common schools 
of Dayton and graduated from the central high school in 

1885. He studied law in the office of Gunckel & Rowe nntil 

1886, when he entered Denison University and graduated in 
1890 with the degree of Ph.B. He then returned to the 
study of law with his old firm, and was admitted to practice 
in March, 1893. Mr. Bosler is an ardent republican, and he 
was chosen to represent Montgomery county in the Seventy- 
first general assembly of Ohio, and re-elected to the Seventy- 
second general assembly by one of the largest majorities ever 
given a republican in his county. He was chosen for the 
position of speaker pro tem. for the latter session by his 
party, and he performed the duties of that office with a vigor 

and intelligence seldom found in so young a man. He is 
generally conceded to be one of the rising young republicans 
of Ohio. Mr. Bosler was appointed in May, 1896, assistant 
city solicitor of Dayton, Ohio. 

Hon. James W. Bell. 

James W. Bell was bom in Union township, Madison 

county, November 26, 1862, and was educated in the public 

schools and in Ohio Normal University at Ada. He then 

began his career as a teacher, and continued this vocation 
for ten years. Until elected to the Seventy-second general 
assembly as a republican, he held no public office. He is 
unmarried. 

Hon. Joseph C. Bloch. 

Joseph C. Bloch was bom in Austria, October 20, 1856. 

He emigrated to America and settled at Cleveland, Ohio, and 

was educated in the public schools of that city and at the 

Iowa State University. He has been engaged in the practice 

of law for the past fifteen years. Mr. Bloch was married 

eleven years ago to Miss Mollie Feder, and is the father of 

two children. He was a member of the Seventieth general 
assembly, and in 1895 was elected to the Seventy-second 
session of that body by the largest vote given any legislative 
candidate from Cuyahoga county. 
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Hon. Philip Marcli Asliford. 

Philip March Ashford was born in Middletown town- 
ship, Columbiana county, Ohio, April 13, 1865. He attended 
the schools of Columbiana county and received an academic 
education at Poland Seminary, Poland, Ohio, after which he 
taught school in his county, studied law and was admitted to 
the bar June 7, 1889. The following autumn he began the 
practice of law at Salineville, which is still his residence. 
Mr. Ashford was elected three consecutive times as city 
solicitor of his home city. In 1895 he was elected to repre- 
sent Columbiana county in the Seventy-second general 
assembly. He was one of the active members of that body, 
serving as chairman of the committee on library, and as a 
member of the judiciary committee and the committee on 
common schools. In 1891 Mr. Ashford was married to Miss 
Lyda N. Orr, and they have one child, a daughter. Mr. 
Ashford is a member of the Masonic order. Knights of 
Pythias and J. O. U. A. M. His father was a veteran in the 
late war, while his grandparents were among the first set- 
tlers of Columbiana county, his maternal grandfather, Philip 
March, being a member of the general assembly when the 
journey to the capital was made by stage coach. 

Hon. William W. Alcer. 

William W. Aker, representative from Preble county, 
was born in 1835 in Madison, Darke county, Ohio, but has 
lived nearly all his life in Preble county, and now resides in 
New Paris. He attended several educational institutions, 
and in 1872 was graduated from the Cincinnati law school 
and admitted to the bar in that city, but shortly after moved 
to Eaton, Preble county. He served as lieutenant in Com- 
pany H, Ninety-third O. V. I., and is at present post com- 
mander of Carl Macken Post, G. A. R., at New Paris. He 
was elected to the Seventy-first general assembly as a repub- 
lican, and was returned to the Seventy-second general 
assembly. 
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Hon. Joseph E. Blackburn. 

Joseph E. Blackburn was bom at Farmington, Bel- 
mont county, Ohio, June 30, 1860. He received his educa- 
tion in the common schools at Martin's Ferry and Bellaire. 
When twelve years of age he was compelled to earn his own 
living, and he applied for a position at the Belmont Glass 
Works, where he was given employment pushing a wheel- 
barrow laden alternately with coal and cinders. He worked 
faithfully and soon won promotion, gradually rising to the 
position of foreman, which place he lost in 1877 by reason of 
the factory closing down. Mr. Blackburn then engaged in 
the drug business, and shortly afterward entered into politics» 
but never held any public position until 1895, when he 
was elected a member of the Seventy-second general assem- 
bly of Ohio. He studied the course in pharmacy at the Ohio 
Normal University at Ada, Ohio, and graduated with the 
degree of Ph. G. While a member of the Seventy-second 
general assembly he served as chairman of the committee on 
privileges, a member of the insurance committee and the com- 
mittee on railroads and telegraphs, and his record in that 
body reflects the greatest credit upon the business ability of 
Mr. Blackburn. His personal popularity was such that the 
republican state convention, which was held at Columbus, 
in April, 1896, nominated him for the responsible position of 
dairy and food commissioner for the State of Ohio. There 
were five candidates for the nomination, and after a most 
exciting contest Mr. Blackburn won on the second ballot. 
His election by the people seems certain. He was married 
in 1879 to Miss Dora C. Trueman, and they have one son, a 
promising lad of ten years, who closely resembles and is 
named for his father. 

Hon. F. M. Bramley. 

F. M. Bramley was born in Cuyahoga county, Ohio, 
January 4, 1868, and was educated in the public schools of 
Cleveland. He is a resident of the Forest City, where he is 
engaged as a contractor for street paving and other public 
works. In 1891 he was married to Miss Gertrude Siegen- 
thald, and they have three children — two daughters and one 
son. In 1895 Mr. Bramley was elected to the Seventy- 
second general assembly as a republican from Cuyahoga 
county. 
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Hon. Benjamin F. Qayman. 

Benjamin F. Gayman was born at Canal Winchester, 
Ohio, March 6, 1859. His paternal ancestors were Quakers 
and among the earliest settlers of Pennsylvania, while those 
on his mother's side were pioneers of Maryland. The Gay- 
man family, consisting of parents, seven sons and one daugh- 
ter, came to Ohio in 1843 and settled at Canal Winchester, 
where five families still reside. Young Benjamin received 
his education in the public schools of the village, and upon 
completing the course entered the office of the Winchester 
Times as an apprentice, serving three years, during which 
time he continued his studies, to some extent, under a private 
instructor. He then worked for some time in Columbus as 
a compositor, but finally returned to Winchester and pur- 
chased an interest in the Times ^ and a few years later became 
sole proprietor of the paper. Mr. Gayman has been an active 
figure in his community, is popular, and holds the respect of 
all. He has served as a member of the council, was four 
times elected mayor of Winchester without opposition, and 
served as justice of the peace for several terms. In 1891 he 
was elected to represent Franklin county in the Seventieth 
general assembly, and was renominated for the same office 
in 1893, but was defeated in the land slide of that year. He 
was again renominated and elected in 1895, and served as a 
member of the Seventy-second general assembly with honor 
and credit to himself and to the entire satisfaction of his con- 
stituency. Mr. Gayman is a bright and promising young 
man, a firm believer in democratic principles, and will no 
doubt live to receive additional honors at the hands of his 
party. In 1881 he was married to Miss Sallie C. Miller, 
daughter of a Winchester business man. The union resulted 
in three children being born to them, but sorrow shadowed 
the home circle each time, as all of the children died in 
infancy. Mr. Gayman is a member of the Masonic order, 
being a charter member and past master of Potter lodge, and 
also a charter member of Winchester lodge, K. of P., and 
he has represented both orders in the grand lodges.

Hon. Eli C. Qoodale. 

Eli C. Goodalb was bom in Pike county, Illinois^ Aug- 
ust 7, 1843. He first attended the publie schools, and his 
education was finished at Woodward high school, Cincinnati^ 
and at West Boylston, Mass. During the war of the rebel- 
lion he served for a time in the United States Navy. At the 
close of the war Mr. Goodale engaged actively in business in 
Cincinnati, and he gradually rose to the front rank in com- 
mercial circles. He has been vice president and president of 
the Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce, and he was commis- 
sioner of the Centennial Exposition of Ohio in 1887-8. He 
is superintendent of Bradstreet's Mercantile Agency in Ohio» 
a position of very great importance in the commercial world. 
In 1895 Mr. Goodale was elected as a republican to represent 
Hamilton county in the Seventy-second general assembly of 
Ohio. He was chairman of the committee on taxation, and 
as there was a demand for greatly increased revenue to the 
state, the labors of this committee were probably greater 
than that of any former taxation committee in the history of 
the state. The new excise law, the increased Dow tax and 
other measures which were intended to yield more revenue 
to the state were reported to the house and successfully 
carried into efiect principally through the labors of Mr. 
Goodale and his associates on the committee. He was 
married to Miss Wilhelmina R. Coates, of Covington, Ky., 
in 1869, and they have two children, a daughter and son. 
Mr. Goodale is a Mason, and he served as grand master of 
Ohio in 1892-3. He is also a Shriner. 

Hon. James Qlenn. 

James Glenn was born April 13, 1868, at Indian Camp, 
Ohio. He was educated at Muskingum College, and was 
afterward engaged for several years as a teacher in the com- 
mon schools. Later he read law and is now a successful 
attorney at Coshocton. He was elected to the Seventy-sec- 
ond general assembly in 1895, from Coshocton county, as a 
republican. Mr. Glenn was married to Miss Emma L. Law- 
yer, and two children have resulted from the union. 
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Hon. Frank A. Huffman. 

Prank A. Huffman was born on a farm near Beaver 
Dam, Allen county, Ohio, October 17, 1859. He received his 
education in the village schools, taught several terms, and 
later was graduated from the Ohio Normal University at Ada, 
Ohio, as a civil engineer. He then accepted a position in the 
First National Bank of Lima, Ohio, which place he resigned 
in 1887 to engage in the lumber business in Van Wert county. 
In 1893 Mr. Huffman was elected as a republican to the 
Seventy-first general assembly of Ohio, and at that session 
he served as a member of the committee on public works. 
He was re-elected to the Seventy-second general assembly 
and at the Republican State Convention in 1896 he was nom- 
inated for member of the state board of public works. There 
were five candidates before the convention, but Mr. Huffman's 
great popularity secured for him over three fifths of the en- 
tire vote of the convention on the first ballot. He has always 
been a republican, active in the interests of his party, and 
he was several times a delegate to state conventions. Mr. 
Huffman's paternal ancestors were German. His great- 
grandfather landed in Philadelphia when seventeen years of 
age. He at once enlisted in the Continental Army, and he 
served his newly adopted country as a soldier throughout the 
entire period of the revolutionary war. The maternal ances- 
try was Scotch-Irish. Mr. Huffman was married at Lima, 

Ohio, September 10, 1889, to Miss Mary M. Dessenberg, of 
Allen county. They have two children, a daughter and son. 
Mr. Huffman was born and reared a Methodist. He is a 
Mason, Royal Arch Chapter. 

Hon. Turhand Q. Hart. 

TuRHAND G. Hart, representative from Lake and 

Geauga counties, was born at Mentor, Ohio, in 1842. He 

was educated in the common and academic schools. He 

began the study of law in 1870, and was admitted to the bar 

in 1872 ; was elected treasurer of Lake county in 1872. In 
1893 he was elected to the Seventy-first general assembly as 
a republican, and returned to the Seventy-second general 
assembly in 1895. 
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Hon. William C. Hutcheson. 

William C. Hutcheson, representative from Colum- 
biana county, was born in Chambersburg, Pa., January 24, 
1834. He attended school at Landisburg, Pa., until fourteen 
years old, and then went to the academy at Neville and 
Shippensburg, Pa., afterward entering Dixon college. He 
taught his first school at fourteen years of age and for six 
years taught in the winter. He was a drummer boy in an 
artillery company of the state militia at Landisburg, Pa., 
and was promoted to sergeant, lieutenant and captain, serv- 
ing five years. He enlisted June, 1861, in Company H, 
Forty-seventh P. V., at Harrisburg, Pa., as a private, and 
was elected fifth sergeant, promoted to third sergeant and 
orderly sergeant and first lieutenant. He was wounded in 
the right arm, and while on the Red River expedition in 
June, 1864, suflFered a sunstroke. At Berrisville, Va., in the 
latter part of July, 1864, he was so prostrated from extreme 
fatigue that he was sent to Frederick City hospital, Mary- 
land, for ten months. In the spring of 1865 he moved to 
Salem, Ohio, and engaged in house painting, and since 1869 
he has been engaged in evangelistic work in the Y. M. C. A. 
He was elected to the general assembly as a republican in 
1893 by 6,791 plurality and returned to the Seventy-second 
general assembly in 1895. Mr. Hutcheson was prominent in 
debate on all important measures which came before the 
house, and he acted at all times for the best interests of the 
whole people. 

Hon. Charles J. Howard. 

Charles J. Howard was born at Barnesville, Ohio, 
March 26, 1862. He was educated in the public schools, and 
later at the Ohio State University. He then took a course 
at the Cincinnati law school. In 1895 Mr. Howard was 
elected to the Seventy-second general assembly from Bel- 
mont county as a republican, and his course in that bod}' 
has stamped him as one of the promising young republicans 
of Ohio. 
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Hon. Rufus D. Jacobs. 

RuFUS D. Jacobs was born in Gallia county, Ohio, 
August 6, 1832. His father was a native of Vermont and 
came to Ohio in 1819, living in Gallia county until the time 
of his death in 1895. Young Rufus lived on a farm, and 
received his education in the common schools and in Porter 
Academy, Gallia county. He taught school and studied 
medicine from 1852 to 1856, at the end of which period he 
began the practice of medicine. In 1859 he took a course at 
the old Charity Hospital Medical College at Cleveland, grad- 
uating therefrom, and in 1871 he received a diploma from the 
medical department of Wooster University. He continued 
his studies and in 1882 received a diploma from the medical 
department of Western Reserve University, and finally was 
graduated from Ohio Medical College of Cincinnati in 1886. 
In 1878 he was elected by the board of trustees of Rio 
Grande College as lecturer on chemistry, and has held that 
position for eighteen years, during which time he has been 
closely identified with the life of that institution. In 18^3 
he was elected to represent Gallia county in the Seventy-first 
general assembly as a republican, and in 1895 was returned 
to the Seventy-second general assembly by a very large ma- 
jority. Mr. Jacobs was one of the staid and conservative 
members of that body, his services being of such character 
as to command the respect of his associates and win renewed 
confidence from his constituents. He was active in all im- 
portant questions before the house, and served faithfully and 
intelligently as a member of the committee on labor, medical 
colleges and societies and the blind asylum. He has been 
married twice^ his last wife being Miss Mary J. Dupre, and 
they have a family of three children living, Ida W. , Charles 
S. and Mrs. Sarah A. Barrett. Mr. Jacobs has been a mem- 
ber of the Masonic fraternity for more than forty years. 
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Hon. Frank A. Kelly. 

Frank A. Kelly was born in New Lexington, Septem- 
ber 2, 1855. He was educated in the common schools, and 
at Ohio Wesleyan University, graduating from that insti- 
tution with the class of '77. He taught for a short 
period, read law and was admitted to the bar, locating in 
his native town, where he is engaged in the practice of 
his profession. Mr. Kelly has held numerous minor local 
offices, such as clerk of the village, member of the council 
and school board, and also served two terms as probate 
judge of his county. 

In 1893 he was elected as a republican to represent 
Perry county in the Seventy-first general assembly, and was 
returned to the Seventy-second session of that body in 1895. 
He was one of the prominent members of the Seventy- 
second general assembly, serving on several very important 
committees, and taking an active part in all the leading 
questions considered during that session. Mr. Kelly was 
frequently called upon during this session to act as tempor- 
ary presiding officer, and he acquired an excellent reputation 
as a chairman. He was a member of the republican state 
central committee of 1893-94, and is also a member of the 
state executive committee. In 1880 Mr. Kelly was married 
to Miss Laura Taylor, of New Lexington, and they have a 
family of four children. 

Hon. Samuel Lewis. 

Samuel Lewis was born in Wales August 8, 1832. He 
was educated in the common schools, after which he taught 
for a brief term. Mr. Lewis served gallantly in the union 
army during the war. He has been a justice of the peace, 
township trustee and held other local offices. He resided in 
Columbus for a period of twelve years prior to 1850, after 
which he removed to Radnor. In 1856 he was married to 
Mary J. Gallant. In 1895 he was elected to represent Del- 
aware county in the Seventy-second general assembly as a 
republican. 
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Hon. James Russell Kilbourne. 

James R. Kilbourne was born in Colnmbus, Ohio, 
December 24, 1870, his father, Col. James Kilbourne, being 
a prominent manufacturer of the capital city and well known 
throughout the state. His great-grandfather on the paternal 
side was Col. James Kilbourne, one of the distinguished 
pioneers of the state. His maternal grandfather was Gen. 
George B. Wright, who was quartermaster-general of Ohio 
during the rebellion. Young Kilbourne was educated in the 
city schools, and also attended Ohio State university and the 
University of Virginia. Mr. Kilbourne is associated with 
the Kilbourne, Jacobs Manufacturing company, one of the 
most prominent and successful manufacturing institutions in 
the state. In 1895 he was elected as a democrat to represent 
Franklin county in the Seventy-second general assembly, 
receiving the largest majority given any member of the dele- 
gation from that county. He was a member of the commit- 
tee on railroads and telegraphs and the library committee, 
and his record as a legislator was that of an unassuming 
member who could be relied upon at all times to follow such 
a course as appeared to be in the interests of the people at 
large. He, like his father. Colonel Kilbourne, is in thorough 
sympathy with everything which tends to elevate and 
strengthen labor, and his name is sincerely beloved by all 
honest workingmen of his acquaintance. Mr. Kilbourne was 
at one time a member of the Ohio National Guard, being a 
lieutenant of Battery H, First Light Artillery. He belongs 
to the B. and P. Order of Elks and is a member of the Sigma 
Phi fraternity. 
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Hon. Jonn L. Means. 

John L. Means was born in Steubenville, Ohio, July 
25, 1870, and was educated in the public schools of that city. 
His family has been prominent in JeflFerson county for many 
years, his uncle. Judge Thomas Means, being a representa- 
tive in the Ohio legislature in 1852-4, while another uncle, 
Joseph Means, represented the county during a part of the 
war period, 1862-4. Mr. Means has held minor local offices^ 
including a term in the city council of Steubenville. In 
1895 he was elected to represent Jefferson county in the 
Seventy-second general assembly, and was one of the young- 
est members of that body. He served on several important 
committees and made an excellent record, meriting the con- 
fidence of and serving with entire satisfaction to his 
constituents. Mr. Means resides at Steubenville, where he 
is the assistant manager of a large foundry and machine 
works which has been operated by the Means family 
since 1820. 



Hon. Theodore Mayer. 

Theodore Mayer was born at Cincinnati, Ohio, in 1870^ 
receiving his education in the public schools of the queen 
city. He began his business career very early in life, and 
helped organize the Cincinnati real estate exchange and was 
its first secretary. He is at present president of the young 
men's business club, and vice-president of the central board 
of business organizations. His occupation is that of a real 
estate broker. Mr. Mayer was elected to the Seventy-second 
general assembly as a member of the Hamilton county dele* 
gation. He is a republican, and had the distinction of being 
the youngest representative from Hamilton county. 
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Hon. Randall Montsomery. 

Randall Montgomery was born at Youngstown, Ohio, 
March 6, 1861. He received his education in the public 
schools of that city, and since early manhood has been active 
in business a£fairs. Mr. Montgomery, as a republican, has 
had considerable experience in public service, and has been 
highly honored by the citizens of Youngstown. He has held 
a number of minor positions, in addition to which he served 
as a member of the city council for four years, and occupied 
the position of mayor of Yougstown for the same period. In 
1893 he was elected as a representative from Mahoning to 
the Seventy-first general assembly, and in 1896 was returned 
to the Seventy-second session. Excellent business qualifica- 
tions made Mr. Montgomery a valuable member of that body, 
and during the term he made a splendid reputation as an in- 
dustrious and capable legislator well equipped for public 
duties. He was chairman of the committee on corporations, 
one of the most important committees of the house, and also 
served on other committees. He was the author of what 
may eventually prove one of the most important measures 
acted upon by the Seventy-second general assembly, natnely, 
"A bill to regulate ship canals in Ohio.'* His entire course 
as a member of the legislature was such as to merit the ap- 
proval of his constituents and to stamp him as a faithful 
servant in the interests of the state. Mr. Montgomery is 
popular in his home community, and is identified with affairs 
generally in that locality. He is a member of the Masonic 
order, including the chapter, commandery and consistory, 
and is a shriner. He is also an Odd Fellow, Knight of 
Pythias, and a member of the B. P. O. E. At one time be 
was connected with the Ohio National Guard, and held a 
commission as lieutenant of Company H, Fifth Infantry, one 
of the best military organizations in Ohio. Mr. Montgomery 
is unmarried, and his occupation is that of a merchant and 
manufacturer, at Youngstown. 
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Hon. Omar P. Norris. 

Omar P. Norris was born in Wayne county, Ohio, 
November 18, 1838. His parents were pioneers of Ashland 
and Wayne counties, the father of Omar, John Norris, being 
a splendid type of the Ohio settler. He entered and cleared 
several tracts of primitive forest in Wayne and Wood coun- 
ties which are now some of the finest farming lands in those 
sections. He was quite a leader among the early residents 
of that part of Ohio, was honored with many public offices 
and was elected to the Sixtieth general assembly of Ohio. 
He was a public-spirited citizen and noted for his liberality. 
He married Rebecca Cuthbertson, a Scotch girl, when but 
twenty years of age, and they reared a family of twelve 
children, all of whom grew to manhood and womanhood. 
Three of the boys served with distinction in the war of the 
rebellion, the eldest being lieutenant-colonel of the One 
Hundred and Eleventh O. V. I., and who died in 1867 
from injuries received in the service. James H., another 
brother, was killed in battle May 27, 1864, at Dallas, Ga. 
Omar, the subject of this sketch, received a limited common 
school education up to the age of sixteen years, when he 
attended an academy for two terms, then taught three terms 
in the common schools, and in the spring of 1861, when the 
war broke out, he was a student at Professor Turner's select 
school at Fostoria. Together with nearly all the male pupils 
he volunteered for the union cause, and was mustered into 
Company G, Twenty-fifth O. V. I., June, 1861. He was in 
all the marches and engagements of this regiment up to 
November, 1861, when he was discharged. In January, 1862, 
he enlisted again and was mustered into Company B, One 
Hundred and Eleventh O. V. I., where he was soon pro- 
moted to second and first lieutenant in Company B, and 
later to captain of Company I, of the same regiment. He 
was in all the marches and engagements of the One Hun- 
dred and Eleventh up to 1863. An incident of his military 
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career is worthy of mention here. While a lieutenant in 
command of Company B, his company was ordered on picket 
duty in front of Longstreet's army and then crossing the 
Tennessee river near Lenoir Station. The next morning at 
daylight General Longstreet advanced and drove back the 
picket lines to where the regiment had been before. The 
brigade had retreated in the night, and Company B, left 
alone on the scene, was entirely surrounded and taken pris- 
oner. The men were stripped of overcoats, caps, shoes and 
left in a wretched condition and without food for twenty-four 
hours, but were finally fed by citizens of London, East Ten- 
nessee. The entire company of prisoners were sent to 
Atlanta, Ga., and confined in a stockade until the latter part 
of November, when they were sent to Richmond. Lieuten- 
ant Norris was put in Libby prison. He was a prisoner of 
war for over a year, when he finally escaped from Columbia, 
S. C, but was recaptured by blood hounds after being out 
ten days. He escaped again with great risk to his life, and 
finally reached the union lines at Sweet Water, East Ten- 
nessee, after being out and traveling thirty-four nights. He 
finally rejoined his regiment at Washington, D. C, in Janu- 
ary, 1865, and was promoted to captain of Company I, One 
Hundred and Eleventh O. V. L The regiment there em- 
barked and proceeded down the coast to Smithville, below 
Fort Fisher, where they landed and marched up the coast. 
Captain Norris was with his regiment throughout this cam- 
paign, in the North Carolina campaign up to the surrender 
of Johnson, and was finally mustered out at Saulsbury, N. 
C, and received final discharge in Cleveland, June 18, 1865. 
After the close of the war he entered the employ of Ex- 
Governor Foster, continuing in this for a period of two 
years, but on account of poor health, was compelled to 
return to the farm. Captain Norris has been an unswerving 
republican ever since the party was organized. He has been 
honored with numerous local offices, such as chairman of the 
board of education, township treasurer and justice of the 
peace. In 1895 he was elected to represent Wood county in 
the Seventy-second general assembly. Throughout the ses- 
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sion of that body Captain Norris was known as one of the 
reliable and conservative members. He served on several 
important committees and was an industrions public official. 
In 1869 Captain Norris was married in Washington, D. C, 
to Miss Frona Patton, daughter of John J. Patton, then in 
the office of the comptroller of the United States treasury. 
This union was blessed with three children, but in 1876 Mrs. 
Norris died. In 1879 Captain Norris was again married to 
Miss Libbie Yates, and to them was bom three children, all 
of whom are living. Captain Norris is a member of no 
secret order other than the Grand Army of the Republic, 
being a member of Conly post at West Milgrove, Wood 
county, Ohio. He resides on a farm near Longley in that 
county. 

Hon. Dwight Palmer. 

DwiGHT Palmer was bom in Norwich, Connecticut, in 
1831. Four years later his parents removed to Cleveland, 
Ohio, which has since been the home of Mr. Palmer. He 
was educated in the public schools of that city. During the 
war he served as major of the One Hundred and Fiftieth O. 
V. I., and for four years was a special agent of the treasury 
department, stationed at Marquette, Michigan. As a result 
of long exposure to intense cold during that period, he lost 
the sight of both eyes. In 1857 he was married to Miss 
Rhodes, of Cleveland, and they have one daughter. He is 
an eloquent and forceful speaker, always commanding the 
closest attention and respect from his fellow members. 
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Hon. William H. Parham. 

William H. Parham was born at Petersburg, Virginia^ 
September 15, 1839. From 1845 to 1856 he lived at Phila- 
delphia, after which he spent one year at Pittsburgh, and has 
been a resident of Cincinnati since 1858. Mr. Parham was 
educated in the public schools of Philadelphia, and for thirty 
years thereafter was a teacher in various schools. He studied 
law, was admitted to the bar, and is a well known practitioner 
of Cincinnati. In 1895 he was elected one of the Hamilton 
county delegation to the Seventy-second general assembly as 
a republican. During the session he served on several im- 
portant committees, and took an active part in the legislative 
proceedings generally. Mr. Parham is one of the most prom- 
inent representatives of the colored race in Ohio, and his 
course in the legislature has stamped him as conservative 
and able in the fullest sense. He made several speeches 
during the session which were listened to with marked atten- 
tion by both sides of the house. In 1860 Mr. Parham was 
married to Miss Mary A. Crogan, of Cincinnati. 



Hon. Henry Redkey. 

Henry Redkey was born near Marshall, Highland 
county, and received his education in the district schools. 
In 1862 he enlisted in Company I of the Eighty-ninth O. V. I., 
and while with his regiment at Chickamauga, in 1863, was 
captured and held as a prisoner of war for nineteen months. 
Mr. Redkey served as a member of the board of commis- 
sioners of his county for a period of twelve years. He is a 
prominent farmer, and has spent his life upon the farm where 
he was bom. In 1870 he was married to Miss Emma Stein^ 
and they now have a family of three daughters and two sons. 
In 1896 he was elected as a republican to represent Highland 
county in the Seventy-second general assembly. 
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Hon. Charles C. Richardson. 

Charles C. Richardson was born in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
April 26, 1863. His ancestors on the paternal side were 
Pennsylvanians, and those of his mother came from Ken- 
tucky. His grandfather, Hon. T. J. Haldeman, was a mem- 
ber of the Fifty-ninth, while his father, Hon. J. C. Richardson, 
was a senator in the Sixty-eighth and Sixty-ninth general 
assemblies of Ohio. Charles Richardson was educated 
in the public schools of Glendale, in the Hughes high 
school, and finally at Williams college, where he graduated 
with the class of 1884. He then began the study of law, and 
two years later graduated from the Cincinnati law schooL 
Mr. Richardson has resided in Glendale, a suburb of Cincin- 
nati, since 1865, and has been prominent in local afl^adrs, 
having served as township clerk, member of the board of 
education, and mayor of the village. In 1895 he was elected 
as a member of the Hamilton county delegation to the Sev- 
enty-second general assembly, as a republican. Daring 
the session he served as chairman of the committee on man- 
ufactures and commerce, and also as a member of the com- 
mittees on public works and universities and colleges. His 
record in the legislature was one of g^eat activity coupled 
with excellent judgment, and he acquired the reputation 
among his fellow members of being an earnest, capable and 
efficient public officer. He is a Mason, a member of the 
Scottish Rite, and also belongs to the Syrian Temple of the 
Mystic Shrine. In 1889 Mr. Richardson was married to 
Miss Gertrude Gait, of Washington, D. C, and they have 
three children, one daughter and two sons. Among other 
business interests he is vice-president of the Haldeman Paper 
company, located at Lockland. 
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Hon. Charles M. Robinson. 

Charles M. Robinson, who is a son of John Robinson, 
famous throughout the country as a showman, was born in 
Macon, Georgia, in 1856. He was educated in the public 
schools of Cincinnati, which city has always been his home. 
Mr. Robinson has always been identified with his father's 
extensive interests, and since the latter's death, in 1888, has 
had entire control and management of the John Robinson 
estate. At the age of twenty-four he was married to Miss 
Josephine Demott, of Philadelphia, and two children have 
been born to them. Mr. Robinson is a man of large and 
excellent business capacity. In 1895 he was elected as a 
republican to represent Hamilton county in the Seventy- 
second general assembly, and his record as a member of that 
body was such as to please his constituents and reflect credit 
upon himself. 



Hon. John P. Rochester. 

John P. Rochester was bom in Logan, Ohio, October 
21, 1851, and was educated in the public schools of that city. 
After completing his school days, Mr. Rochester became a 
student in the law oflBce of Hon. Seth Weldy, and in 1872 
was admitted to the bar and began the practice of his pro- 
fession in his native city. He took quite a prominent part 
in public affairs, and was twice elected mayor of Logan. He 
represented the Hocking- Vinton joint district in the Seventy- 
first general assembly, and in 1896 was returned to the 
Seventy-second legislature to represent Hocking county, 
being the first republican ever selected from that county to 
the general assembly. In 1876 he was married to Miss 
Emma Jennings, of Logan, and they now have two children, 
a son and daughter. 
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Hon. William C. Rogers. 

William C. Rogers was bom in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
November 14, 1848, and was educated in the public schools 
of that city. Mr. Rogers' life has been that of an active, 
energetic and successful business man. He lives in Madi- 
sonville, where he is engaged in the wholesale coal and coke 
business ; is a mine owner and operator and also the manager 
of the Cincinnati Scale Manufacturing Company. Although 
taking an interest in public affairs throughout his life Mr. 
Rogers never held public office until 1893, when he was 
elected as a republican to be one of Hamilton county's rep- 
resentatives in the Seventy-first general assembly. His 
record during that session was such that his constituents re- 
nominated him in 1895 and re-elected him to the Seventy- 
second general assembly. As a member of this body he 
served on several important committees and took an active 
and important part in the legislative proceedings. He was 
the author of the bill known as the " Fifty Year Franchise 
Bill " for street railroads, which, after an exciting contest in 
both bodies of the legislature, became a law. He was rec- 
ognized as an able and conservative representative, and one 
whose opinions and judgment had much weight with his 
fellow-members. In 1867 Mr. Rogers was married to Miss 
Emma Stow, of Cincinnati, and they have had born to them 
a family of seven children, one married daughter deceased. 
He is a Scottish Rite Mason and an Elk. 

Hon. John S. Rice. 

John S. Rice was born October 20, 1838, in Hardin 
county, and was educated in the district and the Kenton 
public schools. Mr. Rice served his country four years dur- 
ing the war of the rebellion, ten months of which time was 
spent as a prisoner in Andersonville and Salsbury. He has 
held numerous local offices of trust, and represented his 
county in the Seventy-first and Seventy-second general 
assemblies, in both of which bodies he held important posi- 
tions on the finance and taxation committees. Mr. Rice is a 
widower with two children and resides at Kenton. 
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Hon. Martin T. Van Pelt. 

Martin T. Van Pelt was born February 22, 1849, in 
Highland county, Ohio. He was reared on a farm, and at- 
tended the common schools until fourteen years of age, when 
he ran away from home to join the union army, and, although 
in opposition to the wishes of his parents, he became a mem- 
ber of Company H, First O. V. C. He continued with this 
organization, taking part in various skirmishes and battles 
in which it participated. His war record is an admirable 
one, made up of four years of hardships, dangers and the 
vicissitudes belonging to the life of a soldier. He was mus- 
tered out with his company as a veteran volunteer September 
13, 1865. During his service he contracted disabilities which 
are still the source of almost daily suffering. After return- 
ing from the war he entered Athens University in the fall of 
1865 for the purpose of completing his studies, but withdrew 
after the second term, and later entered the Northwestern 
University at Indianapolis. After completing his education 
he taught school for several years, at the same time study- 
ing law, and was admitted to the bar, after which he engaged 
in practice at Jackson, Ohio. Later he moved to Wellston, 
and for a number of years was associated with the Hon. S. 
H. Bundy, well known throughout Ohio, and who was father- 
in-law to Senator Foraker. Mr. Van Pelt has been a republi- 
can all his life, and held several offices, including that 
of city solicitor. In 1893 he was elected to the Seventy- 
first general assembly, and was returned to the Seventy- 
second session in 1895. Throughout his legislative career 
Mr. Van Pelt's course was such as to secure for him the con- 
fidence and respect of every member of the legislature. He 
was capable and conservative, and was known as a man 
who could not be swerved from the line of duty. During 

the last session his duties were interfered with very consid- 
erably by illness arising from his army experience, and Mr. 
Van Pelt was compelled to absent himself toward the close 
of the session. Despite this fact Mr. Van Pelt took an active 
interest in the proceedings, and was present most of the time 
to perform his duties as a member of several important 
committees. 
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Hon. Samuel Stacker Williams. 

Samuel Stacker Williams, the subject of this sketch, 
is a son of the late David Williams, who was bom in Wales 
in 1806, and who came with his father, Deacon William 
Williams, to America in 1820. His mother was Mahala 
Squires, of English ancestry, whose grandfather fought in 
the cause of American liberty in the war of the revolutioiL. 
He was born near Dover, Tenn., on March 20, 1836, but 
while quite young was brought to Ohio. With the exception 
of a few years spent in Scioto county, this state, and in Ken- 
tucky, the home of Mr. Williams has been as it is now, in 
Licking county. His early education was acquired in the 
common schools of the times and at the Granville Male 
Academy under the tutorage of Rollin A. Sawyer. At the 
age of eighteen he taught a country school, and before he 
was twenty-one, was superintendent of the graded schools 
of Hanging Rock, this state. Having been brought up on a 
farm, he, after giving up the purpose of teaching, returned 
to the country and engaged in the business of stock breed- 
ing and in the buying of wool. These pursuits becoming^ 
less lucrative after the close of the civil war, he connected 
himself with the business of jobbing dry goods in New York, 
which he prosecuted from 1868 to 1885 with success. Since 
the latter date he has, so far as business is concerned, led a 
retired life, except that he has contributed to the literature 
of Freemasonry. For a third of a century he has been 
prominent as a Freemason, having presided over lodge, 
chapter, council and commandery, as well as over the Grand 
Lodge of Ohio. The following is quoted from a sketch of 
him written by Mr. E. T. Carson, of Cincinnati. Having 
enumerated the offices held by Mr. Williams in subordinate 
Masonic bodies, and of his having on September 20, 1887, 
received the thirty-third degree of the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry, and his election to honorary 
membership in the supreme council of said rite, Mr. Carson 
says: 

'' Since entering the grand lodge he has served as special 
lecturer by the appointment of di£ferent grand masters 
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almost continuously for a quarter of a century. He has also 
served as its senior grand deacon, and as deputy grand mas- 
ter, and in 1885 was elected grand master of Masons of the 
state of Ohio, holding the position for three consecutive 
years. His administration covered a most eventful period. 
At the time of entering upon the duties of his oflBce, clan- 
destine organizations of men claiming to be bodies of Scot- 
tish Rite Masons were being planted in his jurisdiction. 
These soon began to occupy Masonic halls without authority 
and in violation of a rule of the grand lodge, their every 
action boding ill to legitimate Masonry. This condition of 
things demanded the exercise of sound judgment and prompt 
decisive action. But Grand Master Williams proved him- 
self equal to the occasion and issued edicts securing obedi- 
ence to the violated rule. In spite of the bitter invectives 
hurled at him through a subsidized press, and of the injunc- 
tion proceedings brought against him in a number of courts, 
the grand master proceeded on his course fearlessly, and un- 
daunted by the opposition, with the result that at the end of 
his three years' service, the difficulties were successfully 
overcome. Every case in court was decided in his favor. 
During the controversy it often became necessary for him to 
make severe orders and rigid decisions, and the promptness 
and firmness of his actions caused him to be characterized 
as the Andrew Jackson of the Masonic fraternity. Every 
oflBcial act done, every order made and every decision ren- 
dered by him received the approval of the grand lodge. He 
has one of the most extensive and carefully selected Masonic 
libraries in the United States, to which the brethren have 
free access. ** The Correspondence Reports to Grand Ma- 
sonic Bodies,*' which he has been writing for many years, 
take high rank. To his annual address as grand master ref- 
erence is frequently made in terms of great praise. They 
are readily understood, as they are written in his character- 
istic brusque Welsh style. Through his thorough knowl- 
edge of Masonic law and usage he has been enabled to 
decide promptly all questions submitted to him. In the ex- 
ercise of his functions he has ever been influenced by the 
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dictates of right and the best interests of the order. Favors 
and personal popularity never find even secondary considera- 
tion at his hands." 

Though a democrat, unflinching in his devotion to the 
best interests of his party and zealous in the dessemination 
of genuine Jeffersonian and Jacksonian principles, he has 
been content to allow others to fill the offices. After much 
persuasion, however, he was induced in 1895 to allow his 
name to be placed upon the ticket of his party as a candi- 
date for a seat in the house of representatives of the Seventy- 
second general assembly of Ohio, and was elected by a cred- 
itable plurality of votes over his strongest opponent. 

As a representative of the people, Mr. Williams is one 
of the few members of the ** South Carolina corner" who will 
leave an impression on the legislation of the Seventy-second 
general assembly. Absolutely fearless in his character, he 
never hesitated to take a stand on any important question, 
and his vote, if not always on the winning side, was always 
cast in favor of the people. With the exception of two 
weeks' illness, he was always found at his post of duty, and 
was ever ready to give his time and attention to oblige his 
friends and constituents. His efforts in legislation were 
mostly confined to measures of benefit to his own county, 
although his bill changing the name of Licking Reservoir 
to Buckeye Lake, and providing for the maintenance of the 
same, is a great benefit to the entire state. He was deserv- 
edly popular with republicans and democrats alike, and was 
the recipient of a bit of pleasantry in the house March 20th, 
the date being the occasion of his sixtieth birth-day anni- 
versary. His friends arranged a little surprise for him, and 
had his desk handsomely decorated with flowers. In the 
midst of the session his fellow Mason, Hon. Levi C. Good- 
ale, arose and asked leave to introduce a bill, which, on being 
read, proved to be an appropriation of $96,000 for the benefit 
of Stacker Williams. A number of humorous speeches were 
made by his fellow-members, and the bill was passed under 
a suspension of the rules, after which Mr. Williams delivered 
a very humorous effusion. Mr. Williams was married 
near Eddyville, Kentucky, on May 18, 1858, to Elizabeth 
Cock bum. She died September 6, 1889, having been to him 
all that a pure christian wife could be. The fruits of their 
marriage were one son and three daughters, all of whom sur- 
vive to comfort their father in his declining years.

Hon. Qeorge F. Aldrich. 

Gborge F. Aldrich was born in Scott township, 
Sandusky county, February 26, 1857, and was educated in 
the Fostoria and Mansfield public schools. He is a teacher 
by profession, having been engaged in that vocation for 
more than twenty years. He served his county as justice 
of the peace, county school commissioner and census 
enumerator. In 1878 Mr. Aldrich was married to Eulalia A. 
Tinney, and the union has been blessed with three children, 
two sons and one daughter. Mr. Aldrich is a democrat, and 
in 1895 was elected to represent Sandusky county in the 
Seventy- second general assembly, being one of the few mem- 
bers on that side of the house; and he was recognized 
as one of the democratic leaders. 

Hon. Thomas Austin. 

Thomas Austin, who had the honor to represent Stark 
county in the Seventy-second general assembly, is a resident 
of Massillon. He was born in England in 1855, and edu- 
cated in the public schools of that country. At the age of 
twenty-two he emigrated to America, locating at Massillon, 
Ohio, where he has since resided. Although a boiler maker 
by trade, he has been a traveling salesmen for several years 
past. Mr. Austin was married two years ago to Miss Louise 
M. Roseman, of Massillon. 

Hon. David C. Baldwin. 

David C. Baldwin is a resident of Elyria, where he was 
born and has always resided, except between the years of 
1847 and 1855, which period was spent at Meriden, Conn. He 
was educated at Chase Academy, Middletown, and later at 
Wilhelm Academy, Massachusetts. During the war Mr. 
Baldwin served as first lieutenant in Company K, One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-fifth O. V. I. He is now retired from active 
business. In 1878 Mr. Baldwin was married to Miss Jose- 
phine Staub, of Nashville, Tenn. He was elected as a repub- 
lican to the Seventy-second general assembly. 
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Hon. Josiah Quincy Bass. 

JosiAH Quincy Bass was born in Bethel, Ohio, August 
27, 1845, where he resided until 1853, when he removed to 
Mulberry, and has since resided at that place, being engaged 
in mercantile business. Mr. Bass served four months during 
the war of the rebellion. He held no public office up to the 
time of his election to the Seventy-second General Assembly 
in 1895, as a representative from Clermont county. 



Hon. Harry L. Beatty. 

Harry L. Beatty is a practicing lawyer, and a son 
of John C. Beatty, a merchnt of Ravenna, Ohio. Harry 
was born April 4, 1865. He is a graduate of the Cincinnati 
Law school, and was admitted to the bar in 1886. In 
1889 he was married to Eleanor Wallace, of Cincinnati. 
Mr. Beatty had held the offices of justice of the peace and 
city clerk previous to his election to the Seventy-second gen- 
eral assembly as a republican from Portage county. 



Hon. Carl H. Beckham. 

Carl H. Bfxkham, representative from Lucas county, 
was born in Henry county, Ohio, July 3, 1860. His great- 
grandparents were early pioneers in central Ohio, coming 
from Virginia. He was educated in the district school and 
the Napoleon union schools, which he left at the age of four- 
teen. He spent several years on the farm and in teaching 
school, and attended the Ohio Wesleyan University for one 
year in the meantime. Afterward he studied law at Toledo, 
and was admitted to the bar in 1886, and has been ever since 
engaged in the practice of his profession in that city. He 
was elected to the Seventy-first general assembly as a 
republican, and returned to the Seventy-second general 
assembly.

Hon. Andrew Bolin. 

Andrew Bolin was born at Circleville, Ohio, January 
15, 1849. He entered the common schools of that city, grad- 
uated at the high school and later completed his education 
at Mann University. He taught school for a short period, 
read law and graduated from the Cincinnati law school, loca- 
ting at Circleville, which has since been his home and where 
he has devoted his time to practicing his profession. Mr. 
Bolin has held several local offices, and served as a member 
of the board of examiners for city teachers for a period of 
fifteen years. In 1888 he was nominated for congress in 
opposition to Gen. R. P. Kennedy, but was defeated, owing 
to the fact that the district was overwhelmingly republican. 
In 1895, as a democrat, he was elected to represent Pickaway 
county in the house of representatives of the Seventy-second 
general assembly. He served as a member of the committee 
on universities and colleges and the revision committee. Mr. 
Bolin was held in the highest esteem by his fellow-members 
of the general assembly, and his voice was frequently heard 
in behalf of good measures. He was married to Miss 
Sophronia I. Rector, of Circleville, April 8, 1875, and they 
have two children living. 

Hon. Alexander Boxwell. 

Alexander Boxwell, representative from Warren 
county, was born in Frederick county, Virginia, and came to 
Ohio in 1857 with his parents, who settled near Springboro, 
Warren county. He attended common schools during the 
winter months when a boy, and at the age of twenty years 
entered Ohio Wesleyan University at Delaware. After 
leaving college he taught school for sixteen consecutive 
years, studying law in the meantime, and was admitted to 
the bar in 1881. He was justice of the peace for twelve 
years, and was elected to the house of representatives of the 
Sixty-ninth and Seventieth general assemblies as a repub- 
lican, and re-elected to the Seventy-first general assembly, 
and January 1, 1894, was chosen speaker of the house of 
representatives for that session. After serving in this office 
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with distmction he was re-elected to the Seventy-second gen- 
eral assembly and was appointed chairman of the finance 
committee, in which position he served with profit to the 
state and honor to himself. Thronghont his legislative 
career Mr. Boxwell has exhibited a keen interest in public 
affairs, and has always been regarded as a patriotic, conserv- 
ative and capable official by his colleagues and constituents. 

Hon. Joseph Hunt Breck. 

Joseph Hunt Breck, representative from Cuyahoga 
county, was bom in Brecksville, Ohio. His father, a Pres- 
byterian minister, moved to Cleveland while bis son was 
quite young, but later retired and moved to Newburg, on 
the farm where Joseph still lives. He was educated in the 
Cleveland public schools and Shaw Academy, at Collamer, 
Ohio. In 1893 he was elected as a republican to the Seven- 
ty-first general assembly, and re-elected to the Seventy- 
second general assembly. 

Hon. William Q. Brorein. 

William G. Brorein was born near Marion, Ohio, 
October 31, 1861. In the spring of 1866 his parents moved 
to Auglaize county, locating on a farm in the northwestern 
part of the county, which was then a wilderness, where his 
early days were spent in helping to clear up the farm. He 
attended the common schools during the winter months until 
the spring of 1879, when he entered the Ohio Normal Uni- 
versity. The following three years were devoted to teaching 
during the winter in the common schools of Allen and 
Auglaize counties, and pursuing his studies at the Ohio Nor- 
mal University during the summer. He taught seven years, 
the last three of which he bad charge of the public schools 
at Cridersville, Ohio. In 1886 he engaged in the mercantile 
business at Buckland, Ohio, where he now also operates a 
plant for the manufacture of wood stirrups, a sawmill and a 
drain-tile and brick factory. While at Cridersville he was 
elected to the village council. He served three terms as 
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clerk of Logan township, and when the village of Buckland 
was incorporated in 1891, he was elected its first mayor, and 
while filling this position was elected as a democrat to the 
Seventy-first general assembly over John L. Sullivan, repub- 
lican, by the largest majority given anyone on the demo- 
cratic ticket. 

In 1895 Mr. Brorein was returned to the Seventy-second 
general assembly by a very handsome majority. During 
this session he was an active and prominent legislator, serv- 
ing industriously as a member of the finance committee, 
on federal relations and committee on hospital for epileptics. 
His public record throughout has been one of marked use- 
fulness and ability, and such as to gain for him the highest 
opinions from his constituency, the merited respect of his 
fellow members, and the confidence of his party leaders. 
Mr. Brorein was married October 30, 1882, to Miss Sarah E. 
Butcher, daughter of one of the leading democratic citizens 
of Auglaise county. They have one daughter, Edna, eleven 
years old. 

Hon. Qeorge W. Brubaker. 

George W. Brubaker, representative from Ashland 
county, was born January 12, 1828, in Bedford county, Penn- 
sylvania. In February, 1834, he came by wagon with his 
parents to Wayne county (now Ashland county), Ohio. Here 
the subject of this sketch grew to manhood, with very limited 
opportunities to attend common schools. He attended the 
Vermillion college from 1847 to 1851, commencing to teach 
in the common schools in 1848, teaching almost continually 
during the winters until the spring of 1884. He served nine 
years as justice of the peace, and filled many other offices in 
his township. He was elected to the Seventy-first general 
assembly as a democrat, and returned to the Seventy-second 
general assembly in 1895. 
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Hoo. Henry Buschini^. 

Henry Bcsching was born in Germanyy February 1 8, 
1837, coming to this country when ten years of age and locat- 
ing at Cincinnati, where he has since resided. His education 
was received in the public schools. He is now a prominent 
furniture manufacturer and dealer. He has been a member 
of the Cincinnati board of education, although he has never 
sought public office. In 1895 he was elected to the Seventy- 
second general assembly from Hamilton county. Mr. Busch- 
ing is married and has four children. 

Hon. Byron M. Clen Denning. 

Byron M. Clen Denning, representative from Mercer 
county, was bom at Shanesville, Mercer county, May 16, 1859. 
He was educated in the Celina public schools. He turned 
his attention to school teaching while fitting himself for the 
profession of law, and was admitted to the bar in the year 
1881, since which time he has practiced law in Celina, Ohio. 
He served as prosecuting attorney of Mercer county two 
terms, from 1884 to 1890, and as city solicitor of Celina from 
1891 to 1893, declining a second term to accept the nomina- 
tion for the position of member of the Seventy-first general 
assembly, to which he was elected as a democrat November 
7, 1:^93. He was re-elected to the Seventy-second General 
Assembly November 5, 1895, by a largely increased majority. 
He received the minority nomination as speaker pro lem.^ 
and on April 27, 1896, was named by Governor Bushnell as 
a member of the commission of five appointed to represent 
Ohio at the Tennessee centennial celebration at Nashville, in 
1895. Mr. Clen Denning was the only member of the Ohio 
National Guard in the Seventy-first and Seventy-second 
assemblies, being senior major of the Second Regiment, In- 
fantry, O. N. G. He has been a member of the O. N. G. 
since 1876, and has risen through the various grades to the 
position of ranking major of the state. Throughout his 
public service, and especially as a member of the Seventy- 
second general assembly, Major Clen Denning has exhibited 
a wide knowledge of state affairs, and an ability to cope with 
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and understand important questions relating to the public 
welfare in a manner which at once stamps him as an able 
and most promising young man. He was an important 
member of the finance committee, and rendered valuable 
service in this difficult position, while he also was an active 
member of the military committee, in which he was very 
much interested by reason of his national guard connections, 
and he also served as member of the committee on rules. In 
every capacity his labor was such as to excite the admiration 
of those associated with him, and to insure increased confi- 
dence on the part of his constituents. He has always been 
an unswerving democrat, a firm believer in the principles of 

his party, which will no doubt, at the proper time, properly 
recognize and reward his faithfulness and ability. Mr. Clen 
Denning was married, December 31, 1885, to Miss Lura 
Bennett Kelsey. They have no children. 

Hon. Eli Conn. 

Eli Conn was born in Butler county, Pennsylvania, 

June 12, 1840. He was educated in the public schools and 

at Baldwin University, and finally received a medical degree 

at Cleveland. For ten years he was a teacher in the high 

schools and academies. Mr. Conn served four years with 

distinction during the rebellion. After returning home he 

was. elected probate judge of his native county. In 1880 he 

located at Akron, where he has since resided. In 1869 Dr. 

Conn was married to Miss Helen A. Kingsbury, of Bruns- 
wick, Medina county, Ohio. They have four children. In 
1 895 he was elected to the Seventy-second general assembly 
from Summit county. 

Hon. William J. Connolly. 

William J. Connolly was born in Henry county, Feb- 
ruary 27, 1860, and was educated in the common schools and 
at Liberty Center high school. He taught school for fifteen 
years, and in 1889 and 1890 was in the railway mail service. 

He is now engaged in farming. Mr. Connolly was married 
in 1882 to Miss Ella Morey, and they have two children. 
He was elected to the Seventy-second general assembly in 
1895 as a democrat from Henry county. 
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Hon. Joseph B. Cummings. 

Joseph B. Cummings, representative from Greene 

county, was bom in Greene county, Ohio, May 31, 1841. He 

was educated in the common schools of his country district. 

He served for three years in the First O. V. I. in the war of 

the rebellion and was severely wounded by gun shot in the 

left lung at the battle of Chickamauga. Mr. Cummings is a 

farmer by occupation. He was elected a member of the 

Seventy-first general assembly as a republican February 17, 
1894, to fill a vacancy caused by the death of the Hon. John 
B. Allen, and returned to the Seventy-second general assem- 
bly in 1895. 

Hon. Van S. Deaton. 

Van S. Deaton, representative from Miami county, was 

born August 1, 1847, near Addison, Champaign county, Ohio. 

He worked on a farm in summer, going to school in winter. 

He enlisted in the Sixteenth Ohio Independent Artillery in 

September, 1864, and served till June, 1865. After the war 

he attended the National Normal School at Lebanon, Ohio. 

He has served sixteen years on the board of education of his 
township. Mr. Deaton was elected to the Seventy-first gen- 
eral assembly as a republican, and returned to the Seventy- 
second general assembly in 1895. 

Hon. Martin Dodge. 

Martin Dodge, representative from Cuyahoga county^ 
was born in Auburn, Geauga county, Ohio, in 1851, and 
passed the first twenty years of his life on a farm. Having 
passed through the common schools, he became a teacher for 
two winters. In 1871 he entered Hiram College, where he 
studied four years, and after that one year in Buchtel Col- 
lege. In 1876 he moved to Cleveland to pursue the study of 
law. He entered the Ohio State and Union Law College, 
and having studied the required two years, was admitted to 
the bar in 1877. He was elected to the house of representa- 
tives of the Seventieth general assembly as a republican in 
J 891. In November, 1893, he was re-elected as a republican 
member of the Seventy-first general assembly, and in 1895^ 
was elected to the Seventy-second general assembly. 
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Hon. Benjamin F. Dutton. 

Benjamin F. Dutton was born at Harrisville, Ohio, in 
1860, and received his education at Chester Hill schools, at 
which place he now resides. He is a self-made man and is 
now engaged in the jewelry business. During the last years 
of Harrison's administration, he was appointed deputy col- 
lector of internal revenue. In 1895 he was elected to the 
Seventy-second general assembly as a republican from Mor- 
gan county. In 1885 Mr. Dutton was married to Miss C. L. 
Porter, and has one child, a daughter. 

Hon. Qeorge Elder. 

George Elder, representative from Clark county, was 
born in Green township, Clark county, Ohio, January 22, 1839. 
He is of Scotch-Irish parentage ; received a common school 
education. He enlisted in April, 1861, in Company E, Six- 
teenth O. V. I. ; served three months ; re-enlisted August 11, 
1862, in Company A, Ninety-fourth O. V. I., and served until 
the close of the war ; was severely wounded in the battle of 
Bentonville, North Carolina, March 19, 1864. He was elected 
to the Seventy-first general assembly as a republican, and 
returned to the Seventy second general assembly in 1895. 

Hon. Charles Flumerfelt. 

Charles Flumerfelt was born on the farm where he 
now resides, near Old Fort, Seneca county, January 28, 1855. 
His father was a farmer and banker. Charles received his 
education in the common schools of the locality in which 
he was reared, and early began an active business career for 
himself. His life has been a busy one, and crowned with a 
liberal measure of success. Mr. Flumerfelt has always taken 
an interest in public affairs, and has been a firm believer in 
democratic principles and an ardent supporter of his party. 
He has held local offices of honor and trust, and in 1889 was 
elected to represent Seneca county in the Sixty-ninth general 
assembly. For meritorious service in that body he was re- 
turned to the seventieth session, and in 1891 re-elected for 
the third time to represent his county in the Seventy-first 
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general assembly. His seat in the latter body was contested, 
however, and resulted in his opponent, Mr. Spooner, being 
declared the duly accredited representative from Seneca. As 
a vindication, and as an additional expression of confidence, 
the democrats again nominated Mr. Flumerfelt for the gene- 
ral assembly in 1895, and for the fourth time he was elected 
to represent his county in that body. As a legislator Mr. 
Flumerfelt was recognized as safe and conservative, and 
well versed in the needs of the state and industrious in the 
interest of such legislation as tended to improve the condi- 
tion of all. 

Hon. Philip D. Fosdick. 
Philip D. Fosdick was born at Louisville, Kentucky, 
in 1859, his father being a merchant of that city. Four years 
later the family removed to Cincinnati, and Philip received 
his education in the schools of the queen city. Mr. Fosdick 
has been active in business and is a prosperous manu- 
facturer of machine tools. In 1895 Mr. Fosdick, as a 
republican, was elected as one of Hamilton county's repre- 
sentatives in the Seventy-second general assembly, and 
although he was generally active, his legislative career 
as a member of the Seventy-second general assembly 
will be especially remembered on account of a bill intro- 
duced by him, and which received attention from the 
entire United States. This celebrated enactment was 
known as the ** Fosdick high hat bill," and when enacted 
into law provided that it should be unlawful for the manager 
of an opera house to permit any lady patron to obstruct a 
view of the stage by wearing a hat of too great proportions. 
The bill was lavishly commented upon by the press of the 
country, receiving general approval, and after much discus- 
sion was finally made a law. Mr. Fosdick took an active 
interest in the work of the general assembly, and served 
with distinction and credit as a member of three important 
committees — finance, common schools and temperance. In 
1891 he was married to Miss Lillian Hosea, and they have 
one child, a daughter. Mr. Fosdick is a thirty-second degree 
Mason and a member of the Mystic Shrine. 
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Hon. William M. Qehman. 

William M. German was born near King's Creek, 
Champaign county, Ohio, where he still resides. He was 
educated in the Urbana high school and at the Ohio State 
University, and afterward engaged in teaching for a period of 
eleven years. He is greatly interested in educational matters, 
and is president of the farmers' institute of his locality. He 
served a term as township trustee, which was the only pub- 
lic oflSce held by him up to his election to the Seventy-second 
general assembly as a member of the house. In 1882 Mr. 
Gehman was married to Miss Mattie E. Chance, and they 
have a family of three children. 

Hon. Charles W. Gray. 

Charles W. Gray, representative from Fayette county, 
was born and reared in JeflFersonville, Fayette county, Ohio, 
where he now resides. He received a common school edu- 
cation and is a merchant by occupation. He was married to 
Miss Alta Bales, daughter of Thomas Bales, of London, 
Madison county, Ohio, May 16, 1883. In 1893 he was elected 
to the Seventy-first general assembly as a republican, and in 
1896 was returned to the Seventy-second general assembly. 

Hon. John E. Griffith. 

John E. Griffith was born October 24, 1864, in Dela- 
ware county, his early years being spent on the farm of his 
father, William H. GriflSth. He attended the public schools, 
also the Prospect Normal School and schools of Fostoria and 
Delaware, and finally Denison University. He taught school 
for a period of three years, and then took a course at the 
Cincinnati law school, after which he located at Marysville, 
where he is engaged in the practice of law. He is a Mason, 
Odd Fellow and K. of P. and a member of the Order of the 
Eastern Star. He is also president of the state organization 
of fair presidents and secretaries. In 1889 he was married 
to Miss Lizzie McMillan, of Hardin county. In 1895 Mr. 
Griffith was elected as a republican to the Seventy-second 
general assembly from Union county. 
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Hon. Qeorge Hater. 

Georgb Hafer was bom in Canton^ Stark county, in 
1836, and was educated in the Canton Boys' School. He has 
resided in Cincinnati since 1857. Mr. Hafer was a member 
of the State Board of Equalization in 1881, and was mayor 
of Avondale from 1893 to 1894. He is now president of the 
Central Trust and Safe Deposit Company of Cincinnati, and 
president and treasurer of the Cincinnati, Lebanon and 
Northern Railroad Company. In 1863 Mr. Hafer was mar- 
ried to Miss Kate Mann, of Cincinnati, and they now have 
a family of four children. They reside at Avondale, the 
handsome Cincinnati suburb. In 1895 Mr. Hafer was elected 
as one of the Hamilton county representatives to the Seventy- 
second general assemlly. 

Hon. Charles E. Hard. 

Charles E. Hard, representative from Scioto county, 

was born January 21, 1864, near Haverhill, Scioto county, 

Ohio. He graduated from the Portsmouth high school in 

the class of 1882, serving as president of its alumni in 1892. 

He followed book-keeping until 1888, when he entered the 

law oflSce of Judge J. W. Bannon. He was admitted in 

December, 1889, and then practiced law in partnership with 

Hon. A. C. Thompson. He served two years as secretar>' of 
the Portsmouth board of trade. Mr. Hard was elected to the 
Seventy-first general assembly as a republican, and in 1895 
was returned to the Seventy-second general assembly. 

Hon. William S. Harris. 

William S. Harris, representative from Ashtabula 

county, was born in Saybrook township, Ashtabula county, 

in 1846. He is, and has always been, a farmer by occupation, 

and is of the third generation of his family, who have lived 

where he now resides since 1818. He was educated in the 

district schools of his township and at Grand River institute, 

Austin burg, Ashtabula county. He has held local office and 

has been for several years president of the board of trustees 
of Grand River institute. In November, 1893, he was elected 
to the Seventy-first general assembly as a republican, and 
returned to the Seventy-second general assembly in 1895. 
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Hon. Andrew J. Hazlett. 

Andrew J. Hazlett was born November 8, 1864, near 
the village of Benton, Texas township, Crawford county, 
Ohio. His parents were among the earliest pioneers of 
Crawford and Wyandot counties, his father, Robert Hazlett, 
settling in Texas township in 1826, and his mother, Eliza- 
beth Watter Hazlett, being the second white child born in 
Sycamore township, Wyandot county. Mr. Hazlett's boy- 
hood was spent on his father's farm, receiving such education 
as the district schools aflForded. At the age of seventeen 
years he entered Fostoria academy, where he prepared for 
college. In 1884 he entered Heidelburg university, Tiffin, 
Ohio, where he was graduated with the class of 1888. Dur- 
ing his education he paid his own way by teaching school 
and doing newspaper work. After graduating he served for 
two years as superintendent of the schools in Sulphur Springs, 
Crawford county, which position he resigned to accept the 
principalship of the sixth ward school of Helena, Montana. 
On June 11, 1890, he was married to his classmate, Miss 
Nelly Carpenter Baker, of Tiffin, Ohio, and they immediately 
moved to Helena, Montana, where Mr. Hazlett entered upon 
his school work. Being compelled to give up school work 
on account of ill health, he drifted back into newspaper work 
and held positions on the Helena Independent and also the 
Helena Daily Joiir^iaL In the fall of 1891 he returned to his 
native county and purchased an interest in the Crawford 
County News^ a prohibition paper, published at Bucyrus. 
He at once changed it to an independent paper and soon 
after placed it in the democratic ranks, and has since re- 
mained at the head of the paper as its editor. Mr. Hazlett 
has always been a democrat, and never held any public office 
until elected to the Seventy-second general assembly from 
Crawford county. He is a member of but one secret society, 
Trinity Lodge, F. & A. M., of Bucyrus. In the legislature 
Mr. Hazlett did not distinguish himself by introducing many 
general laws, believing as he did that the fewer changes 
made in the present code the better it would be for the people. 
He, however, zealously guarded the interests of his own 
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county, and secured the passage of several local laws giving 
needed legislation in localities in his county. He manifested 
a great interest in every important measure coming before 
the house, and did not hesitate to declare his position on 
every question at issue. He was a member of the Spear 
investigating committee, and submitted a minority report 
recommending the expulsion from the house of the member 
investigated, which was defeated by a partisan vote. He 
also led the fight against the canal system, and was very 
nearly successful. 

Hon. James L. Hensley. 

James L. Hensley was born in Rockingham, Virginia^ 
January 24, 1833. He was educated in the Eclectic Medical 
Institute of Cincinnati, after which he taught school for a 
short time. During the war of the rebellion he served as 
commissary of the Ninety-sixth West Virginia state troops. 
During his residence in Virginia, he served two terms in the 
legislature of that state. In 1887 he removed to Marion, 
Ohio, where he now resides, engaged in the practice of med- 
icine and as a pension attorney. Mr. Hensley has served in 
the ministry of the United Brethren church since 1856. In 
1895 he was elected as a republican to represent the Marion- 
Morrow district in the Seventy-second general assembly. 

Hon. Charles R. Hess. 

Charles R. Hess was born at Columbus, Ohio, Sep- 
tember 12, 1859, and received his education in the public 
schools of that city. Mr. Hess, at various times in his early 
life, lived at Circleville, Chillicothe, Middletown and Sidney. 
He studied law and was admitted to the bar, and is now en- 
gaged in practice at Sidney, his home. He has held a num- 
ber of minor public positions, and in 1895 was elected as a 
democrat to represent Shelby county in the Seventy-second 
general assembly. As a member of that body he acquitted 
himself with honor, being an industrious legislator, serving 
on several important committees, and meriting the respect 
of his associates and the confidence of his constituents. 
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Hon. John H. Heyde. 

John H. Heyde was born in Ashland county, Ohio, 
October 15, 1854, but has resided near Louden ville, Holmes 
county, since 1860. He was educated in the public schools 
of that county, after which he taught for a period of twenty 
years in the common schools. Mr. Heyde has always been 
popular in his community and has held many local offices, 
such as justice of the peace for two terms, member of the 
board of education for twelve years and township clerk for 
several terms. He is a life-long democrat, and in 1895 was 
elected to represent Holmes county in the Seventy-second 
general assembly, and became an active member of that 
body, serving on several important committees and perform- 
ing the part of an industrious and capable legislator. In 
1877 Mr. Heyde was married to Miss Rachael A. Parsons, of 
Nashville, Ohio, and they have seven children, five sons and 
two daughters, one daughter dying in infancy. Mr. Heyde 
is a member of the order of Knights of Pythias. 

Hon. Roldon O. Hinsdale. 

ROLDON O. Hinsdale was born at Wadsworth, Ohio, 

March 27, 1840. He was educated at Hiram college under 

the tutorage of James A. Garfield, and afterward taught in 

the country schools for a period of twelve years. He is now 

engaged in farming, and is a man of the highest standing in 

his community. In 1869 Mr. Hinsdale was married to Miss 
Maria S. Chamberlain, of Cuyahoga county. They now 
reside at Wadsworth and have a family of four children. In 
1895 Mr. Hinsdale was elected as a republican to the Seven- 
ty-second general assembly from Medina county. 

Hon. William Frederick Hoffman. 

William Frederick Hoffman, representative from 
Putnam county, Ohio, was born February 2, 1835, in Han- 
over, Germany. In 1836 he came to Glandorf, Putnam 
county, with his parents, where he has since resided. He 

received his education in common district schools and in the 
Cincinnati Teachers' Institute. He was elected to the house 
of representatives of the Seventy-first general assembly in 
1893 as a democrat, and returned to that body in 1895. 
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Hon. Allen Jones. 

Allen Jones was born at Hartford September 9, 1829. 
He was educated in the common schools and at Twinsburg 
Seminary, after which he taught school for a short time. 
During the war he served as surgeon of the Thirteenth O. 
V. I. In 1858 Dr. Jones was married to Miss L. Caroline 
Fuller, and they have one daughter. In 1895 Dr. Jones was 
elected a member of the Seventy-second general assembly. 

Hon. James Joyce. 

James Joyce was born at Cumberland, Ohio, July 2, 

1870. He was educated in the public schools of that town, 

and afterward taught six years in common and high schools. 

He attended the Cincinnati law school in 1891-2, and was 

admitted to the bar in March of the latter year, and is now 

engaged in the practice of law at Cambridge. In 1895 he 
was elected to the Seventy-second general assembly as a 
republican. 

Hon. Jacob Kimmell. 

Jacob Kimmell was born in Carroll county, September 
17, 1844. He was educated in the common and high schools 
of Findlay, after which he taught three years. During the 
rebellion he served three years as a member of the Twenty- 
first O. V. I. He afterward studied medicine at Cleveland, 
and then spent a term at Bellevue hospital. New York City, 
finally locating at Findlay, Ohio, where he has since been 
practicing medicine. In 1887 Dr. Kimmel was married to 
Miss Rose E. Graber, and they have one son eighteen years 
of age. He was appointed postmaster of Findlay by Presi- 
dent Grant, and has served as a member of the town council 
and board of gas trustees of that city. Since 1890 Dr. Kim- 
mell has traveled extensively in Europe. In 1895 he was 
elected to represent Hancock county in the Seventy-second 

general assembly as a republican. Dr. Kimmell was one of 
the most influential republican members of the house, and 
he was the author of the medical bill requiring that the 
qualification of all practitioners in the state be passed upon 
by a board of examining physicians appointed by the 
governor. 
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Hon. Qeorge W. Lamb. 

Gborgb W. Lamb was born in Bloom township, Pair- 
field county, Ohio, December 23, 1844, his father being a 
prominent farmer of that community. George received his 
education in the public schools, and then became a teacher, 
continuing in this vocation for ten years, part of which time 
he was principal of the Carroll public schools. Later he 
located in business at Hooker's Station, Fairfield county, 
which has since been his home and where he is a large 
dealer in grain and conducts a general store. Mr. Lamb has 
been very successful in business, and is held in the highest 
esteem by the people of his locality and those with whom he 
has been associated in business. He has been honored with 
local positions of trust, and in 1895 was nominated and 
elected as a democrat to represent Fairfield county in the 
Seventy-second general assembly. During this session Mr. 
Lamb was one of the most industrious and attentive mem- 
bers of that body, rarely being absent from his desk, and 
maintaining a close watch of and intelligent interest in the 
proceedings. He was recognized as a man of excellent judg- 
ment, and one taking a broad and democratic view of public 
afiairs, his voice and vote always being in the interests of the 
common people of the state. He served as a member of 
several important committees, and throughout his legislative 
work was regarded by his co-laborers as an excellent state 
official. Mr. Lamb is married, his wife having been Miss 
Carrie Brown, of Lancaster, Ohio. 

Hon. Samuel C Landis. 

Samuel C. Landis was born near Collinsville, Ohio, 
December 11th, 1856. He was educated in the common 
schools, taught seven years in country schools and was for 
seven years principal in the Hamilton city schools. During 
this period he studied law. Mr. Landis served as town- 
ship assessor and township trustee, and as a democrat, was 
elected to represent Butler county in the Seventy-first general 
assembly of Ohio, where his services were so satisfactory to 
his constituents that they returned him to the Seventy-second 
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general assembly in 1895, with a largely increased majority. 
Daring the latter session he was a prominent member of the 
committee on common schools, and also served on the elec- 
tion and insurance committees. Mr. Landis has always been 
a democrat, and his record in the Ohio legislature insures him 
the continued respect and confidence of his constituents. 
His grandparents on the paternal side were Pennsylvania 
Germans, and on the maternal side they were of Quaker 
descent. Mr. Landis was married to Miss Anna Harlow on 
Thanksgiving eve, 1888, and they have a daughter. May, five 
years old. 

Hon. Charles Leland. 

Chares Leland was born at Sharon, Ohio, in 1860. He 
was educated in the public schools, after which he taught for 
nine years in graded schools. He studied law and was elected 
prosecuting attorney of Noble county from 1888 to 1894. In 
1889, he was married to Miss Cora McKee. They now reside 
at Caldwell, Ohio, where Mr. Leland is engaged in the prac- 
tice of law. In 1895, Mr. Leland was elected, as a republican, 
to the Seventy-second general assembly from Noble county. 
Mr. Leland's record in the House was one of credit to him- 
self and honor to his constituents. 

Hon. Qeorge M. Leopold. 

George M. Leopold was born near Dayton, Ohio, 
August 22, 1864. His education was acquired in the public 
schools of Montgomery county, Ohio, and at the Lebanon 
normal school, alter which he taught for a period of seven 
years, beginning at the age of seventeen. He studied law 
and was admitted to the bar in 1892. In 1888, he was mar- 
ried to Miss Hattie Baker, and they have a family of three 
children. In 1895, Mr. Leopold was elected to the Seventy- 
second general assembly from Montgomery county, Ohio, as 
a republican. He was one of the prominent figures of that 
body, being a logical and forcible speaker and taking active 
part in the discussion of many important questions considered 
by that body. In May, 1896, he was appointed secretary of 
the city tax commission at Dayton. 
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Hon. W. E. Ludwick. 

W. E. Ludwick was born at McKeesport, Pa., January 
26, 1860. His parents died when he was yet a mere boy, and 
his early life was spent on a farm. He was educated at Frank- 
lin and Marshall College, Lancaster, Pa., and at Heidleberg, 
TiflSn, Ohio. Mr. Ludwick studied for the ministry and has 
been a minister of the gospel since 1885. At various times 
he has lived in Mt. Pleasant and Lancaster, Pa., Three Rivers, 
Mich., and TiflGin and Greenville, Ohio, the latter being his 
home for the past nine years. Mr. Ludwick takes a deep and 
patriotic interest in public affairs, and in 1895, was nominated 
by the democrats of Darke county, Ohio, to represent that 
district in the Seventy-second general assembly. He was 
elected after an interesting and very exciting campaign, and 
during the legislative session took a prominent part in all 
proceedings, and was looked upon by his associates as a man 
of ability and well qualified for public duties. In 1885, Mr- 
Ludwick was married to Miss Minnie Meshinger, of TiflSn, 
Ohio, and they have two sons, Karl and Ralph. Mr. Ludwick 
is a member of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows. 



Hon. Byron Lutz. 

Byron Lutz was bom May 19, 1846, in Ross county, 
and he was educated in the district schools of that commun- 
ity. During the rebellion Mr. Lutz served three years in 
Company K of the Eighty-ninth O. V. I. He was a justice 
of the peace for a period of eighteen years. His grandfather, 
Samuel Lutz, attained the remarkable age of one hundred 
and one years and six months, and served four terms in the 
Ohio legislature between 1830 and 1850. Byron Lutz was 
married, in 1866, to Miss Mary E. Thompson. Mr. Lutz is 
one of the prominent and representative farmers of Ross 
county, and was elected to represent that county in the Sev- 
entieth general assembly, and in 1895 returned to the Seven- 
ty-second general assembly. 
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Hon. Curtis E. McBride. 

Curtis E. McBride was bom in Monroe township, 
Richland connty, Ohio, Angnst 11, 1858. He received his 
education in the country schools and at Wooster university. 
He then studied law, was admitted to the bar, and has since 
practiced at Mansfield, his home. Mr. McBride has always 
been a democrat, and has taken an active interest in public 
affairs. He served as a member of the board of education 
of Mansfield and member of the city council, being elected 
president of that body. He was elected to represent Rich- 
land county in the house of representatives of the Seventy* 
first general assembly, and in 1895 was returned to the Sev- 
enty-second session of that body, and was the caucus nomi- 
nee of his party for the speakership. Being a constant 
attendant, deeply interested in the legislative proceedings, 
well versed in state affairs and in parliamentary law and 
usage, Mr. McBride at once became a leader of the democratic 
minority in the Seventy-second general assembly, and 
throughout the session wielded an influence which, from a 
political standpoint, resulted in securing for his party all 
the advantage to be gained from such a situation, and 
stamped him as a fearless and capable leader. Mr. McBride 
is an eloquent and forcible speaker, and having a fine judicial 
mind he possesses the faculty of presenting his arguments in 
a pointed and convincing manner. He was recognized as 
one of the best equipped members of the Seventy-second 

general assembly, and while representing his county with 
ability he acquired a merited reputation for himself, which 
may eventually bring him higher honors at the hands 
of his party. During his term of office he was a member of 
some of the most important committees, and was active in 
the consideration of every measure coming before them. In 
the spring of 1896 he was appointed by Governor Bushnell a 
member of the commission to represent Ohio at the Mexican 
international exposition. Mr. McBride is actively interested 
in all public affairs of his home city. He is a thirty-second 
degree Mason, a Knight Templar, Shriner, member of the 
Elks, a Knight of Pythias and an Odd Fellow. In 1879 Mr. 
McBride was married to Miss Minnie Rhodes, of Ashland, 
Ohio, and two daughters have blessed the happy union. 
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Hon. William H. McCauley. 

William H. McCauley was born near Defiance, in De- 
fiance connty, Ohio, September 25, 1852. He, was educated 
in the common schools of his locality and at Bryan normal 
school. He then beg^n teaching in the public schools during 
the winter months, and continued in this vocation for a period 
of thirteen years, alternating with work on the farm during 
the summer, acquiring the reputation of being a skillful and 
successful instructor. Mr. McCauley has always been a dem- 
ocrat, taking great interest in party affairs and being elected 
to many local offices, such as township clerk, trustee, and 
member of the board of education. In 1895 he was called 
upon to accept higher honors at the hands of his party, and 
was nominated and elected to represent Defiance county in 
the Seventy-second general assembly, over Benjamin F. 
Southworth, by a majority of 407. As a member of that 
body Mr. McCauley fully met the expectation of his friends, 
and he made a good record as a safe and intelligent legisla- 
tor. He served with distinction on a number of important 
committees, and represented his county in a manner satis- 
factory to his constituents and with credit to himself. In 
1878 Mr. McCauley was married to Miss Ida Spangler, and 
they have two interesting children. Mr. McCauley is a pros- 
perous and progressive farmer, and resides near Defiance. 



Hon. W. B. McQill. 

W. B. McGiLL was born March 22, 1844, upon a farm 
near Veto, Washington county, Ohio, where he still resides. 
His education was received in the public schools of that local- 
ity. During the war he served as a member of the One Hun- 
dred and Forty-eighth O. V. I. In 1875 he was married to 
Miss Mary Drains. Mr. McGill was elected to represent his 
county in the Seventy-second general assembly as a repub- 
lican. 
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Hon. Sttnnel K. McLraghlin. 

Samuel K. McLaughlin was bom in Adena, JeflRerson 
county, Ohio, September 12, 1846. He was edncated at 
Hopedale College and afterward engaged as a teacher in 
the common schools for a period of seven years. In 1871 he 
was married to Miss Belle M. Snider, of Hnrford. Mr. 
McLaughlin's occupation is that of a farmer, and he has been 
honored by his neighbors with election to several township 
and local offices. He represented Harrison county in the 
Seventy-first general assembly, and performed his duties in 
such a satisfactory manner that he was returned to the 
Seven tv'-second session. 



Hon. F. M. McVean. 

F. M. McVean was bom in Mayfield^ Cuyahoga county, 
Ohio, and was educated in the public schools of Cleveland. 
He entered the railway service at an early age, progressed 
through various positions, and was a passenger conductor 
for many years until 1890, when he retired from this vocation 
to engage in the insurance business. Mr. McVean has al- 
ways been a republican and prominent in labor circles. In 
1895 he was elected as one of the Cuyahoga representatives 
to the Seventy-second general assembly. 



Hon. Harry C. Mason. 

Harry C. Mason was bom at Cleveland May 22, 1867. 
He has resided in Ravenna, Salvania and Madison, but in 
1889 he returned to the Forest City, which has since been 
his home. Mr. Mason is wholly a self-made man, and by 
his own efforts acquired an education, read law and was ad- 
mitted to the bar, and is now practicing his profession in the 
Forest City. In 1895 he was elected to the Seventy-second 
general assembly as a representative from Cuyahoga county. 
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Hon. J. M. Merryman. 

J. M. Merryman was bora in Harrison county, Ohio, in 

1844, and six years later removed to Union county, where he 

was reared on a farm near Jerome. He attended the country 

schools until the war broke out, when he enlisted in the 

Thirtieth O. V. I. He remained in the service four years 

and was discharged in September, 1 865, with an honorable 

record, having spent eight months in rebel prisons. After 
returning home he completed his education at Otterbein 
University, then taught school for two years. He studied 
medicine at the Cleveland Medical College, graduating in 
1871. Dr. Merryman has heen a republican throughout his 
life, and in 1895 was seated as one of the Franklin county 
delegation to the Seventy-second general assembly. 

Hon. John Moore. 

John Moore was born near Louisville, Monroe county, 

January 5, 1833. He was educated in the district schools, 

and taught school for a number of years. He has been 

honored by many local oflSces of trust and responsibility and 

has taken especial interest in the schools, having been a 

director of his township for a period of twenty years. In 

1870 he was married to Miss Tressella Smith, and they have 
nine children. Mr. Moore was elected as a democrat to rep- 
resent his county in the Seventy-first general assembly, and 
was one of the notable figures of that body. In 1895 he was 
returned to the Seventy-second general assembly. 

Hon. Francis W. Meyers. 

Francis W. Meyers was born in Lancaster county. Pa. 
His father being a man of limited means young Meyers was 
thrown upon his own resources, but he managed to obtain a 
common school education. He engaged in the pottery bus- 
iness, and is now a prominent stoneware manufacturer, 

located at Morgadore, Summit county, Ohio. He has always 
taken an active interest in politics, but aside from a four 
years' term as president ot the county board of elections has 
never held public oflSce until selected as a republican to rep- 
resent his county in the Seventy-second general assembly in 
1895. In 1852 Mr. Meyers was married to Miss Lydia Mish- 
ler, and they have a family of two interesting children. 
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Hoo. Robert S. Murphy. 

Robert S. Murphy was bom at Antwerp, Paulding 
county, April 15, 1840. He was educated in the common 
schools, and later taught for a brief time in the district 
schools. He had an honorable service of four years during 
the war of the rebellion. He has served in various public 
offices in his township and in Mandale, his present residence, 
where he conducts a large general store. Mr. Murphy was 
married August 13, 1885, to Miss Roxana Evans. In 1895 
he was selected to represent his county in the Seventy-sec- 
ond general assembly as a republican. 

Hon. David H. Reed. 

David H. Reed was born in Greenwich, O., January 26, 
1832. He was educated in the common schools, after which 
he taught for a short time in the district schools. During the 
war he was colonel of the Third Regiment of Ohio Militia. 
Dr. Reed has for forty-two years practiced medicine and sur- 
gery in the locality in which he resides. In 1855 he was 
married to Miss Caroline Long, and they have six children 
living. In 1895 he was elected as a republican to represent 
Huron county in the Seventy-second general assembly. 

Hon. S. W. Reed. 

S. W. Reed was born in Sandusky county, Ohio, Feb- 
ruary 9, 1840, and when twenty-three years of age removed 
to Elmore, Ottawa county. His education was received in 
the district schools of those two counties. Mr. Reed's life 
has been one of active business, being extensively engaged 
in farming and manufacturing. In 1860 he was married to 
Miss Emma Hetrich, of Fremont county, and they have eight 
children — three boys and five girls. Mr. Reed is a democrat, 
but had never held public office until 1895, when he was 
elected a member of the Seventy-second general assembly. 
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Hon. William Rusler. 

William Rusler was born at Lima, Ohio, March 7,^ 
1851, and was educated in the public schools and at the Lima 
high school. For a period of thirteen years he taught school 
during the winter term, the remainder of his time being 
devoted to farm work. Mr. Rusler has held a number of town- 
ship oflSces, and in January, 1886, was appointed by President 
Cleveland as government farmer in charge of the Lac Court 
Orreille Indian reservation, near Lake Superior, Wisconsin, 
when he had charge and control of 1,200 Indians and three 
townships of land. He continued in this capacity until 1888^ 
when he was appointed agent of the La Pointe agency. In 
1889, he resigned the agency and returned to his farm. In 
1893 he was elected as a democrat to represent Allen county,. 
Ohio, in the Seventy-first general assembly, and was an 
important figure in that body. He was returned to the 
Seventy-second session in 1895, and received the honor of an 
election without an opposition candidate. Mr. Rusler proved 
himself a valuable man in the legislature, his familiarity with 
public affairs in general admirably equipping him for legis- 
lative duties. He served on several important committees 
and was active in the consideration of all legislation acted 
upon during the sessions. Mr. Rusler is now living with his 
second wife and is the father of five children. 

Hon. Evans W. Rutherford. 

Evans W. Rutherford was bom near Mt. Blanco^ 
Meigs county, Ohio, December 22, 1838, where he still resides. 
He was educated in the district schools and at the Ohio Uni- 
versity, and was a teacher for a period of four years in pri- 
mary and sub-district schools. At the breaking out of the 
war, Mr. Rutherford enlisted in Company C, Thirtieth O. V. 
I., and served for a period of three years with his regiment. 
He was elected to represent Meigs county in the Seventy- 
first general assembly, and in 1895 was returned to the 
Seventy-second session of that body. In 1859, Mr. Ruther- 
ford was married to Miss Elizabeth J. Dailey, of Athens 
county, Ohio, and they have three children. 
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Hon. Christian Schneider. 

Christian Schneider was bom in Hessen Kassel, Ger- 
many, December 10, 1832. He came to New York in 1852, 
and remained in that city until 1863, when he entered the 
United States Navy. Continuing in that service until the 
close of the war, he then located at Toledo, Ohio, which has 
since been his home. Mr. Schneider was educated in the 
public schools and at college in his native city. In 1867 he 

was married to Miss Anna Melster, and they have a family 
of one son and four daughters. In 1895, Mr. Schneider 
was elected to the Seventy-second general assembly as a 
republican. 

Hon. William A. Scott. 

William A. Scott was born July 3, 1861, at East 

Swanton, Ohio. He was educated at Ann Harbor and 

Olivette, Michigan, and for a period of fifteen years was a 

teacher in district and graded schools. He served as mayor 

of his native city for a period of four years. In 1895, he was 

elected to represent Fulton county, Ohio, in the Seventy- 
second general assembly. In 1887 he was married to Miss 
Cora Daughan, and they have two sons. 

Hon. William Shuler. 

William Shuler was born January 7, 1843, in Sum- 
maytown. Pa. He was educated at Freeland Seminary, and 
at the University of Pennsylvania studied medicine, and is 
a physician and surgeon. He entered the union army during 
the war of the rebellion, enlisting in the One Hundred and 
Seventh Pennsylvania Volunteers as a private in 1861, and 
after four years' service was mustered out with the rank of 
captain. He removed to Ohio and located at Miamisburg, 
where he has been a member of the city council, board of 
education, and also served as president of the board of exam- 
ining surgeons of the National Military Home. In 1871 Dr. 

Shuler was married to Miss Nora E. Weaver, and they 
have a family of two sons and three daughters. He was se- 
lected to represent Montgomery county in the Seventy-first 
general assembly, and he was returned to the Seventy- 
second session of that body in 1895. 
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Hon. Andrew C. Smith. 

Andrew C. Smith was born at Mt. Leigh, Adams 
county, September 27, 1836, and was educated at North Lib- 
erty Academy and afterward engaged as a teacher of the dis- 
trict and superintendent of the graded schools for a period of 
seven years prior to the breaking out of the war. In 1861 
Mr. Smith responded to his country's call and enlisted in the 
union army. Upon returning from the war he engaged in 
teaching again until 1890, when he began farming, which is 

his present occupation. He has been school examiner for 
his county, and was assistant census enumerator. In 1870 
he was married to Miss Mary J. Puttenney, and they have a 
family of five sons and two daughters. In 1895 Mr. Smith 
was elected to represent Adams county in the Seventy-second 
general assembly as a republican. 

Hon. Harry C. Smith. 

Harry C. Smith was born in Clarksburg, West Vir- 
ginia, January 28, 1863, and was taken to Cleveland, Ohio, 
when but two years old, which place has since been his 
residence. His education was received in the public schools 
of that city. Mr. Smith is one of the leading republicans of 

the state, a pleasing public speaker and bright writer. He 
is editor and proprietor of the Cleveland Gazette^ a prosper- 
ous paper, published in the interests of the Afro-Americans. 
He served as a member of the Seventy-first general assembly, 
and in 1895 was re-elected as one of the Cuyahoga county 
representatives to the Seventy-second general assembly. 

Hon. Charles W. Snider. 

Charles W. Snider was born at Cleveland, Ohio, 
May 1, 1856, and was educated in the Cleveland public 
schools and at Boston University. At various times Mr. 
Snider has lived in Boston, Cincinnatti and Lexington, 
Kentucky, being engaged as a teacher in oratory and dra- 
matic art, but has been a citizen of Cleveland continuously 
since 1885. In 1886 he was married to Miss Ella Baumgart- 
ner of Newport, Kentucky, the union being blessed by two 
children, a boy and girl. Mr. Snider was selected as one of 
the Cuyahoga county representatives to the Seventy-second 
general assembly in 1895. 
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Hon. S. J. Southard. 

S. J. Southard was born on a farm near West Mans- 
field, Ohio, July 27, 1857, and was educated at Ridgeville, 
Indiana, after which he taught school for several years, and 
then read law and was admitted to practice. In 1891 he was 
married to Miss Lillian Painter, from which union two 
daughters and one son have been born. Mr. Southard was 
selected to represent Logan county in the Seventy-first 
general assembly, and he was returned to the Seventy-second 
session. 

Hon. James A. Spear. 

James A. Spear was bom in New Vienna, Clinton 
county, Ohio, July 13, 1855, and was educated at Normal 
School and Hiram College. Although active in politics for 
a number of years and stumping for the republican cause for 
many campaigns, he never held public office until his election 
to the Seventy-second general assembly in 1895. Mr. Spear 
was married in 1877 to Miss Sallie Bailey, and they have one 
son. 

Hon. Jonas Stanbery. 

Jonas Stanbery was born May 13, 1841, at Sandusky, 
Ohio, and was educated in the public schools of Toledo, Ohio. 
He joined the union army in 1861, and served with distinc- 
tion and honor for a period of four years in the Seventy-sec- 
ond O. V. I. He at various times has lived at Cleveland, 
Millersburg and Akron, but has resided in West Toledo, since 
1877. He served as township clerk and member of school 
board for a number of years. He was married to Miss Anna 
B. Bailey in 1866, and they have a family of four children. 
In 1895 Mr. Stanbery was elected representative from Lucas 
county to the Seventy-second general assembly as a repub- 
lican. 
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Hon. Robert Starr. 

Robert Starr was born in Richland county, Ohio, 
June 15, 1818, and was educated in the district schools, and 
later for a period of six years was a teacher in the common 
schools. He is a farmer, and one of the most prominent 
stock raisers of his locality. He served as justice of the 
peace. One of the peculiarities of his long life is the fact 
that he has never resided in a town or village. In 1849 Mr. 
Starr was married to Miss Rebecca Wilson and their family 
consists of two sons and two daughters. Mr. Starr has 
always been a republican, and in 1895 he was selected to 
represent Williams county in the Seventy-second general 
assembly. 

Hon. Chase Stewart. 

Chase Stewart is a resident of Springfield, Ohio, and 
for a number of years has been prominent in public aflFairs. 
He was at one time vice-president of the republican league 
of Ohio. He is a lawyer and served for six years as prose- 
cuting attorney of his county. He was elected to represent 
Clark county in the Seventy-second general assembly, and 
took a prominent part in the doings of that body and gained 
for himself the reputation of a promising young man. 

Hon. William R. Stewart. 

William R. Stewart was born at Newcastle, Pennsyl- 
vania, October 29, 1864. He was educated in the common 
schools and at Rayne College, after which he studied law 
and graduated at the Cincinnati Law School. He lived in 
Pennsylvania until 1867, when he removed to Youngstown, 
Ohio, where he is engaged in the practice of his profession. 
He was married in 1890 to Dr. Consuelo Clark of Cincinnati, 
daughter of Professor Peter H. Clark, the prominent educa- 
tor. Mr. Stewart is the only Afro- American ever elected to 
the Legislature from Mahoning county, having received that 
distinction in 1895 by being selected to represent that dis- 
trict in the Seventy-second general assembly. 
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Hon. Emmons B. Stivers. 

Emmons Buchanan Stivers, eldest son of Lilley 
Stivers and Barbara Reynolds, was bom in the town of 
Fincastle, Brown connty, Ohio, May 6, 1857. His family 
originally came from Holland to the vicinity of Manhattan 
Island during the rule of the last and greatest of the four 
Dutch governors. His paternal grandfather, Colonel Samuel 
King Stivers, came to Ohio in 1796. He was with General 
Duncan McArthur in Hull's campaign, and was surrendered 
to the British at Detroit. After his parole he joined General 
Greene Clay's division in Harrison's campaign of 1813, and 
had command of the " spy company " in Colonel Boswell's 
regiment of Kentucky militia. At the battle of the Miami 
of the Lakes, May 5, 1813, he was taken prisoner after 
Colonel Dudley's defeat, and confined in the blockhouse at 
Maiden. He was one of those who escaped the tomahawk 
of the Indians there by the timely interference of the chief, 
Tecumseh. 

The subject of this sketch, Emmons Buchanan Stivers, 
was educated in the public schools of his native county and 
at the Normal University, Lebanon, Ohio, then under the 
control of President Alfred Holbrook. In 1876 he began 
teaching as a profession and followed it with remarkable 
success until after his admission to the bar at Columbus, 
Ohio, March 8, 1888. In 1883 he married Miss Ida McCor- 
mick, of Tranquillity, Adams county, Ohio, and took up his 
residence at West Union, the county seat, having been 
elected superintendent of schools of that place. While re- 
siding in West Union he read law in the oflGice of Judge 
Frank D. Bay less; in 1885 he published his "Outlines of 
United States History " and ** Recreations in School Stud- 
ies," the ninth edition of which has recently been issued. 
In 1889 he began the publication of The Index ^ since merged 
into The Democratic IndeXy a weekly newspaper published 
at West Union, Ohio. His health failing, at the advice of 
his physician, in the summer of 1890 he moved to his farm 
near Vanceburg, Brown county, Ohio, where he has since

resided, looking after the interests of his publications and 
giving some attention to the practice of law. 

In politics, Mr. Stivers is, from natural inclinations and 
by education, a democrat. He is a close student of Jeffer- 
son, Jackson and Benton, and a firm adherent of the funda- 
mental doctrines of the Democratic party. He has always 
taken a keen interest in his party affairs, and has served a 
number of years as chairman of his party organization in 
Brown county. In June, 1895, he was chosen by popular 
vote his party's candidate for representative from Brown 
county, and in November was elected to the Seventy-second 
getieral assembly of Ohio. His record in that body is emi- 
nently satisfactory to his constituents, and stamps him as a 
legislator not to be swerved from the line of duty as he sees 
it by any consideration of personal favor or other influence 
whatever. As a member of the committee on prisons and 
prison reforms, he advocated as the most humane method of 
inflicting the death penalty, the administration of an anas- 
thetic, such as chloroform. He believes this method will 
ultimately become a law. He is not a communicant of any 
particular church, holding ** the world to be his church, and 
to do good, his religion." At the age of twenty-one years 
he was made a Mason, and has ever since been an active 
member of that order. He is also a member of the K. of P. 
fraternity. 

Hon. Benjamin F. Swingle. 

Benjamin F. Swingle was born in Ohio, his father 
having removed from Franklin county, Pennsylvania, to this 
state in 1810, and who is said to have built the first cabin 
occupied by a white settler. Mr. Swingle's grandfather, who 
was a native of the German province of Nassau, served with 
great distinction in the army of Louis XVI, of France, from 
1776 to 1784. Mr. Swingle has spent much of his life as a 
teacher in the common schools, and has taken great interest 
in educational affairs generally. He is a republican, and in 
1896 he was elected to represent Muskingum county in the 
Seventy-second general assembly of Ohio. 
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Hon. Wesley M. Tracey. 

Wesley M. Tracey was born in Tuscarawas county, 
September 10, 1S41, and was educated in the common schools, 
after which he engaged in teaching until the breaking out of 
the war, when he enlisted in the Fifty-first O. V. I. Mr, 
Tracey has been honored with many public positions by his 
neighbors, having served as a member of the board of trus- 
tees of the children's home, as justice of the peace for twen- 
three years, township clerk for the same period ; was mayor 
of the village for seven years and clerk of the school board 
for fifteen years. He was married to Miss Mary Christ, and 
they have two children living. Mr. Tracey was elected as a 
republican to represent Tuscarawas county in the Seventy- 
first general assembly, and he was returned to the Seventy- 
second session of that body in 1895. 

Hon. Abram Waddel. 

Abram Waddel was born February 28, 1 833, in Gallia 
county, and received his education in the public schools. 
Mr. Waddel is engaged in farming, and lives at LaBelle. In 
1861 he was married to Miss Julian Gillette, and they have a 
family of six children. In 1895 Mr. Waddel was elected as 
a republican to represent Lawrence county in the Seventy- 
second general assembly. 

Hon. Andrew E. Walton. 

Andrew E. Walton was born on a farm in Wyandot 
county, and attended district schools until 1876, when he 
entered the normal university at Ada, completing his course 
six years later. He then engaged in teaching for a period of 
six years, during which time he studied law in his leisure 
hours, and in 1887 was admitted to the bar. He now lives at 
Upper Sandusky, where he is engaged in the practice of his 
profession. In 1893 he was elected as a republican to the 
Seventy-first general assembly, and two years later was re- 
turned by his constituents to represent them in the Seventy- 
second session of that body. 
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Hon. Uri L. Ward. 

Uri L. Ward was born February 7, 1845, on Kelly's 
Island, and was educated in the Kelly's Island schools and 
at Oberlin college. Mr. Ward served during the war of the 
rebellion as a member of Company K, One Hundred and 
Thirtieth O. V. I. On returning home he located at his old 
home on Kelly's Island, where he has since lived, extensively 
engaged as a fruit grower. He has served his community as 
justice of the peace for many years, and was also mayor for 
a term of four years. In 1866 he was married to Miss Anna 
Rush, and they have a family of five children. In 1893 Mr. 
Ward was elected to represent Erie county in the Seventy- 
first general assembly, and was returned to the Seventy-sec- 
ond session of that body in 1895. Mr. Ward is a republican. 

Hon. George A. Wilhelm. 

George A. Wilhelm was born at Milton, Ohio, August 
15, 1847, and received a common education at that place. 
He served thirteen months in the Union army during the 
rebellion, and upon returning home engaged in business as 
a merchant at Justice, Stark county. Mr. Wilhelm served 
as a justice of the peace for a period of seventeen years and 
was a member of the Sixty-eighth general assembly, and 
also a member of the last state board of equalization. When 
elected to the legislature in 1887, Mr. Wilhelm received a 
majority of 119 votes, but in 1895 he was returned to the 
Seventy-second general assembly by a majority of 2,384 
votes. He is a republican. 

Qen. Aquila Wiley. 

Aquila Wiley was born February 20, 1835 at Cumber- 
land, Pa., received his education in a private academy, and 
was afterward engaged in teaching in common and high 
schools for several years. In 1861, when the nation was call- 
ing for volunteers. General Wiley organized a company which 
was assigned to the Forty-first O. V. I. as Company " C ", he 
being commissioned as its captain, September 19, 1861. In 
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March of the following year he was promoted to major, and 
wais severely wounded during the battle of Shiloh, April 7th. 
November 20, 1862, he was promoted to lieutenant-colonel of 
his regiment, and a few days later was commissioned as 
colonel. He was again severely wounded at the battle of 
Mission Ridge, resulting in the amputation of a leg. He was 
discharged June 4, 1864. General Wiley now resides at 
Wooster and is engaged in the practice of law and in looking 
after extensive farming interests. His record as a soldier was 
one of bravery and gallantry, and no man who wore the blue 
was more devoted to his country's cause, or more loyal and 
generous in sacrifices for its preservation and perpetuation. 
General Wiley is a man of superior talents, and enjoys the 
the confidence and respect of the people of the state. 

In 1870 he was married to Miss Emma Pawer, and they 
have a son and daughter. General Wiley served as city solici- 
tor of Wooster, and also as probate judge of Wayne county. 
In 1895 he was elected to represent his county in the Seventy- 
second general assembly as a democrat, and was a faithful and 
valuable member of that body. 

Briefly, the career of General Wiley is that of an honored 
citizen, a brave and sacrificing soldier, and a legislator of 
ability whose public efforts were patriotically directed in the 
interests of his state as a whole. 

Hon. A. J. Workman. 

A. J. Workman was born in Knox county, Ohio, May 
29, 1853, and was educated in the public schools and at the 
high schools at Danville and Millwood, his county, after 
which he was engaged as a teacher for seven years. He 
served as justice of the peace for fourteen years, studied law 
and was admitted to the bar, and is now engaged in pracficing 
his profession at Danville, his home. In 1879 Mr. Workman 
was married to Miss Olive I. Smith, of Mt. Vernon, Ohio, 
and they have a family of three children, two sons and one 
daughter. Mr. Workman was elected as a republican to rep- 
resent Knox county in the Seventy-second general assembly 
in 1895. 
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John R. Malloy. 

John R. Malloy, clerk of the house of representatives, 
was bom in New Haven, Connecticut, July 16, 1856. When 
five years of age his mother died, after which his father 
enlisted in the army serving until the close of the rebellion. 
The subject of this sketch attended the public schools of 
New Haven until 1867, when he removed to Ohio with his 
father. After heroic efforts to obtain an education he return- 
ed to Connecticut and was apprenticed to the printers trade. 
He was appointed a page in the Ohio constitutional conven- 
tion of 1873-4 by president (afterwards chief justice) Mor- 
rison R. Waite. He was elected recording clerk of the house 
of representatives of the Sixty-second general assembly, and 
he was assistant clerk during the Sixty-seventh and Sixty- 
eighth general assemblies. Mr. Malloy was a member and 
president of the Ohio state board of pardons in 1890 and 
1891, which position he resigned on being elected clerk of 
the house of representatives of the Seventieth general 
assembly. He was re-elected clerk of the Seventy-first gen- 
eral assembly and again chosen to the same position in the 
Seventy-second general assembly. He has great personal 
popularity, and at the close of the session of the assembly 
in 1896 he was presented with valuable tokens of the esteem 
and friendship of the officers and members of the house. 

George Thomas Crawford. 

George Thomas Crawford was born at Massillon, 
Ohio, May 31, 1868. He was educated in the public schools 
and graduated from the Massillon high school in the class of 
1885. He is of Scotch-Irish descent, his ancestry dating 
back through a long line in Scotland. He is a son of Capt. 
R. B. Crawford, who served his country in the war of the 
rebellion, in Company A, Thirteenth Ohio Volunteer Infan- 
try. The subject of this sketch has been an active republi- 
can from boyhood. He was an expert local enumerator in 
the department of manufactures, federal census of 1890. He 
was a delagate to the republican state convention, held at 
Columbus in March, 1896. His business is that of a real 
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estate broker and insurance agent at Massillon. Mr. Craw- 
ford married Miss Prank Merwin, daughter of Joseph K* 
Merwin, of Massillon, Ohio. They have two sons. Mr. 
Crawford is a member of the Sons of Veteran, and has held 
various staflF appointments in that order during twelve years. 
He also belongs to the I. O. U. A. M. and F. M. C. 

George E. Reed. 

George E. Reed, a resident of Bowling Green, Wood 
county, Ohio, was born at Shippensburg, Cumberland county. 
Pa., February 4, 1872. His father died when George was 
very young, and he had but slight opportunities for education, 
as he had to begin the support of his mother and himself at 
the earliest possible date. He managed, however, to attend 
the public schools a part of the time, and he studied one 
term at the Cumberland Valley State Normal School. He 
came to Ohio in the fall of 1888, and has been engaged as a 
newspaper reporter and solicitor. He served three years 
with Company H, Second Regiment, Ohio National Guard. 
Mr. Reed is a republican of influence, and he was elected 
enrolling clerk of the house of representatives. Seventy- 
second general assembly of Ohio. On March 4, 1893, he 
was married to Miss Ida Norris, the daughter of Hon. O. 
P. Norris, of Longley, Ohio. They have two daughters, 
Frona and Mary. Mr. Reed belongs to the J. O. U. A. M. 

Charles R. Doll. 

Charles R. Doll was born October 18, 1870, at Chilli- 
cothe, Ross county, Ohio. He was educated in the common 
schools of Chillicothe and graduated from the high school of 
that city in June, 1889. In May, 1892, he graduated from 
the law school of the Cincinnati college (of which institution 
ex-Governor J. D. Cox is dean of the faculty), and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in June, 1892. Mr. Doll is one of the most 
promising young men of the colored race in Ohio. From 
1892 to 1896 he was a member of the republican execu- 
tive committee of Ross county, and he was elected, by the 
republicans, engrossing clerk of the house of representatives, 
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Seventy-second general assembly of Ohio. Immediately 
after he was admitted to practice law he entered the office of 
Albert Douglas, Jr., of Chillicothe, a noted lawyer of that 
city, and remained there until 1896, when he took an office 
by himself and is now rapidly acquiring local fame. 

Emma 5. Whitney. 

Miss Emma S. Whitney was born at Upton, Massachu- 
setts. Her parents moved to Cleveland, Ohio, while she was 
a child, and she received her education in the common schools 
of that city and at Wellesley college, Massachusetts. Miss 
Whitney was elected recording clerk in the house of repre- 
sentatives of the Seventieth general assembly of Ohio, and 
re-elected in the Seventy-first and Seventy-second assemblies. 

Hon. Andrew Jackson. 

Andrew Jackson, sergeant-at-arms of the house of 
representatives in Ohio, was born near Cedarville, Greene 
county, Ohio, December 25, 1845. He received a common 
school education, and in August, 1862, he enlisted in the 
Forty-ninth Ohio Volunteer Infantry, and served his country 
for three years. He was more than once very badly wounded. 
As a republican he was elected representative of Greene 
county to the Sixty-eighth general assembly and re-elected 
to the Sixty-ninth assembly. He was elected sergeant-at 
arms of the Seventieth, Seventy-first and Seventy-second 
general assemblies, and he proved to be a very popular officer. 

Frederick Blankner. 

Frederick Blankner was born in Germany, July 28, 
1836. One year later his parents moved to America and 
settled in Columbus, Ohio, where Fred has since resided. 
For two years he served in Company '*A" Fifth Battalion, O. 
V. I. In 1856 he was appointed porter in the house of repre- 
sentatives and he was twice reappointed to that position after 
which he was elected third assistant sergeant-at-arms, which 
office he has held continuously to the present time. His ser- 
vices are recognized as being invaluable by both political 
parties and his position will no doubt be permanent for life.

The Publishers. 
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James W. Faulkner. 

James W. Faulkner, ** Dean of the correspoDdeDto," represents 
the Cincinnati Enquirer upon the floor of the general aseemhly, having 
been engaged in this work for five years. When not occupied at Coium- 
bus he performs the duties of general political correspondent and 
writer. His home has been, nearly all his life, in Cincinnati, where his 
education was received, attending first the public schools and finishing 
with a course in a private college. In politics he is a Democrat, but has 
never held any elective oflBce. In April, 1896, he was appointed by 
Governor Bushnell as a member of the commission to represent Ohio at 
the Tennessee Centennial celebration at Nashville. Mr. Faulkner is a 
single man, residing with his mother at Cincinnati. His father was an 
early resident of Cincinnati and served in the Mexican war. During his 
journalistic career Mr. Faulkner has been employed by the Times Star 
and Enquirer of Cincinnati, and has been correspondent for a number 
of leading metropolitan papers. He is at present! the president of the 
Press Club, composed of l^slative correspondents and state officers.

John M. Downey. 

John M. Downey was born in Harrisouville, Scioto county, Ohio, 
May 29, 1860. While he was yet an infant, his parents moved to Jackson, 
Ohio, where he was reared and educated in the public schools. He grad- 
uated from Jackson High school in May, 1880. He studied law in the 
office of Moore & Atkinson at Jackson and entered senior class of the 
Cincinnati law school in 1881, graduating from that institution in May, 
1882. He was admitted to the bar the June following. Mr. Downey 
served as city solicitor of Jackson for one term, 1883-5, and then became 
editor of The Jackson Journal, which position he occupied for three 
years. He became a member of the local staff of the Cincinnati I^>st in 
February, 1888, and worked on that paper as a reporter for several months. 
He did some work on The Cincinnati Times- Star and on January 1, 1889, 
became editor of the Hamilton Daily News, occupying that position for 
several years.

John Howard Galbraith, representing a number of newspapers 
in this and other states, has been engaged in newspaper work in Colum- 
bus since 1883. He is thirty-six years old and lives at 1087 Oak street, 
Columbus. He was bom in Perry township, Franklin county, Ohio, Sep- 
tember 8, 1859. He has always affiliated with the democratic party but 
has never aspired to any office. The Galbraith's who were his ancestors 
were a North-of-Irland family, and came to America for good reasons 
after the downfall of the Irish rebellion of 1798. In 1887 he was married 
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to Bessie D. Hine, of Erie county Ohio. They have one child. Mr. 
GhUbfaith received his education in the district schools of the township- 
where he was raised and in the Ohio state university, from which he was 
graduated with the class of 1888. He is a member of the Phi Kappa Psi 
college fraternity, but of no other secret societies. 

George R. Hippard. 

George R. Hippard is one of the younger members of the news- 
paper profession. He represented the Columbus Evening Dispatch and 
Toledo Evening Bee as correspondent in the Seventy-second general 
assembly. He was bom in Dayton, Ohio, August 4, 1868, and attended 
the public schools of that city. In the fall of 1881 he entered Otterbein 
University at Westerville, Ohio, and after completing a seven years* 
classical course of study, was graduated from that institution in June, 
1888. The following October he became a member of the local staff of 
the Columbus Presa^ shortly afterward being employed by that paper as 
court reporter. In 1890 he went to Ft. Wayne to take the position of 
city editor of the Ft. Wayne Press. Returning to Columbus, he be- 
came employed as court reporter on the Columbus Post^ resigning that 
position in the fall of 1891 to take the position of telegraph editor on the 
Columbus Dispatch^ with which paper, since that time, be has been 
continuously identified in various capacities, being now employed as 
political writer. 

Charles E. Bonebrake. 

Charles E. Bonebrake was bom in Westerville, Franklin county, 
Ohio, August 13, 1856. His father. Rev. Daniel Bonebrake, settled in 
Blendon township in 1818. The subject of this sketch educated himself 
and taught school for five years. In 1881 he became connected with the 
Ohio 6tate JoumcU as a reporter, and keeping up his studies, he passed 
the final examinations and graduated from Otterbein university, Wes- 
terville, in the cIohs of 1882. He has been engaged in journalistic work 
ever since. On December 11, 1884, Mr. Bonebrake was married to Miss 
Anna M. Blaser, of Waverly, Ohio. They have had two children. 
Both died in infancy. 

Karl E. Landon. 

Karl E. Landon, of the Cincinnati Enquirer^ was born at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, January 8, 1867. At the age of fifteen he began newspaper 
work as an office boy. He was educated at the Westerville (Ohio) pub- 
lic schools and at Otterbein university. His first experience was with 
the old Columbus Times^ where he reported the police courts. He was 
next city editor of the Piqua Daily Call, After a year in that position 
he returned to Columbus and became a general reporter and political 
Writer for the Daily Press, His next change was to the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer^ where he was a police and political reporter. Returning to the 
capital some time later, he resumed his old connection with the Daily 
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Press, He was subsequently city editor of the Fort Wayne (Ind.) DaUy 
Press^ and after an interesting experience in Indiana newspaper work 
returned again to Columbus, where he was re-engaged by the DaiUy 
Press, He remained with that paper and incidentally acted as a legis- 
lative correspondent for the Cincinnati Ckmirnercial-ChxseUe and the 
Cleveland Leader until five years ago, when he became the Columbus 
correspondent of the Enquirer. 

William Stokely Lloyd. 

WiLXJAM Stokely Lloyd, who represented the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer and Chicago Times-Herald in the legislature, is a native of Steu- 
ben ville, where he was born December 8, 1868. He prepared for college 
at Harcourt Place, Gambler, and was a student at Kenyon College when 
he be began his newspaper work. He was connected with the Cleveland 
Herald when he was appointed Columbus correspondent of the Cincin- 
nati Commercial- Oazette. In July 6, 1881, he went to Washington to 
chronicle the events of the capital during the last months of President 
Garfield's life, and was probably the first person outside the official 
household to meet the messenger who brought the news from the 
Francklyn Cottage at Elberon of the President's death. He has served 
as New York correspondent for Cincinnati papers, and has lor the past 
three years been doing general work on the Cleveland Plain Dealer^ 
besides contributing to Harper^ s Weekly y and numerous magazines. 

Malcolm Jenninsrs. 

Malcolm Jennings was born at Caro, Illinois, October 17, 1861. 
With his parents he removed to Athens, Ohio, where he was educated 
in the common schools and at work in the printing ofllce. Mr. Jennings 
came to Columbus in 1884, and he has served as legislative correspon- 
dent for various newspapers published in Ohio, and he was for many 
years engaged in that capacity for the Cincinnati Commercial Oazette, 
He is a member of the Ohio National Guard, has always been a repub- 
lican, and on May 1, 1896, he was appointed clerk of the state sinking 
fund commission. He has l>een a clerk in the Ohio roster department 
and was for several years a trustee of the Boys' Industrial SchooL His 
family have been residents of Ohio since 1800 and of America since 
1670. Mr. Jennings was married November 10, 1891 to Miss Ethel 
Dunn of Columbus, Ohio. He is a member of the Elks and a Mason. 

Jacob Waldeck. 

Jacob Waldeck was bom at Warren, Ohio, March 22, 1865, and 
attended the Warren public schools. In 1880 he removed to Cleveland, 
served his apprenticeship in newspaper work in the office of the Cleve- 
land Leader and became a member of the local staff in 1884. Ten years 
of service as a reporter in the various branches of the city department 
was succeeded by a transfer of allegiance to the Cleveland Press, He 
represented the Press as correspondent in the Seventy-second general 
assembly. 
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John W. Strimple. 

John W. Strimple, the legislative correspondent of the Cincinnati 
PMt^ was horn on a farm near Batavia, Clermont county, Ohio, June 
29, 1865. His first newspaper work was in the capacity of correspondent 
at Batavia and vicinity for the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette, In the 
eighties he entered the office of the Clermont Advance as a** printer's 
devil,'' and six months later, in addition to discharging the duties 
of compositor, pressman, etc., he became the local editor of the paper, 
which position he continued to fill until January 6, 1889, when he was 
called to a reportorial position on the Columbus (O.) Press j of which 
paper he later became city editor. His connection with the Cincinnati 
Post dates back to December 1, 1893. Mr. Strimple, on November 27, 
1889, was married to Miss Ada Retta Ellis, of Withamsville, Clermont 
county. 

Allen Edwards Beach. 

Allen Edwards Beach was born at Beloit, Wis., June 29, 1866. 
He is a son of Professor D. E. Beach of Marietta College. The family 
settled in New England about 1760. The subject of this sketch attended 
the public schools and was graduated at Marietta College in 1884. He 
adopted the newspaper profession, and in 1896 was Columbus correspond- 
ent for the Cincinnati Tribune, He is a member of Delta Epsilon Fra- 
ternity and Phi Beta Kappa Society. 

J. W. FIickins:er. 

J. W. Flickinqer was born in Dayton, Ohio, January 17, 1864. He 
is the youngest son of Rev. D. K. Flickinger, who for many years had 
charge of the missions of the United Brethren church in Africa. The 
subject of this sketch was reared at Willoughby, Lake county, Ohio, 
where he went through the public schools. He graduated from Otter- 
bein university, at Westerville, Ohio, in 1884, after which he taught 
school for a time. On January 1, 1886, Mr. Flickinger began his news- 
paper work on the Ohio State ,loumal in this city. With the exception 
of a short time, when he worked on the Emporia (Kan.) Republican^ in 
1887, Mr. Flickinger has been doing newspaper work in Columbus. 
During the Seventy-second general assembly he worked for the Cincin- 
nati Commercial Oazette, He comes of newspaper stock; his brother, 
Mr. 6. J. Flickinger, being one of the best known newspaper men 
in Ohio. 

Marcus Cortland Dickey. 

Marcus Cortland Dickey was bom about thirty-four years ago 
on a farm near Central College, Franklin county, Ohio. He is of Scotch- 
Irish extraction on his father's side, and from his mother is descended 
from William Phelps, the pioneer of the Phelps' family in America, who 
landed on this continent in 1^0. Mr. Dickey's great-grandfather, Gil- 
lespie, was a soldier in the revolutionary war, and his gprandfather was 
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in the war of 1812. The subject of this sketch derived his education at 
country district schools. Central College Academy and the Ohio State 
University. He studied law and was admitted to the bar in 1889, after 
graduating at the Cincinnati law school. Previous to this time he had 
engaged in newspaper work, and after practicing his profession for a 
short time, returned to journalism, at which he has been engaged ever 
since.

David Arthur Carson. 

David Arthur Carson was bom in Hillsboro, Ohio, July 9, 1873. 
He received his education at the Hillsboro high school and at the Ohio 
State University, Columbus. He began newspaper work at the age of 
nineteen as a reporter on the staff of the Ohio State Journal in January, 
1893, and was connected with that paper until October, 1894, when he 
accepted a position on the staff of the Columbus Evening Press. He 
remained with that paper one year, when he resigned to enter into gen- 
eral newpaper correspondence, being associated with H. N. Blair as cor- 
respondent of the Cincinnati P[>st, Cleveland Press and a syndicate of 
papers. He was the youngest member of the staff of correspondents of 
the Seventy-second general assembly. 
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James Kazerta Mercer. 




James Kazerta Mercer was born at 
Bainbridge, Ross county, Ohio, April 1, 
1850. He was educated in the union schools 
of his native town, and by reading and study 
in after life. His paternal ancestors were 
Hcotch-English and different branches of the 
family were conspicuous in the early settle- 
ment of Virginia and in the revolutionary 
war. 

His mother whose maiden name was 
Elizabeth Ann Bently, is of English descent 
and her ancestors were among the first settlers 
of Virginia and Maryland. Capt. James 
Madison fi^Iercer, father of James K. Mercer, 
died for the Union in the war of the rebellion 
December 4, 1864 at City Point, Virginia. 

The subject of this sketch upon leaving school at the age of fourteen 
began to earn his own living and when seventeen he went to California 
via New York, the Isthmus of Panama and touching at Acapulco, 
Mexico. He remained on the Pacific Coast for a period of sixteen years, 
much of the time being spent in commercial and newspaper work at 
Portland, Oregon and San Francisco. In 1870 he made a trip with pack 
mules laden with merchandise from Walla Walla, Washington Territory 
to Cedar Creek, Montana, this being a newly discovered placer gold 
mining district at that time. In 1877 Mr. Mercer participated at the 
beginning of the Nez Perces Indian War, the campaign being com- 
menced under Gen. Howard's command at Lewistou, Idaho. 

May 1, 1884 Mr. Mercer returned east to visit his mother and 
family and since that time he has made his home at Columbus. During 
the years 1884-5-6 he was employed at newspaper work and advertising 
in Columbus, and from 1887 to 1892 he represented the Columbus Buggy 
Company in New York. 

During the great tariff debates in the Fifty-third Congress he was 
employed in the document room of the United States Senate at Wash- 
ington, D. C, sending out tariff speeches. 

He was married June 18, 1887, to Miss Nellie M. Morrell of Peoria, 
Ills., she being a native of Cleveland, Ohio. They have four children, 
Marion Elizabeth, born June 22, 1888. Helen, bom October 3, 1889. 
Holmes, born June 4, 1891 and Arthur Cleveland, bom October 
24, 1892. 
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
